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PLANS FOR BOND PURCHASES 


BANKERS READY TO SUBSORIBE 
FOR THE NEW ISSUE. 


Why a Government Loan on a 3 Per 
Cent, Basis Is Specially Attract+ 
ive at This Time—Capital in Banks, 
Trust 
panies,

Developments in the financial district yes- 
terday bore mainly upon the impending 
Government bond issue. The plan, as fore- 
told in The New-York Times, had been well 
considered since Saturday, and, knowing 
for two days what to expect, bankers went 
to business yesterday with opinions fairly 
Well- defined regarding their own action. 
They had received the news Saturday in a 
Way that indicated success for the loan. 
Westerday’s discussion anticipated details 
to some extent. It showéd that the ques- 
tion of subscriptions and their apportion- 
ment. had been thought over and that plans 
a@t this end of the line had been worked out 
Bs well as possible in advance of the official 
call. 

Bankers had figured that the President’s 
fwish to place gold in the Treasury to the 
amount of $118,000,000 to $120,000,000 might 
‘be met by a (fifty-million-dollar loan. 
Bonds in this amount, bearing 5 per cent. 
interest and sold on a 8 per cent. basis, 
would yield the Treasury about $58,000,000, 
which sum, added to the present reserve of 
$61,000,000, would furnish the aggregate re- 
quired. 

The city banks hold about $75,000,000 in 
gold. No one questioned that these banks 
would willingly absorb the issue if given a 
chance to buy it at a price to yield them 3 
per cent. Ai such a pric? the bond would 
be more productive than any other Govern- 
ment issue. Therefore, regarded as a means 
of profit, the banks would eagerly take 
them. 

Last February’s issue of the same kind 

of bonds that will now be offered yielded 
the Government a trifle less than 117%. 
_After running nine months, with interest at 
‘6 per‘cent., payable quarterly, these bonds 
were quoted in the market Friday at 119% 
-and 120. The advance in price had reduced 
their productive capacity to present invest- 
ors to about 2 3-5 per cent. Prospects of a 
new issue lowered the market price, which 
touched 118%@119% yesterday, at which 
prices the bonds would yield about 2% per 
cent. 

Since the new issue was regarded as 
nearly at hand yesterday the market price 
of February bonds enabled bankers to esti- 
mate profits very closely, if they could buy 
‘tthe new bonds at 117%. There is a hand- 
some margin for profit between that price 
‘gd -the market value. It was generally 
assumed that the holders of the bulk of 

‘ available gold in this city might get a good 
share of the bonds at the former figure, 
especially in view of the apparent willing- 
mess of the Government to sell on a 3 per 
cent. basis. 

The incentive of a profit in the near fut- 
ure of from $500,000 to $750,000 on the issue 
was in itself sufficient “to make bankers 
eager to absorb as much of the issue ag pos- 
gible, regardless of other ‘considerations. 


Financial men have complained so much‘) 


and so long of idle money that it seemed 
@ trite subject for revival at this time. It 
was in the minds of all who talked of the 
new issue yesterday, and on the tongues of 
»smany of them. The $63,000,000 that the 
tanks hold in excess of legal requirements 
fis a tiresome burden to carry. They would 
do anything to reduce it in safety, and they 
fwill not feel comfortable until it is earning 
something. 

Troubles of banks in this aspect are multi- 

plied among individual investors, many of 
whom have been eating into principal be- 
cause they could not find a means of get- 
‘ting interest. Chances of individual invest- 
ment have been curtailed lately by pur- 
‘chases for banks in the market for rail- 
‘way and other bonds. It is well known in 
Wall Street that recent activity in the bond 
market was stimulated by bank purchases. 
The result is that high-class first mort- 
(gages and guaranteed stocks are selling 
at. higher prices than ever before in this 
country. 
- Prime bonds have been quoted lately at 
prices, which would yield buyers as low as 
2% per cent. They are not over-abundant 
at those prices. Bond-buying houses with 
orders from investors for gilt-edged securi- 
tiles have cautioned their customers that 
attempts to buy in quantities would push 
quotations immediately upward at least 
one-half of 1 per cent. In such a 
‘market the promise of a 3 per cent. 
Government bond, which, in point of 
security, outclasses everything else, is 
hailed as a godsend, not only by the 
banks with overflowing vaults, but by the 
large investment houses, the trust. com- 
panies, the insurance companies, and by in- 
vestors large and small. 

These phases of the situation were dis- 
cussed in every part of the financial dis- 
‘trict. Talk of the possibility of a syndicate 
to take the new issue quickly subsided in 
the light of such facts. The chief eoncern 
among barkers was to determine the best 
price at which they could buy the bonds. 
No-one suggested anything below the upset 
figure of February. The question was 
whether that figure would make the pur- 
chase. It seemed to admit of no doubt that 
the Government could ccunt to a certainty 
on at least the amount of the February sale 
whenever it might offer the bonds. 

The subject naturally came up in the 
Clearing House, and after the meeting there 
of the Building Committee, Presidents Will- 
lam, A. Nash of the Corn Exchange Bank, 
George G. Williams of the Chemical Bank, 
Frederick D. Tappen of the Gallatin, and J. 
Edward Simmons of the Fourth National 
joined President Henry W. Cannon of the 
Chase National in his office for an informal 
conference. They talked as bankers gener- 
ally had been talking all day, agreeing that 
the issue would immensely’help business by 
restoring general confidence, and that they 
would be glad to take their share of the 
bonds and part with gold for them. 

There had been some expectation of the 
call yesterday. Bankers expressed no dis- 
appointment over the delay, however, be- 
cause it was understood in the morning that 
preparations had not been completed at 
Washington. Word to this effect having 
been circulated, those who expect to sub- 
scribe went ahead with their own plans. 
Good effects o1 the advance announcement 
in The New-York Times and of the delay 
in the call will appear when the Treasury 
Department announces itself ready. It will 
then probably be found that subscripticns 
will be practically simultaneous with the 
cail, a conjunction never before experienced 
in-a Government loan. The few days’ no- 
tice enabled the subscribers to decide what 
to do while the department was getting its 
machinery in order. 

With the early announcement that ro 
call would be issued yesterday was impart- 
ed the information that it might be ex- 
pected within forty-eight hours. Quite a 
batch of printing must be worked off be-

SUICIDE OF IGNACIO MARTINEZ. 


The Steck Exchange Broker Kills Him- 
self with Illuminating Gas. 


Ignacio Martinez, a well-known member 
of the Stock Exchange, committed suicide 
some time yesterday in his rooms in the 
fashionable bachelor apartment house at 21 
West Thirtieth Street. 

Broker Martinez hsd lived in the house for 
about a year, and occupied a handsome 
suite or rooms on the third floor. He was 
a jolly, good-natured man, and was well 
liked by all with whom he came in contact, 
particularly so by his neighbors in the place 
where he lived. 

Mr. Martinez was seen entering his room 
at 10:30 o’clock Sunday night by several 
of the attendants of the house, according 
to whom he appeared to be in excellent 
spirts. 

It has been the practice of the house- 
keeper, Mrs. McLean, to call Mr. Martinez 
every morning at 9 o’clock. When she 
went up stairs to do so yesterday she 
noticed a card on Mr. Martinez’s door 
which read: “Do not call me.” 

Mrs. McLean tried the door and found it 
locked. She then attended to some of the 
other rooms and went down stairs. For 
some reason or other she felt that some- 
thing was wrong with Mr. Martinez, and 
she watched for him during the day. 

When he did not appear at 5:30 o’clock 
P. M. yesterday, she sumrhnoned. Joseph 
Kern, who is employed in the house, and, 
giving him a pass key, instructed him to 
enter Mr. Martinez’s room and ascertain 
if he were ill. 

Kern did as he was told, and upon open- 
ing the door, found that the gas was es- 
caping. . 

He summoned several others connected 
with the house, and they made their way 
to Mr. Martinez’s bedroom, where they 
found him lying on his bed with one end of 
a small hose, which was attached to a gas 


jet in the room, in his mouth. The stopcock 
of the gaspipe was turned on, . 

After turning the gas off, the men called 
in a physician. Upon his arrival the physi- 
cian pronounced Mr. Martinez dead, and de- 
a that life had been extinct for some 

me. 

Then the police of the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station were notified, and 
they in turn summoned the Coroner, who, 
up to midnight last night, had not put in 
an appearance. 

Mrs. McLean, when seen last night, at 
first declared that there had been no sui- 
cide in the house, but finally admitted that 
there had, and added that, after Mr. Mar- 
tinez had gone to his room. the .previous 
night, she had given him a cup of tea and 
a plate of toast, together with an evening 
paper. 

Among the effects of the dead man were 
found two letters. One was addressed to 
his brother Julius, who lives in West Six- 
ty-fifth Street, with his mother and sister, 
and which was Cirected in care of W. G. 
Murphy, 56 Beaver Street, which is the 
Delmonico Building. The other was ad- 
dressed to R. L. Beekman, care of the 
Stock Exchange. The latter letter was 
stamped. 

Julius Martinez called at the house late 
last night, but he refused to say anything 
about his brother’s suicide. He also declined 
to open the letter addressed to him until 
after the Coroner had arrived. 

Ignacio Martinez was forty-two years old, 
and was a Cuban. He was the owner of a 
seat on the Stock Exchange. It is believed 
that business troubles were the cause of the 
suicide. Mr. Martinez was a member of the 
Racquet Club, was until recently a member 
of the New-York Club, and was a tennis 
player of note. ° 

The tube through which he drew the gas 
was fastened securely to his mouth. To 
prevent its falling. off he had tied it with 
a Eipbon, the ribbon passing around his 
neck. } 


SUDDEN DEATH OF J. HOOD WRIGHT. 


The Banker Stricken with Apoplexy 
While Waiting for a Train. 


J. Hood Wright, a member of the firm of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., died suddenly last 
evening while on his way home from his 
office. 

Mr. Wright left his office shortly before 
6\o’clock, and went to the up-town station 
of the elevated road at Rector Street. 
While standing there awaiting a train, in 
company with his stepson, Edward M. Rob- 
inson, of 44 West Fifty-third Street, and 
Cc. H. Coster of 23 Wall Street, he sud- 
denly fell to the platform, unconscious. 

Policemen, who were immediately sum- 
moned, sent in a hurry call for an ambu- 
lance to the new Hudson Street Hospital. 
In the meantime everything was done to 
make Mr. Wright as comfortable as possi- 
ble. 

Mr. Wright was dead when the ambulance 
arrived, and the surgeons stated that his 
death was undoubtedly due to a stroke of 
apeplexy. A stretcher was procured, and 
the body was taken to the Church Street 
Police Station. 

Deputy Coroner Donlin, upon being noti- 
fied of Mr. Wright’s death, granted a per- 


imit of removal, and at 7:40 P. M. the body 
was removed to Mr. Wright’s home, in 
Kirg’s Bridge Road, near West One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-fifth Street. 

Mr. Wright was fifty-nine years old, and 
leaves a wife, but no children. He had been 
connected with the firm of Drexel, Morgan 
« Co. for thirty years, and was one of the 
most widely-known bankers and railroad 
reorganizers in this country. 

He was largely instrumental in bringing 
about the reorganization of the Philadelphia 
and Reading. Railroad at the time that. Mr. 
Corbin was connected with it, and of late 
had devoted much time toward the reorgani- 
zation of the Richmond and West Point 
Terminal Railway and Warehouse Company 
and the roads that it controlled. The minor 
railroads and systems that he has been con- 
nected with, either as an official or as one 
of the financial agents, are many. He was 
the President of the Suburban Rapid Transit 
Road at the time that it was turned over to 
the present elevated railroad system. 


The Chicago Coming Home Soon. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The flagship 
Chicago arrived at Malaga, Spain, to-day 
from Tangier. The Chicago has about 
completed her cruise in European waters, 
and will start for home in January on be- 
ing relieved by the San Francisco, which 


will leave New-York for the Mediterranean 
about Dec. 15. When the Chicago shall 
reach the United States, she will be put 
out of commission, and remain dismantled 
for at least a year. New machinery will 
be built for her to increase her speed sev- 
eral knots. j 


Five Contests in Louisiana. 
NEW-ORLEANS, La., Nov. 12.—It is set- 
tled that contests will be made in the next 
Congress against the seating of five out of 
the six Democrats elected in this State last 
Tuesday. The cuntests will be made in the 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, and Fifth Dis- 


tricts. The contest in the Fourth District 
will be made by the Populist candidate, 
Bailey. It is believed here that the Popu- 
lists count on trading their votes in the 
Senate for the seating of the Populist con- 
testants in the South. . 


Liquor Kills Two Children. 
LONG ISLAND CITY, L. L, Nov. 12.— 
Mrs. Mary Hines, a widow who keeps a 
small store in Buckley Street, near Mid- 
dleberg Avenue, in the Sunnyside section 
of this city, gave a birthday party yester- 
day in honor of her little girl, Mary, who 


had reached her fourth year. ‘The little 
one to-night lies dead beside the body of 
her brother, Joseph, five years old. t is 
said that during the celebration some one 
gave liquor to the children to drink and 
that they died of alcohol poisoning. 


A Cotton Fire in New-Orleans,. 
NEW-ORLEANS, La., Nov. 12.—The 'Tex- 
as and Pacific Railroad’s big cotton wharf 
on the other side of the river caught fire 
in some mysterious manner this. evening. 


The entire wharf, 800 feet long, was de- 
stroyed, and with it between 25,000 and 
26,000 bales of cotton. Forty or fifty cars 
loaded with cotton were consumed, 
making abcut 28,000 bales loss in all.

THE SALOON. OUT OF POLITICS 


MAYOR SOHIEREN OF BROOKLYN 
FAVORS MR. DEPEW’S PLAN, 


The Power of the Liquor Vote, ,He 
Says, Is Overestimated—The Num- 
ber of Saloons Should Be Decreased 
Rates Should Be In- 
creased—The Sunday-Opening Difti- 
culty—Gen. Woodford’s Suggestion 


—What Others Have to Say.

Mayor Charles A. Schieren of Brooklyn 
yesterday expressed himself in favor of the 
plan of Chauncey M. Depew for taking the 
saloon out of politics in this State, outlined 
by Mr. Depew in The New-York Times of 
Sunday. 

This plan is to raise the cost of the liquor 
licenses, and to turn the excise revenue into 
the town or city treasury, as & regular and 
fixed yearly source of income. 

Mayor Schieren is in favor of this scheme. 
He also said that he was in favor of doub- 
ling the cost of liquor licenses in Brooklyn, 
80 as to bring tthe price up to the price of 
liquor licenses in New-York. 

The Mayor of Brooklyn also expressed his 
belief that there were twice as many sa- 
loons as there ought to be in both New- 
York and Brooklyn. 

As a way out of the Sunday-closing di- 
lemma, he suggested the English plan of 
keeping the saloons open from 1 P. M. to 
5 P. M. . 

Benjamin F, Blair, Chairman of the Re- 
publican General Committee of Kings Coun- 
ty, also gave his indorsement yesterday to 
Mr. Depew’s plan for excise reform. 

Francis H, Wilson, who was the regular 
Republican machine candidate for Mayor 
in the Fall of 1893, said yesterday that he, 
too, favored Mr, Depew’s ideas. 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford proposed a plan 
of his own as a solution of the question. 
ee that each county make its 
° excise laws through its Board, of Su- 
pervisors. 

“TI am in favor of the plan advocated by 
Mr. Depew through the columns of The 
New-York Times,’’ said Mayor Schieren. 
“The subject of excise Tegislation is a very 
large one, and one which is very difficult to 
deal with I would not like to express my- 
self on all controverted points off hand. 
¥* The power of the liquor vote in politics 
has been overestimated. When I ran for 
Mayor of Brooklyn I received only 2 per 
cent. of the liquor vote, and yet that fact 
made no difference in the result, and did not 
prevent an overwhelming victory for the 
Republican reform ticket. 

“The number of saloons in New-York and 
Brooklyn should be very considerably de- 
creased. If there were only one-half as 
many saloons in each city as now exist 
there would be fully enough. The reason 
for the excessive number of saloons lies in 
the fact that they are largely in the control 
of the brewers. The brewers own the 
licenses, and they exert a very strong pres- 
sure to prevent the decrease in the number 
of saloons. 

“ Excise legislation is to be considered not 
in respect to the saloon keeper, but his cus- 
tomers. It is not what the liquor seller 
wants, but what his patrons—the people— 
want. 

“ The liquor licenses in Brooklyn are en- 
tirely too low, in my judgment. They are 
now only about half as high in Brooklyn as 
they are in New-York. They should be 
raised to the same price that prevails’ in 
New-York. 

“The plan of dealing with the Sunday- 
opening question that seems to have met 
with general favor and success is that 
which has been adopted in England. In 
that country the saloons are allowed by 
law to be open, Sunday afternoon from 1 
o’clock to 5 o’clock. Under that plan the 
saloon keepers understand their privileges 
and the authorities understand their re- 
sponsibilities. 

“I doubt if an extremely high license 
would improve the character of the saloons. 
For instance, a high license would not keep 
a bad man from running a big saloon in 
a bad neighborhood. 

“The saloons should certainly be taken 
out of politics. The licenses should be fixed 
at a fair figure, and the city should get the 
revenue. The charitable institutions could 
then be provided for out of the tax levy.” 

“IT am heartily in accord with Mr. 
Depew’s views on the excise question as 
they are expressed in The New-York 
Times,” said Mr. Blair. 

“The distribution of the excise money 
among charitable institutions I have al- 
ways regarded as being in the spirit of a 
sort of salve for the conscience of the 
people. It looked to me as if those who 
granted the liquor licenses had some com- 
punctions of conscience. They appeared to 
feel that if they took the tax money of the 
liquor seller and used it for the ordinary 
expenses of the administration of city gov- 
ernment they would be charged with doing 
a sinful thing, but if they gave the money 
to charity their sin would be thereby con- 
doned. I do not regard that as a sensible 
plan by which to dispose of taxes. 

‘“‘The present administration in Brooklyn 
has enforced the excise laws wisely and 
successfully. The theory of the liquor 
license law is that sale of intoxicants is to 
be regulated. If we are going to legislate 
for, or tolerate the traffic, we should proceed 
on business principles. We should support 
our charitable institutions according to 
their needs and merits, and not make their 
dependence rest on the greater or less rev- 
enue from liquor licenses. 

“T am myself a teetotaler, and not famil- 
iar with the rates of license. I regard the 
abuse of alcoholic drinks as one of the 
greatest afflictions of the human race. In, 
practical affairs, however, we must not 
put our own views ahead of the world, 
but must deal with conditions as they exist 
and with men as they are.” : 

“I have not given the subject of excise 
legislation as much study as Mr. Depew,” 
said Mr, Wilson, ‘‘and I am not accurately 
informed as to the licenses which have been 
adopted by the Excise Boards in New-York 
and Brooklyn. 

“One thing I do know, though, and that 
is that Mayor Schieren has successfully and 
conservatively administered the excise laws 
in Brooklyn. I think his treatmerft of the 
subject has met with the approval of the 
very large majority of the people of Brook- 
lyn. ; 

“IT would like to see the excise question 
taken out of politics. 

“TI pelieve that the revenues from the 
liquor licenses, instead of being apportioned 
among the charitable institutions, should 
go directly into the public treasury of the 
community in which they are conirolled, 
and should be used for the general ex- 
penses of government. The vharitabie in- 
stitutions could be provided for out of the 
general tax levy. 1 do not believe in levy- 
ing a tax on a certain class of busjness for 
the benefit of any other special class of un- 
dertakings. All money from excise licenses 
should be turned into the general fusd. 

“If liquor licenses are higher in New- 
York than they are in Brooklyn, the price 
for the licenses should be equalized in the 
two cities. If high license will weed out 
the disreputable -places, I am in favor of 


high license. I would rather see the num- 
ber of saloons increase than decrease.”’ 

“ My views on the subject of excise legis- 
lation,’’ said Gen, Woodford, ‘‘ are radical, 
and do aot acord with those that are ordi- 
narfly held, 

““My theory of excise legislation is that 
each county should be permitted, through 
its own Board of Supervisors, to make its 
own legislation on the excise question. 

“No legislation is ever thoroughly en- 
forced against the dominant will and judg- 
ment of the community in which such en- 
forcement is attempted. Witness our own 
legislation in this State in regard to usury. 
It is a dead letter on Wall Street and in all 
the great money centres. 

“* Each community has its own views with 
regard to personal habits and with regard 
to the duty of the State as to supervising 
such habits. The majority of the people of 
St. Lawrence County hold one view with re- 
gard to excise legislation; the people of 
New-York City hold anether. The law that 
would be desired by the people of St. Law- 
renec County and would be there enforced by 
the will and judgment of the people isa dif- 
ferent law from the one that is desired 
and can be enforced here, ‘ 

‘Now, I would let St. Lawrence County 
make and enforce her own laws with re- 
gard to liquor selling; I would let New-York 
and Brooklyn do the same. 

“If any county wafited free rum, I’d let 
that county have free rum, and thus let 
that county work out its own salvation. It 
would be better than the present absurdity 
of laws, which are a dead letter. 

‘By my plan of excise legislation, the en- 
tire subject would be taken out of politics.’ 


DR. GRUNHUT, THEY SAY, IS ALIVE. 


Children Contest His Will and Say 
He Has Been Spirited Away. 


Louis Grunhut and Mary Bullona, son and 
daughter of Dr. Bernhard Grunhut, who 
was supposed to have died in Brooklyn 
Aug, 22, have filed, in the Surrogate’s Court 
of Kings County, objections to the probate 
of their father’s will. They allege that 
Dr. Grunhut, whose will was offered yes- 
terday for probate, is not dead, 

Dr. Grunhut, his children say, was al- 
leged to have died in a Brooklyn hospital. 
No record of his death, they claim, can be 
found in any hospital, or in the Brooklyn 
Health Department. 

The will on which the. contest is to be 
made was offered for probate by Mrs. Jen- 
nie Grunhut, the alleged widow . of Dr. 
Grunhut. The contestants claim that she 
was not their father’s wife, that the will 
offered was not executed by him, and that 
he is not dead. 

Dr. Grunhut had an estate valued at $86,- 
000. The will is dated June 12, 1894. Among 
the bequests was one of $25,000 to the al- 
leged widow. Besides this, she is to get 
the house 162 and 164 Monroe Street, Brook- 
lyn. An annual income of $350 is to be set 
aside for Matilda Walters, a sister of Dr. 
Grunhut. The income o 2,500 is also 
set aside for another sister, Clara Hell- 
man. Ten thousand dollars is set apart for 
the benefit of Almira Ketcham, the mother 
of Dr. Grunhut’s alleged wife, $10,000 
is to be invested for the benefit of Claudie 
Klein, and a similar amount for the bene- 
fit of Irma Klein of Chicago. 

Bonnie Gardner gets $1,000, and the in- 
come of $25,000 is to go to any posthumous 
child born to his wife. Four-sevenths of the 
residuary estate is to be given to Mount 
Sinai Hospital, in New-York, and the re- 
maining three-sevenths is to go to the He- 
brew Benevolent and Orphan Asylum of 
New-York. 

Paul B®. and Matthew Stein of. 68 Bast 
Sixty-first Street, New-York, are the wit- 
nesses to the will,,and Abraham Stein and 
Gregory Ketcham, Dr. Grunhut’s alleged 
brothers-in-law, are the executors. 

The contestants, who were not mentioned 
in the will, allege that their father is not 
dead. They say that they do not know his 
whereabouts, and they also allege tliat he 
has $cth spirited away by those interested 
in having the will probated in order that 
they may get possession of the property. 

Surrogate Abbott will make inquiry into 
the facts of the case. 

Louis Grunhut, the son of Dr, Grunhut 
and one of the contestants, is a lawyer in 
this city. 


ASKED TO BE PUT OUT OF 


Jules Overbury, an Electrician, Hor- 
ribly Crushed by an Elevator. 


MISERY. 


Jules Overbury, twenty-three years old, of 
23 Burnett Street, East Orange, N. J., was 
probably fatally. crushed about the head 
shortly before 7 o’clock last night by an 
eleyator in the Edison Electric Building, 53 
to 59 Duane Street. 

Overbury, who is an electrician, was on 
the seventh floor of the building, where he 
had been testing electric appliances. No 
one was in charge of the elevator at that 
hour. 

Deciding*to descend to the lower part of 
the building. Overbury looked over the 
guardrail, down into the elevator shaft, to 
see where the elevator was. The car was 
just above him and descending. It struck 
him on the top of the head. 

He did not have time to get out of the 
way, but his head was forced against the 
neavy guardrail and was crushed beyond 
recognition. £ 

The guardrail bent under the strain, and 
the man was thrown backward on the floor. 

He remained in this position, still con- 
scious, until found at 6:50 o’clock by Will- 
iam Johnson, another employe of the build- 
ing. When Surgeon Ford arrived, Overbury 
was still conscious, but unable to speak, and 
it was only by signs that the details of the 
accident were learned. 

Overbury was taken to the new Mudson 
Street Hospital. When Surgeon Ford told 
him that he would probably die, he wrote, 
‘Good. Can’t you end it, doctor?” 


The Rev. Homer Wheaton Killed. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Nov. 12.—Homer 
Wheaton, a venerable resident of Dutchess 
County, was struck and killed at Millbrook 
this morning by the 10 o’clock train on the 
Newburg, Dutchess and Connecticut Rail- 
road. He was crossing the track to the 
Post Office, and, being deaf, did not hear the 
approaching train. 

Mr. Wheaton was ninety years old, and 
was born and passed yis life in this county. 
He had a beautful cOuntry place at Lith- 
gow, but passed his Winters in Millbrook. 

For several years he was rector of Christ 
Episcopal Church of Poughkeepsie. He re-, 


‘tired from the ministry in 1847, and an- 


nounced that he had become a convert to 
the Roman Catholic faith. He was received 
into that Church, and afterward lived quiet- 
ly, devoting himself to charity.. He had one 
son, Judge Charles Wheaton of this city, 
who died several years ago. 


Ex-Presidgnt McCosh’s Illness. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 12.—The condi- 
tion of ex-President McCosh is still quite 
critical. Prayers were offered for him this 
morning in Marquand Chapel. Dr. Wykoff, 
his physician, said to-day that, while no 
marked change in his condition has taken 
place during the last few days, the ex-Pres- 
ident seemed to be gradually sinking, and it 
was becoming evident that at best he could 
not last many months. On the other hand, 
Dr. Wykoff added, he may undergo a 
change for the worse at any time. His con- 
om wae very uncertain, is exceedingly 
eritical.

PORT ARTHUR'S RUMORED FALL 


THE STORY OF ITS OAPTURE 
COMES BY WAY OF OHINA. 


Said to Have Been Taken by the 
Japanese Yesterday Without Re- 
sistance—Carried by an Assault on 
the Land Side—The Forts Had Been 
Abandoned by the Chief Officers of 
the Chinese—No Acceptance Yet of 


President Cleveland’s Offer. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—A. dispatch from 
Shanghai to the Central News, under to- 
day’s date, says it is reported there that 
Port Arthur was taken by the Japanese 
yesterday, without resistance. The Jap- 
anese, after bombarding the place for a 
short time, made a land assault upon. the 
enemy’s works, when the Chinese surren- 
dered. The General in command and the 


‘other chief officers of the Chinese forces at 


Port Arthur had abandoned the forts on 
Nov. 6 and disappeared. 

A portion of the Chinese fleet is at Taku. 
Several European Ministers are preparing 
to leave Pekin. 

The correspondent of the Central News 
at Tokio gives the following additional de- 
tails of the capture of Talien-Wan by Gen. 
Oyama: ‘“ Six forts, placed in strong posi- 
tions on Talien-Wan Bay, mounting eighty 
guns of various sizes and patterns, together 
with all their stores of ammunition, were 
captured. The narrowest part of the land 
at Talien-Wan is seven miles wide. This 
strip of land was fitted with a network of 
telephones and other advanced systems of 
communication, and the place was protected 
by powerfully-arranged batteries and other 
defenses against a sea attack. Gen. Oyama, 
therefore, considered it advisable to make 
an unexpected attack from the rear, and 
in this he was completely successful. The 
demoralized enemy were routed in confu- 
sion and panic.” 

The Japanese Parliament has been sum- 
moned to meet at Tokio Dec. 22. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Official con- 
firmation of the capture of Kin-Chow and 
Talien-Wan by the Japanese troops was 
received at the legation this morning in a 
cable dispatch from Hiroshima, which reads 
as follows: 

‘** Marshal Oyama reports that the first 
division cf his army took Kin-Chow on Nov. 
6 and occupied the vicinity of Talien-Wan 
on Nov. 7. The enemy’s forces at Kin- 
Chow were 1,000 infantry and 100 cavalry. 
At Talien-Wan the Chinese infantry num- 
bered 3,180. The enemy at Talien-Wan fled 
toward Port Arthur. Our loss was only 
ten. The enemy’s loss was inconsiderable.” 

The two Americans who were arrested 
on board the steamer Sydney at Kobé have 
been released under a written guarantee 
that they would give no assistance to the 
enemy. They have also written a letter 
expressing thanks for the kind treatment 
they received while under arrest. The 
Chinaman who was arrested with the Amer- 
icans has been sent to Hiroshima. 

A dispatch from Tokio to the Central 
News says Count Ito Huobumi, the Japan- 
ese Prime Minister, reports that the Jap- 
anese at Talien-Wan have destroyed all the 
torpedoes laid by the enemy at that place 
and captured several ‘toppedo boats with 
their apparatus., The torpedo barracks at 
Talien-Wan were occupied by the Japanese 
without disturbing the mines. Important 
maps of the position and all the torpedoes 
laid were also seized. When the Japanese 
fleet with transports entered Talien-Wan 
Bay, it was rumored that a Chinese squad- 
ron had appeared outside, and a naval en- 
counter appeared imminent. Suddenly, how- 
ever, the Chinese, observing the Japanese 
fleet, steamed rapidly away toward Wei- 
Hai-Weli. 

A dispatch from Fusan, Corea, reports 
another rising of the Tong-Haks, in the 
province of Kyong Sang Do. The rebels 
were dispersed by Japanese troops, who 
killed six and captured twenty-nine. 

At a late hour this afternoon nothing offi- 
cial had been received at the State Depart- 
ment from either China or Japan. The 
Japanese Ministry, it is well known, is 
considering President Cleveland’s proposi- 
tion, but it is a matter of too great import 
to be settled hastily. The Emperor of 
Japan, whose headquarters are at Hiro- 
shima, wil! be consulted, and these various 
consultations require time. It is believed, 
however, that definite replies will be re- 
veived from both countries by Wednesday 
of this week. 

So far as China is concerned, it was not 
expected that her reply would be formally 
given until she had consulted Great Britain. 
That she is anxious to bring to a close a 
war so destructive to her interests is well 
known, and it is this that has led the Cleve- 
land Administration to believe that she will 
accept any honorable terms made by Japan. 
It was said to-day, however, by those who 
are in a position to reflect the views of the 
Chinese Minister, that China will not dare 
to determine the matter absolutely until 
after Great Britain shall have been heard 
from. And it is not believed that Great 
Britain will be willing that the United 
States alone shall gain the prestige which 
will naturally belong to this country from 
bringing the war to a close. Great Britain 
is more anxious than this country that hos- 
tilities should cease, but she wishes to have 
a voice in effecting this result. 

China, it is thought, will not, for this 
reason, offend Great Britain by rashly ac- 
cepting the proposition of the United States 
until she first learns the temper of the 
British mind. Another stumbling block 
will be the amount of the indemnity. ~ Japan 
will doubtless, hold out for $100,000,000, 
while China will regard not more than half 
that amount as the proper figure. Aside 
from the very nattral desire of China to 
reduce the indemnity as much as: possible, 
it will be a-matter of great embarrassment 
in her present impoverished condition. to 
raise so large a sum as that which Japan 
will exact. It can only be done by increas- 
ing her duty on foreign importations, which 
is now about 5 per cent., and which, in 
view of her treaty obligations, will not be 
easy. Great Britain, which is the largest 
exporter of manufactured products to 
China, would be the first to protest against 
this increase in customs duties, and this is 
another consideration which will cause 
China not to act precipitately, but to await 
Great Britain's pleasure. 


Mr. Bissell Still Quite Ill. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. — Postmaster 
General Bissell, who has been ill for the 
last ten days, is still unable todo any work, 
and probably will not go to the Post Office 
Department before Thursday. Mr. Bissell 
contracted a severe cold, which for some 
time. refused to yield to treatment, and 
finally affected one of his ears so that 
leeches had to be applied when other reme- 
dies failed to relieve his pain. - Mr. Bissell 
was able to take a short ride this morning, 
put on his return decided that it would be 
better for him to remain indoors for sev- 
eral days.

Shiloh Colored Baptists of Jamaica 
Roughly End Their Truce. 


JAMAICA, L. I., Nov. 12.—The trouble in 
Shiloh Colored Baptist Church was renewed 
at the evening service last night, and the 
factions had a free fight in the darkness. 

Missionary Roberts came here a short 
while ago as a mediator. He took sides 
against Pastor Tapley, and finally claimed 
the pastorate for himself. He was in the 
pulpit last evening when Tapley and his 
followers came in. Tapley called on Roberts 
to get out. His invitation was declined. 

Tapley knocked a hymn book from Mis- 
sionary Roberts’s hand, and his followers 
had started to pull Roberts from the pulpit 
when the lights were suddenly extinguished 
and the darkness was broken only by the 
moonlight, which streaked in through the 
small windows. 

Then there. was a lively struggle, but 
what happened no one seems to know, ow- 
ing to the darkness. Somehow, Tapley and 


his followers were singled out, and when 
the lights were again turned up, they were 
all on the outside of the building. The serv- 
ice was then finished in’ peace. 

This is by no means the end of the mat- 
ter, for Tapley has a oe En as a fight- 
er, and he says that he will regain the 
pastorate. The next encounter between the 
two claimants and their followers will be 
awaited with interest. 


SMOKE IN HERALD SQUARE THEATRE. 


A Small Fire in the Building Alarms 
a Few Spectators. 


A fire in the Herald Square Theatre 
Building, Thirty-fifth Street and Broadway, 
last night, caused a slight panic in the 
theatre. 

Except for the coolness displayed by Po- 
liceman Waters and Sergt. Sheehan there 
would probably have been a rush for the 
exits, in which many people would doubt- 
less have been injured. 

Smoke was seen about 8:55 o’clock com- 
ing through the grating underneath the 
café in the building. When the engines 
responded a stream was thrown on the 
flames, and they were quickly extinguished. 
The damage will not exceed $50. 

The fire was caused by an electric light 
wire coming in contact with a defective 
gaspipe.

A few excited persons started to leave the 
building, but they were soon induced by 
the policemen to return to their seats.

The Horse Show, which opened yesterday 
at the Madison Square Garden, is a success.

It is two years 
since Mrs. Tailer, then Miss Maud Loril- 
lard, attended the show. She wore a soft 
gown of black, the front ornamented with 
jets’ and a large, picturesque black hat, 
with plumes. ‘ 

Mrs. Frank Sprague was in the box with 
Mrs. Moore, wearing a black and white 
gown, with a white hat. 

Mrs. Arthur Herenden, who is in mourn- 
ing, carried a large bunch of violets. 

The afternoon gowns were without excep- 
tion street costumes, and varied from the 
most elaborate arrangements of lace, silk, 
and velyet to the simplest and most stylish 
of plain wool dresses. 

Miss Elizabeth Stokes, niece of Anson 
Phelps Stokes, wore with a dark bodice of 
fancy material a skirt of a dark brown 
shade plaided off into large squares with 
white. A pretty little toque of pink velvet 
hada jet crown over it, and tne rim was 
made up of black velvet ‘loops and bows, 
and jet rings were suspended from loops 
of velvet.on either side,of the knot of hair 
at the back. There was a touch of white 
lace at the neck of the gown. 

Miss Godfrey, Miss Stokes’s companion on 
the promenade, wore a gown of one of the 
new shades, something like a deep plum, 
with a cream lace yoke in the front, and 
collar and folds around the shoulder and 
waist of the brightest and lightest shades 
of green. , 

Miss Terrell and Miss Bertha Terrell 
dressed almost exactly alike in black, soft 
light blue at the neck, and deep collars of 
chinchilla, and hats with plumes and trim- 
mings to match the fur.

There was also seen the plain black cloth 
gown, as simple almost as the _princesse 
dress of a number of years ago. There was 
the gown with the blouse effect in the front, 
and gowns with steel buttons long distances 
apart that are new and _ look strange, , 

Miss Alice Nicholas looked very pretty, 
the pink at the neck of her gown matching 
the pink of her cheeks, and the piquant 
face of Miss Maud Livingston in the box 
just beside her, was set-off by a red stock 
collar, and big bows of velvet flared out 
gaily from her black hat.

They studied 
their afternoon programmes with interest, 
and staid until the end of the jumping.

THE SHOW IN THE RING. 


Something About the Animals That 
Took Part in the Competitions. 


The tenth annual Horse Show began 
promptly at 2 o’clock with the judging of 
the first class of harness horses, for which 
there were thirty entries, all but three of 
which were brought out to answer the call 
of Bugler Hayes. 

The lot filled. the ring well, but fort- 
unately there were no collisions of conse- 
quence, though some of the horses were 
made a bit skittish by the music, and man- 
aged to twist about in a manner that indi- 
cated possible upsets. But nothing of the 
kind occurred to mar the show of traps of 
every conceivable variety that can be 
drawn by a single horse. 

The most striking freak in the way of 
earriage architecture was a bright ver- 
milion box, uncouth in the extreme, though 
reputed to be very swell. It looked like a 
half section of a dry-goods box set on a 
pair of wheels, and drawn by ‘a neat little 
brown mare called Black Bessie, driven by 
a groom in faultless uniform, the whole 
outfit belonging to the New-York Coach 
Horse and Cob Company. . 


Gigs, tandem carts, pony carts, village 
traps, park traps, Tilburys, and a host of 
nondescript vehicles only to be known under 
the generic name of “ traps,’’ were shown, 
and there were two four-wheeled vehicles. 
To one of these, a basket village cart, Dr. 
W. Seward Webb showed his imported 
mare Her Majesty, and to another, a cross 
between a road wagon and a cart, John 
A. Logan, Jr., showed his mare Gaiety 
Girl. Neither was able to win any part 
of the prize. W. L. Elkins showed Lady 
Louise, and a groom drove Master Van 
Rensselaer King’s mare Tip Top to skele- 
ton rigs that were more like breaking-carts 
than anything else. 

The judges had a long and thankless task, 
as the work of deciding on the best of such 
a fine lot was a nard one. After an hour’s 
labor the lot was reduced to sixteen com- 
competitor, and of this batch six were 
selected for the struggle which would win 
the prize. The blue ribbon was finally 


pinned to the bridle of Caesar. a very 
shapely and level-headed bay gelding owned 
by Tiechenor & Bratton of Englewood, 
Il, and driven to a neat Kensington tra 

by Mr. Bratton, one of the owners. Josep 

Hi. Widener of Philadelphia, was a close 
competitor with his gelding Avondale, a 
showy bay with very high knee action, but 
a bit of nervousness told against him 
when it camé to the decision. Mr. Widener 
drove his horse to a gig, and managed to 
get mixed up in a couple of snarls, though 
no damage was done in either of them ex- 
cept to fret his animal a trifle. Mr. Wide- 
ner, got the second prize. The third went 
to E. M. Fulton, Jr., who drove his gray 
mare Lady Gay to a Kensington cart. The 
fourth prize went to John Arthur, who drove 
his horse Cock Robin, a brown gelding, to 
a spider phaeton. 

The awards seemed to be perfectly satis- 
factory to the few people present, as the giv- 
ing of the ribbons was applauded. 

There was little in the exhibition of the 
coaching stallions to arouse general in- 
terest, as the breed is one in which but 
few are interested. The general opinion 
was that the show, as a whole, was.a good 
one, and the awarding of the blue ribbon to 
Ludwig over the field of eleven met with 
general approval, as he showed good action, 
solid bone, clean legs, and good substance. 
The winner is owned by George Cockburn 
of Canada. The horse that was placed 
fourth, Gros. If,,. owned by Thompson & 
Bland of Crawfordsville, Ind., satisfied.most 
of the critics rather better than did the 
two placed ahead of him, Loyal and Burin, 
but he was a trifle too small to suit all the 
requirements of a sire for coaching animals. 

Following this came a splendid show of 
roadsters, thirteen of the fifteen entered 
competing for the prize of $100. As usual, 
Col. Lawrence Kip was represented by 
three horses, Mambrino Belle, My May, and 
Annuity, the latter shown to a road cart 
nd the other two to the customary Brew- 
ster road wagon. E. R. Bowne had his 
mare Nutshell in a four-wheeled breaking 
eart, which the judges thought was not a 
proper vehicle under the conditions, and 
he was ordered out of the ring and the 
competition. 

The lover of the road horse had his cup 
of happiness filled to overflowing while this 
class was in the ring, and lined the rail to 
watch the gracefully-moving animals, while 
he vented his spleen against the high-step- 
ping, showy, but never speedy hackney to 
his heart’s content. Meantime, he extolled 
the qualities of the trotting-bred horse, and 
pointed out the advantage of the clean, 
stealing action, as against the pounding 
movement of the hackney. 

The judges were Gen, G. S. Field of Buf- 
falo, Col. E. B. Parsons of Rochester, Carll 
S. Burr, Jr., of Commack, L. I., and Isaac 
E. Sheldon of this city. It was no easy task 
these had, but before’ they had completed 
their work any number of people were will- 
ing to bet that Col. Kip would keep up his 
unbroken record by winning the first prize. 
He did just that, winning this time with 
Mambrino Belle, by Blue Danube, out of 
Ann, by Hambletonian. Mambrino Belle 
was driven by Mr. Moser, who was for so 
long a time at Mr, Shults’s farm at Park- 
ville. Second prize went to Evangeline, one 
of the famous road team belonging to 
Charles M. Reed of Erie, Penn., driven by 
the professional driver, Bernard. The com- 
petition between this pair and Col. Kip’s 
bay mare My May, was very lively and 
close, the latter getting the third place. 
William M, V. Hoffman got the white rib- 
bon with his bay gelding, Harry H., a son 
of Favorite Wilkes, and a speedy and showy 
animal. 

The show of. thoroughbreds was a decid- 
edly commonplace one, the first prize being 
awarded to the imported horse King Galop 
over Devotee, the son of Alarm, owned by 
the Madison Stable of Mr, Kelly. 

In the Americo-Arab classes, the Rider 
and Driver prize for Stallions three years 
old or over went to Abdul Hamid II., exhib- 
ited by T. C. Patterson of Philadelphia, and 
that for the younger class to Dosoris, owned 
by_the Columbia Farm, .at Syosset, L. I. 

Only four saddle horses -were shown in 
that class between 14.1 hands and 15 hands 
up to carrying 200 pounds. In this class, 
George Green’s bay mare Badge won very 
easily, S. S. Howland’s Hazel, ridden by 
Capt. Adams, being placed second, and Mrs. 
Howland’s gray gelding Belmont getting 
the third award. The show was nothing 
phenomenal, as the horses were a heavy 
and not very lively lot. 

In Class 52, for pairs of carriage horses 
exceeding 15.2 hands shown to a four- 
wheeled vehicle, there was a remarkably 
fine display, the prize again going to 
oO. H. P. Belmont’s pair, urlingham and 
Rockingham, the pair that won last year 
in the same class. Mr. Belmont’s coach- 
man, M. Fitzpatrick, handled the lines 
over the beautiful bays, as he did last year. 

It was a practical walk-over for the span 
last year, but this time it was a harder 
task, for Charles Bates of the New-York 
Coach Horse and Cob Company had a pair 
of bays in Commander and Cardinal that 
were superb in action, in condition, and in 
appearance, and the margin between the 
two pairs was very narrow indeed. The 
same concern got the fourth prize with a 
handsome pair, Cadet and Contribute, who 
were but little behind the second-prize win- 
ners. Between the two the judges placed 
a pair driven by Joseph E. Widener of 
Philadelphia that has won the blue rib- 
bon at other shows. There were fifteen 
competitors for the prize, and when the lot 
were in the ring they made a showing that 
was a source of keen enjoyment to every 
lover of superb carriage horses. It was the 
aoe show in its class ever seen in the Gar- 

en. 

The first of the several four-in-hand 
classes to be judged was passed upon late 
in the afternoon. It was for teams four 
years old or over and between 14 and 15 
hands in height. Five of the six teams en- 
tered were shown, Pierre Lorillard, Jr.'s, 
team being the missing one. 

Under the handling of that expert reins- 
man, John Donnelly, Superintendent of the 
Woodlawn Park Farm, the prize was easily 
won with John Arthur’s handsome and 
showy team of very dark bay horses. They 
were harnessed to a drag that resembled 
a double-seated dogeart, and the fact that 
the horses were models of steadiness and 
grace in their movements ==, convinced 
one that they would eventually get the 
coveted blue ribbon, as they did. A. J. 
Cassatt of Philadelphia had a team of dark 
chestnuts harnessed to a body brake which 

ot the second prize. The leaders, who 
ooked like ponies, were a trifle flighty and 
skittish, and that told a bit egains them, 
as manners are considered in j the 


class. R, F, drove the cross- 
matched team entered ipwtfselt and Ma- 
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rion Story, to which third prize was 
awarded, 


These horses worked none too well togeth- 
er, and had they had a bit more practice to- 
gether before being brought into the ring 
they would probably. have landed the sec- 
ond prize. The New-York Coach Horse and 
Cab Company’s entry, driven by Charles F. 
Bates, made a good showing, but were hard- 
ly up to any of the teams placed ahead of 
them. J. ickman Brown showed a lot 
driven to a dos-a-dos cart, that was hardly 
up to the conditions of the competition, 
though the trap might have come under 
the designation of a “ drag.” 

A jumping contest for middleweight qual- 
ified hunters wound up the afternoon show. 
There were sixteen competitors, and the 
prize went to Countess, with Good Boy sec- 
ond, both belonging to the Monmouth Coun- 
ty Hunt, and both ridden by“ Jimmy 
Blute. Stanton Eliiott rode ' Kensington, 
perhaps the best jumper of the lot, so as to 
get third prize, while the fourth place 
fell to The rk, ridden by Sidney J. Smith 
of Staten Island, a very clever young rider, 
both after the hounds and in the ring. The 
exhibition was rather disappointing, a Tact 
which was doubtless due in great pa™ to 
the nervousness of the horses, resulting 
from the glare of the electric lights and the 
music of the band. 

Long before society began to put in an 
aprerenes for the evening, there was one 
of the prettiest displays of the show. This 
was a parade of the stallions in the thor- 
oughbred trotting hackney and_ coaching 
classes. This evening parece is always one 
of the best features of the show, and is a 
sight that well repays one for being early 
at the Garden. 

Twelve of the sixteen horses entered for 
the prize for ladies’ saddle horses, ladies to 
ride, appeared in the ring for the first com- 
petition. The horses and the ladies in the 
saddles were Ray, Mrs, W. E. Kotman,; 
Radiant, Miss Edna Earl, (the prize winner 
at last year’s show;) lLadas, Mrs. John 
Gerken; Edna Potts, Mrs. Wall; General, 
Miss L. B. Jackson; Acrobat, Miss Forbes; 
The Baron, Mrs. Rollin M, Squire; Puck, 
Miss Beach; Lady Jane, Miss M. Cahill; 
Sovereign, Miss Howard; Gipsey Queen, 
Miss Mabel Floss; Queen’s Taste, Mrs. 
Beach. f 

It took the judges something like an hour 
to select the winners, and there was a gen- 
eral evidence of satisfaction when_ the 
blue ribbon was given to Hugene D. Haw- 
kins’s handsome bay gelding, The Baron, 
a perfectly-mannered animal, ridden by 
Mrs, Rollin M. Squire. To Mitchell Har- 
rison’s bay Acrobat, Hidden. by Miss Forbes, 
went the red ribbon, the third prize went 
to Mrs, Kotman’s horse Ray, and the fourth 
to Mrs. John G. Moore’s chestnut Puck, 
ridden by Miss Beach. 

All but three of the ladies wore black or 
very dark costumes, there being one tan- 
colored habit, one of rich wine color, and 
one of drab. These were pronounced by the 
critics as being a little out of form for the 
show ring, though appropriate enough for 
the Park. It probably had its effect on the 
judges, for all of the winners wore the 
dark-colored habits. 

Twenty-three high steppers, most of them 
harnessed to Tilburys or the English bug- 
gies, as. the hooded Tilbury is called, ap- 
peared when the high-steppers were called 
to the ring. After the preliminary parade 
the contestants were cut down to sixteen 
in very quick crder, the judges sending 
seven of the competitors out on the ground 
that the horses hardly came up to the re- 
quirements of a high-stepper. 

There was a long examination then of the 
sixteen remaining, a parade singly in In- 
dian file and then in a general mélée, and 
out of it all came the decision that the 
best horse of the lot was the trappy geld- 
ing Sensation, owned by Frank . Beard 
and driven by J. H. Shults, Jr., of Brook- 
lyn, A most judicious award it was, for 
Sensation filled the requirements of the 
class to a dot. John A, Logan’s bay hack- 
ney, The Devil’s Deputy, driven by his 
owner, got the second prize, the third going 
to Joseph E. Widener’s Avondale, which 
had been placed second earlier in the day. 
Mr. Widener, of course, drove his horse, as 
he is an expert whip, but Avondale was 
not on his best behavior, J. Clinch Smith 
got the fourth prize with Greylight, a use- 
ful horse, which had served as a leader for 
one of the teams that drew the coach 
Comet from this city to the Westchester 
Country Club early in the season. 

The jumping exhibition, which wound up 
the night’s show, was a decidedly tedious 
affair, as only about one-half of the thirty- 
eight competing horses were able to jump 
at all. They refused the brush, bolted at 
the in-and-out, and five of them fell at the 
first jump, the brush fence, throwing their 
riders, but fortunately injuring none of 
them seriously. 

A dozen found the five-bar gate too much 
for them, and, altogether, the show was one 
of the worst ever seen in the Garden. But 
that was due to the fact that it was a class 
open to all horses whose owners happened 
to think they were jumpers. Bay Boy, rid- 
den by a riding master, made such a smash 
of things and collided with so many horses 
in his trip around the ring that horse and 
rider were ordered out of the ring. 

Jumping only counted _in this class. So 
Mrs. S. S. Howland’s Lady Bird, ridden 
by: R. English, got first prize, though 
G. A. Worth’s Kensington, ridden by W. 
Stanton Eliott, seemed the better jumper 
of the pair. Lady Bird’s fearless way of 
oing at the jumps decided things in her 
fevor, however. Merryfield got third place, 
and Punch landed in fourth, the latter pair 
having a couple of extra trials to decide 
between them.

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SCHABFER IS IN THE -LBAD 


THE “WIZARD” 32 POINTS AHEAD 
OF IVES, THE YOUNG EXPERT. 


Both Played Good, Strong Bil- 
‘liards and Iwes Led Up to the Last 
the 


Men 


Inning — Pretty Nursing . by 
Youthful Aspirant for Champion- 
ship Honors—Ives Had the Best 
Average and the Highest Run in 
the Opening Night’s Play. 


Jacob Schaefer, the hero of many a hard- 
fought contest on the billiard table, and the 
youthful rival for championship honors, 
Frank Ives, began their six noghts’ tourna- 
ment in Madison Square Garden Concert 
Hall last night. On even innings Ives led 
throughout, but Schaefer by one of those 
finishes for which he is peculiar managed 
toget the balls together in the seventeenth 
inning and score 129, finishing the night’s 
play 32 points ahead of his rival. * 

It was a hard-fought game throughout. 
Both men made several brilliant shots, but 
on the whole they confined their efforts to 
hard balk-line billiards. Ives’s work was 
by long odds the prettier, as he touched 
theivories tenderly and with rare grace, de- 
pending on position play more than his 
rival. The balls rolled badly for him, sev- 
eral times preventing what looked like suc- 
cessful runs, but he never lost heart or ap- 
peared to get disturbed, but kept pegging 
away with commendable gameness. 

With Schaefer, however, it was different. 
Whenever he found that the balls did not 
roll to suit him he would apparently lose 
his temper and make shots of the pyro- 
technic order, depending, in many instances, 
to luck for position. And he was lucky, too, 
as he got the balls together after banging 
them around the table in a most reckless 
manner, 

With the anchor shot barred, balk-line 
billiards is a hard game even for experts. 
Twice—once by Ives, on the upper rail, and 
once by Schaefer, on the side—the men got 
the perfect “ anchor,’’ and it seemed a pity 
to be compelled to break it, but the new 
rule called for.this after ten shots had been 
made. Ives had his “anchor” just in the 
place where Schaefer ran out the game 
when the two men last met in this city, 
and, after breaking, he was forced to smile. 

**Only for the new rule,” he said, “‘ Jake 
would be one of the spectators for the re- 
mainder of the night.’’ 

The attendance at last night’s game was 
not large, but all the dyed-in-the-wool bill- 
iard cranks were on hand. “ Billy ’’ Sexton 
sat alone, and watched the work with evi- 
dent interest. George Slosson was in a box, 
and explained the different points to Mrs. 
Slosson. Maurice Daly never removed his 
glasses during the game; ‘“ Tom” Gallagher 
watched Ives’s work with evident pleasure; 
William Spinks was very uneasy. until the 
seventeenth inning; J, Randolph Heiser got 
a few new shots for his pupils; Mrs. Iyes’s 
face brightened every time the smooth- 
faced expert made a good run; George Moul- 
ton made diagrams of some of the shots 
for future reference, and “Al” Smith was 
trying to. pidk-the winner. , PPE Vid 

One old gentieman in the assemblage at 
several stages appeared to get carried away 
with the work of the contestants. ‘ This is 
great,” he said in undertones to his friend. 
Later on, in a louder tone he remarked that 
it was wonderful, and before the game was 
over he was slapping his companion on the 
back, and shouting, *‘ Great Scott!”’ ‘‘ Cae- 
sar’s Ghost!” ‘‘ Did you ever see the beat 
of it!’’ unconscious of the fact that he 
wes affording amusement for nearly every- 
body in the hall. 

The present game will consist of 3,600 
points, 600 a night, for a stake of $5,000 
and the net gate receipts. “Both men have 
plenty of backers, but Ives appears to be a 
Slight favorite. 

Schaefer won the bank, and, after toying 
with the ivories for a few moments, se- 
lected the black ball. He opened the game 
by a miss, the ball going wide of its mark. 
Then the smooth-faced boy from the West 
took charge of the _ table. Gently he 
touched the ivories, but after making a 
dozen simple shots the balls began to roll 
awkwardly, and he was’ forced to give a 
pretty exhibition of open-table play to 
score. After making 27 he was forced to 
bank, and brought down the house by tally- 
ing a most difficult carrom. After making 
two more points, the three balls were al- 
most together in the centre of the table, 
making it necessary to execute a most dif- 
ficult massé. A ‘kiss from the first object 
ball lessened the speed of the cue ball, and 
it did not roll far enough to count. Then 
Schaefer began to score, and he rolled up 
a dozen, missing on a long massé. Ives 
responded with 8, and Schaefer missed on a 
single-cushion shot after making 8, leaving 
the balls in good shape for his opponent, 
but Ives could not get the ivories to work 
to his liking, and he was forced to make 
some brilliant shots. Finally, after rolling 
up 388, he failed, and the score was: Ives, 
76; Schaefer, 15. 

The balls were left very safely, and when 
Schaefer began his inning he shook his head 
knowingly. He decided to try a round-the- 
table shot and missed. Ives started off at 
a very rapid pace, and, after making 20 
points, got the ‘‘anchor’”’ on the upper rail. 
He -was obliged to break the balls after 
making ten shots, and then contented him- 
self by nursing them close to the upper rail, 
sending the first object ball out of balk 
whenever necessary to fill the requirements 
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of the game. After making 64 he fafled to 
count a long draw, an e score was 
140 to 15 in favor of Ives. 

It was in the fifth inning that Schaefer 
sent a thrill of joy to the hearts of his 
“friends present. Twice the old champton 

ad failed to count, and his work altogether 
was not of a character calculated to inspire 
one with confidence. But the “ Wizard” 
soon dispelled all fears: Ia a a 
the balls together and rolled off carrom 
after carrom as only Schaefer can. Fre- 
quently the balls got rolling badly, and in- 
stead of trying to get them together by 
gentle nursing he took big chances, send- 
ing the balls around the table in a most 
careless manner ap arently, but they man- 
aged to get bunched in a manner surprising 
and pleasing to the adherents of the vet- 
eran. The balls clicked merrily, and the 
marker was kept busy calling off the tallies. 
The forty-eighth shot was an around the 
table sharp-angle tally that evoked an 
outburst of applause. This brought the 
balls together in the corner, and Schaefer 
again started off to show that his arm has 
not lost its cunning. He soon reached 100, 
and as the marker announced this the play- 
er was given a hearty cheer.: After count- 
ing 106 he missed by a hair’s-breadth, and 
a series of ‘“‘Ohs!” went up from the as- 
semblage. 

Ives responded with 25, and Schaefer made 
runs of 20, 22, and 37, while Ives had three 
bad tInnings. At the end of the eighth in- 
ning the score was: Schaefer, 201; Ives, 170. 

For the first time since the game started 
Schaefer was in the lead, but the ehange in 
the state of affairs did not seem to dis- 
turb the smooth-faced player in the least. 
He chewed away.at his gum, made a few 
simple counts, and got the balls together 
just outside of the balk line. Then followed 
one of the ‘prettiest exhibitions of open- 
table play witnessed in a long while. After 
making 3 
object ball to the cushion and have it re- 
turn to such a position that it was neces- 
Sary only to touch the cue ball lightly to 
count. After making 64 the balis rolled 
badly, and he was forced to do some hard 
eushion work. On the seventy-eighth shot, 
however, he got them together again, and, 
as before, began to tally in a manner any- 
thing but pleasant to the backers of 
Schaefer. In a short time he had 100 to 
his credit, and, while the onlookers cheered, 
he continued to make points in a most rapid 
manner. As the marker called 150 the 
youthful player was again cheered. Final- 
ly, a draw from the cushion put an end 
to the run, after 153 had been secured This 
made the scores: Ives, 323; Schaefer, 201. 

Schaefer, by a series of fine draws and 
massés, rolled together 42 in the tenth in- 
ning and 108 in the following. In the latter 
the ‘* Wizard” showed some good all-round 
billiard playing, with that skill and daring 
for which he is famous. A simple draw 
from the cushion ended the run. 

Ives responded with80 and 26, but Schaefer 
was not idle. He tallied 7, 67, and 45, and 
by so doing kept within hailing distance. 
The score at the end of the sixteenth in- 
ning was 568 to 471 in favor of Ives. The 
latter had missed on a long draw, when it 
looked as’ though he would finish the first 
night’s play in the inning. This seemed to 
give Schaefer renewed courage, and he kept 
making tallies with the regularity of clock- 
work. Up and down the rail he sent the 
ivories, and appeared to have a charm over 
the balls. When he had scored 96 the fig- 
ures were even at 568, and every friend of 
the ‘“‘ Wizard” tested his lung power. 
Schaefer waited until the noise had sub- 
sided, and then renewed his good work. He 
made 125, then the balls broke badly, but 
he managed to gather them in two shots 
and finish the first night’s play with the 
balls in good position on the rail, near the 
lower cushion.

Carney lived with his father and @ mare 
ried brother at 205 Monroe Street. 

Philip Lilly, one of the men arrested, says 
that he helped to carry Carney into Fitz- 
gerald’s. He declared he does not know 
who the assailant was. He says, however, 
that when he asked Carney who hit him 
his answer was: 

“ A man who lives in the middle of the 
block. I know him and so do you. Ili get 
square, though.”’

Mr. Little’s Complete Report on Atchi- 
son Made Public. 


Stephen Little, the expert railroad ac- 
countant, bas submitted his completed re- 
port on the financial condition of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé system to the 
Reorganization Committee, and yesterday 
the report was issued in pamphlet form. 
It shows that the net earnings of the sys- 
tem (mot including the Atlantic and Pacific, 
the Colorado Midland, and the St. Louis 
end San Francisco) for the year ended June 
80, 1894, were $5,956,614. This result is 
reached after deducting taxes, rentals, the 
overstatements of revenue (rebates, &c.) 
reported by Mr. Little early in August, and 
also $305,050 for depreciation in equipment. 

From this $5,956,614 of net earnings must 
be taken $350,000, the amount of the Sonora 
Railway of Mexico subsidy, which is now at 
an end, and also the interest on prior liens. 
These deductions will leave $4,816,264 appli- 
eable to interest on $128,365,605 of 4 per 
cent. general mortgage bonds. The amount 
on hand, it will be seen, is sufficient to pay 
about 3.75 per cent. interest on the out- 
standing bonds. These figures are given on 
the supposition that the present floating 
debt of the company will be provided for 
and not constitute a charge against future 
revenue. If the operating loss on the St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Colorado Railroad 
and the sum allowed for the contributions 
made by the Atchison Company under the 
tripartite agreement between it and the 
Atlantic and Pacific and St. Louis and San 
Francisco were restored to Atchison earn- 
ings, they would equal 4.09 on the general 
mdOrtgage bonds. 

Mr. Little remarks that, while it may 
be said that substantially the interest on 
the 4 per cent. general mortgage gold 
bonds has been earned from the Atchison 
system, every person conversant with the 
facts knows that these earnings depend to 
some extent upon the maintenance of the 
integrity of the entire system, including 
its auxiliaries, the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad, the Colorado Midland, and the 
St. Louis and San Francisco. The revenue 
statements of these auxiliary companies 
for the year ending June 30, 1894, will show 
the severe drain upon the Atchison system 


that a continuance of their present fixed 
charges would involve. For the year the 
total less on Atlantic and Pacific was 
$1,360, 00%, one-half chargeable to Atchison; 
the loss on Colorado Midland was $047,754, 
and the loss on St. Louis and San Francisco 
Was $59,662, a}l chargeable against Atchi- 
son. On the results of the adjustment that 
may be reacned with these companies, if 
they are kept in the system, will depend the 
real surplus available for payment of inter- 
est on Atchissn general fours. . 

The net fioating debt of the Atchison 
Consolidated ‘System, not including the in- 
debtedness of one company to another in 
the system nor the overdue and accrued in- 
terest on the funded debt, is $¥,149,588. 
The net floating debt of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad is $589,505, of the Colorado 
Midland $183,N58, and of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco $487,752. The gross 
unfunded debt of the entire Atchison sys- 
tem is $15,106,281, the gross olfsets $4,6¥6,- 
179, and the sotal net unfunded debt is 
$10,410,202. It is further shown by Mr. 
Little that the indebtedness on April 30, 
1894, of the Atlaatic and» Pacific was 
$5,889,535 to Atchison and $6,894,200 to St. 
Louis and San Francisco. The indebtedness 
pf the St. Louis and San Francisco to Atchi- 
son was $1,661,269, and that of the Colo- 
rado Midland was $1,595,916. ‘‘ These claims, 
aggregating $16,049,919," says Mr. Little, 
“are apparently worthless, and should, éin 
my judgment, be written to the debit of 
profit and loss.” 7

BRIDGEPORT, Nov. 12.—The freighting 
business on the Consolidated Road was 
never known to be heavier, and everything 
that can draw a car is pressed into serv- 
ice; The great difficulty is to get enough 
freight engines to haul the trains, and 
oftentimes heavy passenger engines are 
pressed into service.

—The Gettysburg Electric Railway Company 
yesterday in Philadelphia took an appeal to the 
United States Circuit Court from the recent 
award, by a jury of seven, compensating the 
company to the extent of $30,000 for the taking 
of land by the Government to preserve the bat- 
tlefield. The railway company claims that the 
award is inadequate, and it asks that a jury of 
twelve pass upon the matter in court.

CLERK FRANKEN ACQUITTED 


A VERDIOT FOR THE DEFENSE 
IN THE PASKOLA OASE, 


Vhe Result Reached Only After Two 
Debate—It Means 
that an Ohio Jury Has Decided 
that a Sale of Paskola Is Not a 
the 
Adulterations of Food—The Last 


or Three Hours’ 


Violation of Laws Against 


Day's Proceedings, 


CINCINNATI,, Ohio, Nov. 12.—The Pas- 
kola case has come to an end. The defend- 
ant has been acquitted. lt was not until 
this evening that this result was reached. 
Late this afternoon the case was sent to 
the jury. According to current talk the 
first ballot stood 6 to 6, but after two or 
three hours’ debate the jurymen reached an 
agreement and a verdict. 

The ndmina)] meaning of this is that Mil. 
ton Franken, drug clerk, is not guilty. Act- 
ually it means that an Ohio jury has de- 
cided that a sale of Paskola is not a viola- 
tion of the laws against adulterations of 
food. 

As soon as court opened to-day Prof. 
Dickere was put on the stand to testify 
about the experiments made in court on Sat- 
urday. The six bottles used in these tests 
were shown to the jury, the witness ex- 
plaining the methods followed, and stating 
that the results in the vessels in which Pas- 
kola was used gave evidence of the pres- 
ence of digestive ferments. The tests with 
albumen started at from 8 to 3:15 P.. M. 
and lasted until 8 P. M. Those with boiled 
pork lasted from £ to 8 P. M. Pas- 
kola, the witness said, differed from glu- 


cose, as it had a digestive ferment which 
glucose had not. 

Cross-examined, Prof. Dickers said that 
in his private tests with raw meat he ob- 
tained results in one and a half to two 
hours, according to his recollection. A 
temperature of 105° throughout the hu- 
man body would be injurious, but the 
stomach could stand it-for a time. In the 
tests in court, the temperature of the water 
bath was once as high as 117°. On his 
redirect examination, he said that the 
river water, which was used in these tests, 
was likely to contain impurities which 
would delay the action of the ferment. 

Then the prosecution had its turn at in- 
troducing witnesses. Assistant Food and 
Dairy Commissioner Luebbing testified that 
he was in Prof. Fennel’s laboratory on the 
morning when Prof. Schmidt, who after- 


ward appeared as a witness for the defense, 
was there.

Dr. McNeal, the Food Commissioner, first 
called his attention to Paskola in July or 
August, Mr. Luebbing said, but this evi- 
dence was objected to and ruled out. On 
cross-examination, the witness said Prof. 
Schmidt made only a polarization test at 
Prof. Fennel’s laboratory. 

Charles Renthrop, Mr. Luebbing’s deputy, 
was ready to testify in support of his 
chief’s statements, and it was admitted that 
his evidence would be corroborative. Prof. 
Fennel also corroborated Mr. Luebbing’s 
testimony as to what Prof. Schmidt had 
said. He denied that he told Prof. 
Schmidt he had faiied to find vetig2nous 
matter. 

For the next half hour Prof. Fennel re- 
mained on the stand, but most of the time 
was taken up by debates by the lawyers 
over the admissibility of various bits of 
evidence, A question as to the difference 
of his views from those of Mr. Russell on 
the manufacture of glucose was ruled out. 
So was a query whether a digestive ferment 
could be isolated. 

Ex-Judge Dye argued that he wanted to 
show that bromelin could be isolated and 
Was on the market, but an objection by the 
defense was sustained. Then Prof. Fennel 
said that there was no bromelin in Paskola. 
The United States Dispensatory, he added, 
gave the results of investigations by Prof. 
Chittenden, and said that bromelin could 
not act in an acid solution. After a legal 
tilt, the extract from the Dispensatory was 
read, both sides finally appearing willing 
to get it before the jury. 

When Prof. Fennel was questioned about 
the tests made in court Saturday, hesaid that 
to the albumen experiment five hours and 
ten minutes were given, which he regarded 
as double the time asked, and to the pork 
test three hours and ten minutes. It made 
no difference, in his opinion, whether river 
water or distilled water was placed in the 
bottles, but he wanted to have distilled 
water used. He regarded the temperature 
reached in the experiments as too high. 

A temperature of 105° in the stomach was 
considered as exactly at the danger line. If 
it continued for some time, human life 
could not exist. Inside the bottles the tem- 
perature ran as high as 112°, Sometimes it 
was as low as 102° outside, but most of the 
time it was 106, running up to 110 and 112 
occasionally. 

The jury twirled its thumbs while counsel 
were submitting the special charges. The 
State offered the following instructions, but 
on objection by the defense, the court ruled 
them out. 

“If you are convinced from the test made 
here on Saturday that the bottle or package 
from which the test was made contained di- 
gestive ferments, then and in that case you 
must find by the evidence that the bottle 
on which the arrest was made and the war- 
rant was sworn out also contained the 
same digestive ferments before you can ap- 
ply the evidence of the test to this case. 

“I further charge you that, if you are 
not satisfied by the evidence that the bot- 
tle, or package, from which the State ob- 
tained the sample on which this prosecution 
is based, contained the same amount of di- 
gestive ferments as was contained in the 
bottle from which the tests were made, 
you must take into consideration the same 
in making up your verdict. 

‘“‘If you find from the evidence that the 
company which made, or prepared, the bottle 
on which this prosecution is based in- 
structed its agent who attends to the prep- 
aration of the same to put the same 
amount of ferment into each bottle, and he 
neglected, or failed, to put it in this bottle, 
still that would be no defense for the de- 
fendant in this case. 

“It will not be sufficient if you find that 
some other bottles of the substance called 
Paskola contained digestive ferments, but 
you must find from the evidence that the 
bottle on which this arrest was made con- 
tained a ferment.” 

These charges, handed up by the defense, 
were accepted by the court: 

“Tf you find that Paskola is a different 
article from glucose, and in this case the 
defendant in fact sold Paskola, you will 
acquit the defendant, although you find one 
of the ingredients of Paskola is glucose. 
If you find that what the defendant sold 
under the name of Paskola contained in 
addition to glucose some one or more sub- 
stances other than glucose, you willeacquit 


m. 

“Tf you find what the defendant sold as 
Paskola will produce in the human body 
when eaten, or taken, effects or results 
on the system different from what gpnenes 
alone would produce, you will acquit him. 

* Adulteration, as commonly understood, 
means the addition of one or more sub- 
stances to an article of food, whereby. the 
purity of the article is affected or destroyed. 
This, however, is not the charge in this 
case. The defendant is charged with sell- 
ing an article of food under the name of 
another article. 

‘Hence, if you find of Paskola that com- 
mercial glucose is one of its component 
parts, to which has been added digestive 
ferments, and the small percentage of the 
material acid of the gastric juice of the 
stomach, to wit, hydrochloric acid, pro- 
duces effects upon articles of food, such as 
pork, eggs, &c., digesting the same in a 
manner like that in which food is digested 
and taken into the stomach, I charge you 
that, such being the case, it is not adulera- 
tion.”’ 

Herbert Dye opened the argument for the 
prosecution. He declared that there was 
nitrogenous matter in glucose, that the 
evidence had proved that sulphurous acid 
was a violent irritant of the stomach, and 
that the presence of two-tenths of 1 per 
cent. of hydrochloric acid was not sufficient 
to ange the character of the compound 
materially. Moreover, he said, 90 per cent. 
of the commercial glucose on the market 
had traces of acid. 

Mr. Dye argued that the tests made before 
the jury should have been made with the 
contents of the bottle which was bought 
from Franken, the defendant in the case, 
and that the results of the tests, anyway,

MAY BEGIN TO COUNT THE VOTE TO-DAY 


Errors in Police Election Figures Dis- 
cvvered in Two Assembly Districts. 


The Board of Aldermen will meet this 
morning at 11 o’clock to transact some 
routine business,- and at noon it will be 
sworn in as a Board of County Canvassers 
by County Clerk Purroy. 

The board will then organize for the 
purpose of canvassing the votes cast at 
the recent election, and may begin work 
at once. The Republican clubs and the 
various reform organizations will have their 
representatives present as watchers to see 
that the count is accurate. Assemblyman- 
elect Alfred R. Conkling will represent the 
Republicans and some of the Good Govy- 
ernment Clubs. 

There is promise of an interesting session, 
because the figures on some of the candi- 
dates are very close, and there is evidence 
that some of the returns heretofore made 
public by the police were incorrect. 

In two Assembly districts, at least, it is 
said that some of the figures heretofore 
announced are incorrect. One of these 
is the Thirteenth Assembly District, where 
E. Holbrook Cushman was the Republican 
candidate and Frank J. Goodwin the Dem- 
ocratic nominee. There has been doubt over 
the result in this district ever since the 
election. Figures were missing from one 
election district. The returmis were com- 
piled at Police Headquarters yesterday, and 
the statement was made that “ the missing 
district had been heard from.” 

This election district, according to the 
police returns, was the Thirty-sixth, and 
the figures given out yesterday were: Good- 
win, 196; Cushman, 50. Without this dis- 
trict, according to the police figures, Cush- 
man had a majority of 49. The bulletin 
given out by the police as final was: Good- 
win, 4,060; Cushman, 8,963; Goodwin’s plu- 
rality, 97. 

In the Thirteenth Assembly District Po- 
lice Commissioner Sheehan is the Tammany 


leader. Fred S. Gibbs is the Republican 
leader. Mr. Gibbs said last night that, not- 
withstanding the announcement from Po- 
lice Headquarters, the Republicans claimed 
that Cushman had a plurality. 

‘There has been no doubt at all,”’ said 
Mr. Gibbs, ‘except among those who re- 
lied on the returns from Police Headquar- 
ters. The Good Government Club watchers 
secured complete returns from every elec- 
tion district. The Thirty-sixth Election 
District, which was. missing at Police 
Headquarters, was not missing from the 
returns we had. There was an error in the 
police returns as published from the Twen- 
ty-sixth Election District. The vote for Good- 
win from that district has been given as213; 
our returns show that he received only 113. 
Cushman’s plurality in the entire Assembly 
district was 28.’’ 

An error occurred in the returns of the 
vote for Assemblyman in the Ninth Assem- 
bly District, where the police figures gave a 
tie between John F. McDermott, the Tam- 
many candidate for the Assembly, and 
William C. Baxter, the Republican candi- 
date. The returns were canvassed at the 
Bureau of Elections yesterday afternoon. 

The result shows that the police figures 
were wrong and that MeDermott has been 
elected by 100 plurality. Following is the 
vote on all candidates in the district: Mc- 
Dermott, (Dem.,) 5,031; Baxter, (Rep.) 4,931;

The contest for the Speakership of the 
next Assembly is being reduced to close 
quarters. . While there are seven nominal 
candidates in the fleld, as a matter of fact 
the names of not more than three will be 
presented to the Republican caucus, which 
will meet on Tuesday evening, Jan. 1, 1895. 

The most active candidates are George R. 
Malby, Speaker of the present House; Ham- 
ilton Fish of Garrison, Danforth E. Ains- 
worth of Sandy Creek, and James M. E. 
O’Grady of Rochester. 

O’Grady is the recognized stalking horse 
for Mr. Fish, and Mr. Ainsworth for Mr. 
Malby. 

Hamilton Fish yesterday repudiated a 
number of stories that had been put in cir- 
culation anent his relations with Thomas 
C. Platt. This is what he said to a reporter 
for The New-York Times: 

“ There are no factions in the Republican 
Party to-day. I think that was demon- 
strated sufficiently last Tuesday. Even if 
there had been before, I would not be a 
candidate for the Speakership of a faction. 
My relations with Senator Platt are alto- 
gether of a friendly character, and I am 
entirely satisfied with his position on the 
Speakership question, for he has informed 
Mr. Malby, Mr. Ainsworth, and myself that 
neither he nor the State organization will 
take any part in the contest. He is also 
saying to his friends that they are at lib- 
erty to support any one of the candidates. 

**T believe that Col. Archie:Baxter of El- 
mira will be the next Clerk of the Assem- 
bly, and I regard it as an admirable selec- 
tion. The attempt to connect his name 
with that of any of the candidates for 
Speaker is repudiated by him. So far the 
fight for the Speakership is on plain lines, 
conducted by the candidates themselves, 
without interference or connivance of Mr. 
Platt or the State organization.” 

Speaker Malby’s eadquarters in the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel were crowded yester- 
day with patriots who wished to obtain 
from him an expression of opinion as to 
what they could expect if they supported 
him and he were elected Speaker. The hotel 
overflowed with Malby sentiment. But the 
Fish men were confident that the Putnam 
Courty candidate would win provided Mr. 
Platt and the other Republican bosses kept 
their hands off. 

Much was supposed to depend upon Gov- 
ernor-elect Levi P. Morton, who up to the 
present time has refused to be identified in 
any way with the Speakership contest. 

Between Messrs. Platt, Morton, Malby, 
and Fish the best of understanding exists, 
according to the Republican politicians, in 
effect, that the different candidates will be 
permitted to make, the fight in their own 
way. 

A caucus of the Republican Assembly- 
men-elect of Kings County was held at the 
Union League Club, in Brooklyn, last 
night. It was in the nature of an informal 
conference to discuss the Speakership and 
Kings County patronage. 

The Brooklyn Republican Assemblymen- 
elect are William H. Friday, Thomas H. 
Wagstaff, Jr., John H. Read, Edward M. 
Clarkson, Thomas H. Rockwell, Frank F. 
Schulz, John H. Campbell, Harry Schulz, 
Arthur J. Audett, Henry E. Abell, Albert A. 
Wray, James Scanlan, and Julius L. Wie- 
man. All except three were present when 
the secret session began, at 8 o'clock, in 
Room 22 of the clubhouse. 

After the meeting was over, at 11 o’clock, 
William H. Friday, who acted as Chairman, 
said: . 

‘Various matters of interest were dis- 
cussed, principally the Speakership. We 
found that’ we stood as follows on the 
Speakership: For Malby, 6; for Fish, 2; 
for O’Grady, 1; for Ainsworth, 1. 

“We also decided to recommend to Mayor 
Schieren that he appoint more Republicans 
to office than he has done in the past. We 
adjourned, subject to the call of the Chair, 
and it is likely that we will meet again 
next Monday night. I cannot say whether 
the Kings County Republican Assembly- 
men will vote as a unit for Speaker or 
not.”’ 

The James G. Blaine Social Club of the 
Eleventh Assembly District of this city 
has made arrangements for a series of 
meetings, to be addressed by the various 
candidates for the Speakership of the next 
Assembly. 

All @f the Republican Assemblymen-elect 
will be invited to attend, as the meetings 
will not be in the interest of any candi- 
date, 

The first meeting will be held on Thurs- 
day evening, when Speaker Malby will ad- 
dress the club. The meeting will be at the 
corner of Twenty-fifth Street and Sixth 
Avenue. 

Hamilton Fish, Mr. Ainsworth, and the 
other candidates will follow at later meet- 
ings during the next few weeks.

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THE MGWBRAYS SEEM LAW-PROOF. 


Doubts that the Anarchists Are Lia- 
ble to Deportation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The case of 
Charles Wilfred Mowbray, the English An- 
archist, who arrived in New-York from 
England last Saturday under an assumed 
name, is likely to be brought to the at- 
tention of the Treasury officers, although 
up to the present time no effort has been 
made to trouble Mowbray. Superintendent 
Byrnes last Summer manifested some in- 
terest in the Anarchist, and he departed for 
England without giving his friends an 
opportunity to bid him good-bye. The im- 
migration authorities assumed that he had 
gone for good and apparently dismissed 
him from their minds. Now he is back 
again, with his courage screwed up to the 
sticking point, and the question is being 
asked whether he will be permitted to re- 
main, . 


Superintendent of Immigration Stump 
said to-day that the matter had not been 
brought to his attention, but he was in- 
clined’ to believe that there was no law 


by which either Mowbray or his son, the 
latter a deserter from the British Army, 
could be deprived of his liberty. De- 
sertion is not included among the extradita- 
ble offenses in the extradition treaty be- 
tween the two countries. If the bill in- 
troduced in the Senate last Spring by Mr. 
Hill had become a law, this country would 
not afford a refuge to Mowbray and his son. 
They would be subject to arrest the mo- 
ment they set foot on the steamship dock, 
and would be deported without loss of time. 
It is likely that in the coming short ses- 
sion of Congress an effort will be made to 
make the bill a law. 

Col. Stump has received lately copies of 
the Italian and French enactments against 
Anarchists, and is having them trans- 
lated, with a view to placing their pro- 
visions before the House and Senate Com- 
mittees on Immigration. While in Italy 
Col. Stump was assured by Signor Crispi, 
the Italian Minister of oreign Affairs, 
that his Government had struck a heavy 
blow at Auarchists, and that the breed un- 
doubtedly would be largely decreased, so 
far as Italy was concerned, by the stringent 
measures enacted against them. Col. Stump 
is of the opinion that it would be well for 
Congress to take a similar step. It is 
believed here that Mowbray will soon, 
through his utterances, make himself Hable 
to arrest by the police of New-York.

ERIE CANAL IMPROVEMENT. 


Work to be Begun Between 


Albany and West Troy. 


ALBANY, Nov. 12.—The last Legislature 
appropriated $100,000 with which to begin 
the work of improving the Erie Canal by 
securing a standard depth of 9 feet, except 
over aqueducts and other structures, where 
the depth is to be 8 feet. It was left dis- 


cretionary with the State Engineer and 
Surveyor and Superintendent of Public 
Works where the work should be begun, 
but it was made mandatory to begin the 
eee before the opening of naviga- 
ion, 

These State officers have consulted in the 
matter, and, as a result, the State Engineer 
and Surveyor has prepared plans for im- 

roving the first six miles of the Erie Canal 

rom the Hudson River, at Albany, to 
West Troy. It is expected that the con- 
tracts will be let so that the work may be 
begun by the middle of December. The 
canal has been in a wretched condition 
between this city and West Troy for years, 
and this improvement will be of great 
value to the lumber merchants here, who 
have experienced great difficulty in getting 
eae into their slips in the itumber 
strict.

-THE BODY OF THE DEAD OZAR ON 
THE WAY TO ST. PETERSBURG. 


City Heavily 
Draped to Receive the Remains of 
Alexander Ill.—Route of the Fu- 


neral Procession Which Is to Take 


Russia’s Principal 


Place To-day—Short Services to be 
Held at Three Churches Before 
Reaching the Cathedral. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 12.--Although 
the Czar’s funeral is a week off, the hotels 
are crowded, and strangers are coming to 
the city by scores with every train. Nearly 
a thousand wreaths and crosses have been 
received from Princes and members of their 
Courts, and fully a thousand more are ex- 
pected to arrive with the body. The work 
of draping the city is being pushed rapidly 
to completion. As all the decorations are 
made under the management of the police, 
they are inartistic and monotonous. 

Owing to the large quantity of floating ice 
in the Neva, the Troitski pontoon bridge 
has been removed. This has necessitated a 
change of the route of the procession to- 
morrow. The body will arrive at the Nicho- 
las Station, where a short service will be 
held. The column will then traverse the 
Nevskoi Prospekt to St. Isaac’s Cathedral, 
where it will stop for a short time while 
the clergy say prayers and blessings, as in 
Moscow. From St. Isaac’s it will proceed 
through Senate. Place, along the English 
Quay, across the Nicholas stone bridge, 
along the University Quay, past the Bourse, 
over the Mitinski Bridge, through the Zoo- 
logical Garden Street, along the Alexander 
Prospekt, and over the Novo Kronversky 
Bridge, entering the fortress by Peter the 
Great’s gate. 

An arch of the Mitinski Bridge was found 
a few days ago to be unsafe, and work- 
men are busy strengthening it. Besides 
stopping at St. Isaac’s, the procession will 
make halts at the Church of the Apparition 
of the Holy Virgin and the Cathedral of 
Our Lady of Kazan, modeled after St. 
Peter’s in Rome. Both are on _ the 
Nevskoi Prospekt. Before them will be 
repeated the exposure of holy pictures 
and images andj; the blessings and 
prayers. During thé procession mass will 
be said in the fortress cathedral, minute 
guns will be fired, and bells will be tolled. 

A‘though most of the decorations are far 
from unique and impressive, a few have 
been made with care and taste. At inter- 
vals on the Nevskoi Prospekt forty-foot pil- 
lars have been set. On top of each stands 
an urn in which incense will be burned. 
The hundred pillars of the immense bazaar 
on the Nevskoi Prospekt have been wound 
in black and white, and the columns of the 
Bourse have similar decorations. Work- 
ingmen are busy throughout the districts 
along the route, and will continue to drape 
buildings and monuments until daybreak 
to-morrow. 

In the cathedral, where the: body is to He, 
everything was complete this morning, and, 
by the courtesy of the officials, the United 
Press correspondent was admitted this aft- 
ernoon. The catafalque occupies most of 
the central portion, marked by four enor- 
mous pillars. Above, and supported by the 
pillars, is a lofty canopy surmounted with 
a golden reproduction of the imperial crown, 


bearing aloft a high gold cross. Between 
the crown and each pillar hangs a wide 
band of brocaded silver cloth, lined with 
ermine. The dais has three steps, covered 
with magenta velvet, on which glitter 
hundreds of golden eagles. The windows 
are draped so heavily as to let in only a 
subdued light. 

Alexander III.’s Russian orders will be 
placed on cushions at the head of the cata- 
falque; his foreign orders on cushions at the 
foot. 

The grave or tomb opens through the 
pavement on the left side of the’cathedral. 
It is next to his mother’s, just beyond 
which is his father’s tomb. The sides of 
the open grave have been lined with metal. 

M. de Giers, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
sent on Saturday this circular to Kussian 
Ministers and Ambassadors abroad: 

Our illustrious sovereign, upon assuming the 
supreme power conferred upon him by the in- 
scrutable decrees of Providence, is firmly resolved 
to take to himself in all details the exalted task 
which his beloved father of tmperishable mem- 
ory undertook. His Majesty will devote all his 
strength to the development of the internal 
welfare of Russia. He will deviate in no way 
from the completely pacific, loyal, and firm 
policy which has contributed so greatly to the 
general tranquillity of the world. Russia will 
remain faithful to her traditions and will en- 
deavor to maintain friendly relations with all 
powers, recognizing as hitherto in the respect 
for right, law, and order the best guarantee of 
the safety. of the nations. 

At the opening of the glorious reign, which 
now belongs to history the ruler’s goal was 
simply the ideal of a strong and happy Russia, 
having proper regard for her own good, but 
at the same tinre without intending to injure 
anybody. To-day, at the beginning of a new 
reign, we avow the same principles with equal 
sincerity. We implore the Lord's blessing, that 
these principles may be executed without modi- 
fication for many years and may produce in- 
variably the expected blessings. 


The circular ends with the request that 
its text be laid before the Government to 
which the recipient is accredited. 

MOSCOW, Nov: 12.—The body of Czar 
Alexander III. was taken from the Kremlin 


at 10:20 A. M. to-day and conveyed to the ; 


railway station en route for St. Petersburg. 
The procession from the Cathedral of the 
Archangel Michael to the station was much 
the same as that on the occasion of the ar- 
rival of the body and its conveyance to the 
cathedral. The streets were lined with peo- 
ple and troops, and the same mourning 
decorations were displayed. A special serv- 
ice was held at the station prior to the de- 
parture of the funeral train. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—The Duke of York 
started this evening for St. Petersburg. 
He is accompanied by Lord Carrington, the 
Queen’s delegate, who has charge of the 
huge wreath sent by her Majesty. The 
Duke of Connaught has postponed his de- 
parture. 

PARIS, Nov. 12—The wreath which 
President Casimir-Perier has sent to St. 
Petersburg to be placed upon the bier of 
the late Czar is of silver 6 feet high and 
4% feet wide.

A number of arrests 
have been made in connection with the frauds, 
and an inquiry has been ordered. 

Rome, Nov. 12.—The Vatican ts satisfied with 
the results of the conference of the Patriarchs, 
and the Pope has authorized them to maintain a 
resident Bishop in Rome to assist in the plans 
for the development of the Catholic clergy in the 
Orient and prepare for a union of the churches. 

Rome, Nov. 12.—An inquiry has been ordered 
into the recent supposed Anarchist attempt to 
blow up the Pampula Fort, in Piedmont, on 
which occasion a Lieutenant in command of pick- 
ets was wounded. Several workmen at the fort 
have been arrested. 

Paris, Nov. 12.—The Government has decided

Eruption of the Colima Volcano. 

GUADALAJARA, Mexico, Nov. 12.—The 
volcano of Colima is still in a state of act- 
ive eruption, and the people of that section 
are terror-stricken. The crops at the base 
of the mountain have been destroyed by 


lava. The flames ascend to a great height, 
and the scene is a grand one, particularly 
at night, and is plainly visible for a dis- 
tance of 200 miles. It is believed that this 
eruption is connected in some way with the 
earthquakes recently felt throughout South- 
ern Mexico.

This is a valuable and, in its completeness, 
a@ most rare work, in this country. Mr. 
Potter’s gift is, it is said, the last complete 
set of these debates offered or likely to 
be offered for sale.

The exceptional mortality from diph- 
theria in Boston and Philadelphia during 
the last few weeks ought to stimulate 
the exertions of those whose purpose it 
is to establish plants for the production 
of the diphtheria serum or antitoxine in 
those cities. The Health Department of 
Chicago has already taken measures to 
produce a supply in that city. There 
should be no delay in New-York, or in 
other large cities of the East. The nec- 
essary expenditure is a very small mat- 
ter in comparison with what can be ac- 
complished by the use of this remedy. 
The value of the antitoxine has been 
clearly shown by the experience of Eu- 
ropean hospitals.

An interesting series of forthcoming 
trials at Sandy Hook will be that of 
smokeless powder in heavy guns. Natu- 
rally, the procuring and testing of such 
powder for small arms has hitherto de- 
manded the first attention of the Ord- 
nance Department, as the Krag-Jorgen- 
sen rifle is regularly adopted and has 
been issued for practice. But with that 
problem for the present solved, there is 
leisure for attention to these powders in 
the ordnance of the seacoast forts, and 
also in field batteries. Our country has 
moved rather slowly in this matter, but 
there was perhaps mot the actual need 
of haste that other nations felt, and also 
it was deemed wise to wait for American 
ingenuity to furnish suitable powders, 
instead of depending finally on foreign 
products. Under the present arrange- 
ments, we believe, trials will be made of 
powde.'s from five different sources, and 
there is little doubt that, as the heavy 
guns come forward and are gradually 
mounted, they will find good smokeless 
powders ready for use in them. 

—_—_——— 
BEGINNING EARLY. 

The Legislature of this State is to 
meet on tke first Wednesday in January, 
and the Assembly will then be organized 
by the election of a Speaker and other 
officers, and the Speaker will appoint 
committees for the session. The theory 
is that the members of the Assembly 
who have been elected by the people 
will choose their officers after they get 
to Albany, and that after they have 
chosen as Speaker the man regarded by 
the majority as best .qualified for the 
office, he will make up the committees 
in the manner best calculated to accom- 
plish the work of the session. 

This is the theory, but the practice is 
something quite different. There has 
been no official declaration of the election 
of members of the Assembly yet, and they 
cannot qualify for office until they reach 
Albany in January, but the process of 
choosing the Speaker and making up the 
committees has already begun. Mr. 
Malby of St. Lawrence County was 
Speaker last Winter, and performed his 
duties on the whole to the satisfaction 
of the President of the United States 
Express Company, and on that record 
he wishes to be Speaker again. He is 
not waiting for the opening of the ses- 
sion and relying upon a majority of the 
members of the Assembly to make him 
their choice, but he has opened “ head- 
quarters”’ at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, in 
this city, and is relying upon making 
himself the choice of the majority with 
the aid of Mr. Platt. 

Mr. Platt, President of the United 
States Express Company aforesaid, has 
no constitutional or official connection 
with the Assembly, with legislation, or 
with any public interest of the State of 
New-York, but it seems to be recognized 
by aspirants for the Speakership of the 
Assembly and supporters of candidates 
therefor that the choice is to be deter- 
mined by him. Mr. Malby’s purpose in 
opening headquarters in this city seems 
to be to bargain for the unexpected num- 
ber of Republican votes in this vicinity 
with promises of satisfactory places upon 
committees in case he is elected Speaker, 
but he is evidently impressed with the 
idea that his trading will be ineffectual 
unless he has the favor of the “ boss.” 
He is showing just as much anxiety for 
Mr. Platt’s support as for that of the 
Assemblymen-elect, and he seems to as- 
sume that the latter may be dependent 
upon the former. Whether the Assem- 
blymen-elect like that assumption or not 
is yet to appear. 

Of course, Mr. Platt is not declaring 
himself one way or the other, just yet. 
He undoubtedly intends, notwithstanding 
his alleged disclaimer, that the man to 
be elected Speaker shall be his candi- 
date, but he wishes to be sure that he 
can be elected before he makes him his 
candidate. A candidate who should fail 
to be elected would be of no use to him, 
and his premature announcement of a 
candidate might result in his failure to 
be elected. The task Mr. Malby has on 
his hands seems to be that of securing 
sufficient assurances of support from 
members-elect to win Mr, Platt’s. favor 
as a candidate, and at the same time to 
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from members-elect. 

However this interesting process may 
come out, it is evident that the wires for 
controlling legislation are already being 
laid, and that “ Boss” Platt intends to 
hold one end of them when the time 
comes for passing or defeating acts in 
which he is interested. In reality, Re- 
publican members of the Assembly will 
owe him nothing, and will have nothing 
to fear from him if they venture to own 
themselves. It would be a good thing 
for them and for their party if they 
would resent his dictation, declare their 
independence, and act according to their 
convictions, even if it should be neces- 
sary to throw ,over Mr. Malby or any 
other candidate who even accepted the 
favor of Platt. Preparations for the ses- 
sion at Albany are beginning in the same 
old way, after a striking demonstration 
of popular hatred of bossism, and we 
shall see how the familiar process is 


going to work this year.

TO END A PETTY FORM OF BRIBERY. 

One of the new provisions of our State 
Constitution that is to take effect on the 
1st of January will stand in that instru- 
ment as a badge of disgrace to our legis- 
lators and public officers. That it should 
be deemed necessary in the very organic 
law of the State to forbid those legisla- 
tors and public officers to accept petty 
bribes from railroad corporations in the 
form of free passes to ride upon their 
roads is a humiliating admission of ve- 
nality. 

That members of the Legislature and 
incumbents of State and local offices, and 
even Judges on the bench, have become 
accustomed, not only to accept such 
passes, but te ask for them, is a notori- 
ous fact. They have not only received 
them for their own use when traveling, 
but they have obteined them for the use 
of their families, their friends, and their 
dependents, until they have become a 
burdensome class of ‘‘deadheads” on 
the railroads, for whose transportation 
other passengers have to pay in the 
charges for their own fare. 

Nor does anybody doubt that the pur- 
pose and effect of this liberal distribution 
of paSses to men who make, interpret, 
and administer the laws, is bribery in its 
meanest form. There is no reason why 
railroads should give away rides to this 
class of persons except that they expect 
to gain by it, and there would be no 
justification in accepting them except 
that some return is made. It is well 
known that railroad officers have regard- 


‘ed this as an extremely cheap way of se- 


curing legislative, official, and even judi- 
cial favor. 


It was shameful that a constitutional | 


prohibition of this small kind of corrup- 
tion was considered necessary, but expe- 
rience had shown that it would not be 
voluntarily abandoned, or stopped by 
any spontaneous action of the Legislat- 
ure. Having stigmatized our public 
servants as venal in the fundamental 
law of the State, let us hope that this 
particular form of petty bribery will 
cease.

PRICES OF IRON AND STEEL. 
The officers of the American Iron and 
Steel Association persist in ignoring the 
effect of the great decline in the cost of 
iron ore upon the prices of iron and 
steel. We recently showed how any ref- 
ence to this effect had been avoided in 
the association’s latest annual report, 
evidently because a fair consideration of 
it would have excluded the association’s 
partisan arguments and assertions as to 
the effect of Mr. Cleveland’s election and 
tariff revision upon iron and steel prices. 
The Association’s Bulletin now pub- 
lishes an article upon the decline of 
prices in which the same determination 
to ignore and avoid the important in- 
fluence of the great reduction in cost of 
the foundation raw material is shown. 
“The decline,’ says the Bulletin, “is 
frequently referred to as phenomenal, 
and so it is, but it has been so gradual, 
so evenly distributed over the months 
and the years, that its full force has 
been seldom comprehended.” It also 
remarks that the decline has been con- 
tinuous since January, 1890, “no tem- 
porary recovery worthy of mention hav- 
ing occurred during the five years which 
have since elapsed.” We reproduce a 
part of the tabular statement which ac- 
companies the Bulletin’s article:

The price of Bessemer pig iron at Pitts- 
burg has fallen gradually from an aver- 
age of $18.85 for the year 1890 to $10.75, 
and the price of steel billets, also at 
Pittsburg, from an average of $30.32 in 
1890 to $15.75. 

No one who is familiar with the curi- 
ous reasoning of the Association’s re- 
ports will be surprised by the following 
comments of the Bulletin: 


“Tf this decline shall be continued nothing 
but bankruptcy and ruin can be the fate of 
many of our iron and steel manufacturers 
who have thus far successfully weathered 
the financial storm which set in in 1893. 
But, whether the decline be continued or 
not, any person upon a moment's reflection 
can see that a great reduction of wages has 
been absolutely necessary if this country 
was to make iron and steel at all.” 

No reference here to the remarkable 


reduction of the cost of the fundamental 
raw material or to the perfection of man- 
ufacturing processes. Before we direct 
attention to that reduction, we should 
like to remind the Association that a 
great part of this “gradual” decline

The prices are lower now, No. 2 Bes- 
semer from the Mesaba district having 
been sold recently at $2.10. The em- 
ployés’ wages in a majority of the Me- 
saba mines were increased by 10 or 15 
per cent. three weeks ago. 

As nearly two tons of ore are used in 
making a ton of iron, the effect of this 
reduction of cost of raw material can be 
approximately estimated. The time will 
come when even the organs of the Asso- 
ciation will not ignore it in their reviews 
of the condition of the industry. With 
respect to what the Bulletin says about 
“bankruptcy and ruin,” we invite the 
Association’s attention to the increase 
of the weekly output of pig iron by about 
50 per cent. in the last four months, the 
large new mills at Youngstown and Lo- 
raine, and the preparations for an im- 
portant plant for the production of 
structural steel at Buffalo,

THE FALL OF PORT ARTHUR. 

The announcement of the fall of Port 
Arthur might have come through a more 
impressive channel than from Shanghai 
by way of London, by which route we re- 
ceived at the opening of the war many 
misleading reports. But there has not 
come in this way any news unduly fa- 
voring the Japanese, and this announce- 
ment is so intrinsically probable, and is, 
moreover, given so circumstantially, that 
there cannot be much risk in assuming 
that it is true. 

If it be true, it announces the virtual 
end of the war. Port Arthur is a place 
of the highest strategical 
It is the most eligible base on the shores 
of the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li for an invasion 
of China. Moreover, it is the seat of the 
only dockyard and arsenal that the Chi- 
nese appear to possess. These things 
being so, it might have been expected 
that if the Chinese were prepared and 
disposed to make a desperate stand any- 
where, even at the walls of Pekin or at 
the treasury of Moukden, it was at Port 
Arthur that they would make it. Yet it 
appears that they could not fight, even 
for this prize. The resistance was fee- 
ble. The garrison surrendered promptly 
on the assurance, which they had de- 
rived from the of the 
war, that their lives would be safe as 
soon as they yielded. Their leaders, it 
seems, ran away as soon as it was evi- 
dent that defeat was inevitable. Therein 
they pursued the same course that Chi- 
nese soldiers of high rank have pretty 
persistently pursued during the war. 
The grossness materialism, 
the lack of patriotism and honor which 
that materialism has induced, the devo- 
tion of the educated and official classes 
to pelf, both accounts for the crushing 
defeat of China by an enemy far infe- 
rior in numbers and wealth and makes 
that defeat a matter of rejoicing. The 
whole tribe of Mandarins seems to be 
actuated by no loftier motives than those 
which in this country determine the po- 
litical course of Gorman and Brice and 
Smith, who are still in this country ex- 
ceptions, but apparently would in China

be merely exemplifications of the rule. 
Indeed, it may safely be said that a 
crushing defeat by Japan is the very 
best thing that could happen to China. 
For ages the marked characteristics of 
the Chinese have been their inaccessibil- 
ity and their immobility. They have re- 
mained complacent in a belief of the su- 
periority of their own civilization and in 
an ignorant contempt of all foreign and 
newer civilization. To the influences of 
Western civilization, on the other hand, 
the Japanese have for thirty years been 
exposing themselves, sending their young 
men abroad to study it and incorporat- 
ing in their ancient empire all that was 
found in it which seemed to them likely 
to be of advantage. The result is that 


after a generation of this pupilage, which 
has extended both to the art of war and 


to the arts of peace, they go to war with 
the nation which has contented itself 
with its autocthonous civilization, and 
which has ten times their own numbers, 
and in a few months inflict upon it an 
overwhelming, humiliating, ridiculous 
defeat. The course of the war has proved 
that in every respect of honest and effi- 
cient administration, of enterprise and 
courage in war, of clemency in triumph, 
the Japanese are by far the superiors of 
the nation from which their own civili- 
zation was originally derived, and that 
in great part they owe their superiority 
to having welcomed the Western civili- 
zation which the Chinese have repelled. 
The moral of this is one that the intelli- 
gent Chinaman may read as he runs. 
The victory of Japan will thus bid fair 
to accomplish more for the civilization of 
China than could be effected by a millen- 
nium of indigenous development and for- 


eign missions.

CONGRESS AND THE NAVY. 


Although Secretary Herbert cut down 
heavily the estimates of his chiefs of bu- 
reau for the coming fiscal year, he will 
have to ask Congress for a sum consid- 
erably larger than has been called for 
by the Navy Department during several 
yea?s past. The current appropriations 
are $25,585,826.76; those of the previous 
year were $22,104,061.38; those of the 
year before that, $23,548,266.56. Mr. 
Herbert’s estimates are $30,952,020.40. 
It is the uniform practice of Congress to 
reduce the naval estimates somewhat, 


these decreases for the present year 
being $2,365,453.25, for the year previous 
$2,669,936.83; for the year before that 
$3,646,373.15. Allowing more than an 
average reduction, it is still likely that 
from $27,500,000 to $28,000,000 will be 
found necessary by Congress this year. 
But the former sum would still be less 
by upward of $4,000,000 than the actual 
appropriations made for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1891. 

Nevertheless, these estimates, it ap- 
pears, include nothing for the building of 
additional ships. Their increase over last 
year is almost wholly due to the fact 
that payments must be made on ships 
authorized at former sessions of Con- 
gress. For the machinery, hulls, armor, 
and armament of such vessels not quite 
$10,000,000 was set apart at the last ses- 
sion, while more than $13,000,000 will be 
required for the next fiscal year, so that 
the reason of the increase in the present 
estimates is obvious. The delays in fur- 
nishing armgr are well known, and the 
result now is that the current year and 
the next must carry burdens properly 
belonging to times past. 

It may be hoped that Congress will not 
be prevented by the current requirements 
of the navy from continuing the policy 
of gradual additions to it which has been 
so successfully pursued for the last dozen 
years. indeed, several rea- 
sons why this policy is especially called 
One is that at the last ses- 
sion the only. addition authorized was 
that of three little torpedo boats, and at 
it was three light- 
Compared with any 
previous period of two years since the 
rebuilding of the navy with steel ships, 
this shows a great falling off. Secretary 
Herbert explained, both in his last re- 
port and while Chairman of the House 
Naval Committee, that at least one bat- 
tle ought to added each year 
until the number of twelve, fixed upon 
some time ago as adequate for the needs

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 12.—Stuart 
Robson has a new play. It is called ‘‘ The 
Interloper; or, The Feet of Venus”; was 
written for him by the French dramatist 
Adrien Barbusse, and was produced at the 
Opera House heré to-night for the first time 
on any stage.

Annie Russell returned to the stage at 
Palmer’s Theatre last evening, after a long 
absence, and received a warm. welcome. 
The sweet presence and delicate charm of 
Miss Rusgell doubtless were as potent fac- 
tors in the making of her popularity, in her 
short public career before her retirement, 
as her art, and doubtless, too, these had 
their old power with last night’s audience, 
whoé also expressed sympathy for a brave 
woman who had suffered long and bravely, 
in the applause that greeted the actress 
when she first came in view, and in the re- 
calls she had after every act. 

But Miss Russell’s command of her art is 
quite out of the common. Her powers are 
restricted, but she can express both humor 
and pathos irresistibly, and her acting is 
infused with and illumined by a degree of 
artistic intelligence that is exceedingly rare. 
Her individuality was not obliterated in her 
training, which was as wise and thorough 
as any actor of this day can hope to obtain, 
yet she always subdues it to the rdle, and 
every denotement of character is exact and 
illusive. Thus her portrayal of the gentle, 
warm-hearted, single-minded heroine of 
Sydney Grundy’s new satirical comedy was 
in striking contrast to the work of nearly 
every other actor associated with her, ex- 
cepting E. M. Holland, and, perhaps, Reu- 
ben Fax 

More force might have been exerted in 
Margery’s strongly emotional scene in Act 
Ill. without straining the illusion, but not 
having more physical force at her command 
Miss Russell did not attempt the impos- 
sible, and with her limited resources con- 
trolled by tact, good taste and a fine sense 
of effect—an exact knowledge of the impres- 
sion made on the spectator’s mind by 
every tone of her voice and every gesture— 
produced a semblance of reality, and 
brought tears to the eyes of the audience, 
if she did not thrill them. This power to 
compel the sympathy is Miss Russell’s 
best gift, and it has been properly de- 
veloped and cultivated, thanks to her own 
intelligence as much as to her dramatic 
teachers. It is the power her English pre- 
decessor on the same stage lacks, and 


without that power, no matter how good 
the technique of an actor may be, great 
fame is out of the question. 

Greatness in her art is denied to Miss 
Russell only by her physical limitations. 
Her triumph in the tragic play called 
‘** Blaine ’’ was purely pictorial, but in such 
a role as Margery in Grundy’s play she is 
quite in her element, and seems to, approach 
perfection in her art. 

Probably neither Charles Frohman, in 
whose forces Miss Russell is now enrolled, 
nor A. M. Palmer, who produced the new 
play with exceeding care and: good taste, 
thought of Miss Russell as the “star” of 
last night. But she was just as surely the 
“star” as if her name had been printed 
on the bill in fat capitals. She is as young- 
looking and winsome as ever, and has lost 
none of her old skill, if, indeed, she has 
not gained new. 

The play is very good, 
ter-work or an epoch-maker. 
treatment of the theme of Tom 
“An Unequal Match” and ‘ Caprice,’’ in 
which Minnie Maddern used to act. It is 
also like Buckstone’s faree, ‘‘ The Rough 
Diamond.”’ As Burnand adapted the story 
of ‘‘The Serious Family” (‘‘Le Mari a 
Campagne” to the aesthetic fad when he 
wrote ‘‘ The Colonel,’”’ so Grundy has taken 
the old story of the man who married for 
love below his station, tired of his wife’s 
gaucherie, and was, thereafter, won again 
by the woman he had ill used, to the pres- 
ent-day maunderings of the “ advanced” 
woman. 7 

The ‘other’? woman in this case is not 
merely a heartless coquette, according to 
the author, but an intelligent female with 
aspirations who feels that her marriage to 
an ordinary man was a mistake. The “ set’’ 
she moves in is infested by several “ varie- 
ties”’ of the ‘‘new woman,” all droll cari- 
catures, and the text of the play is apt and 
witty. 

Margery is a count’y girl who has been 
the hired companion of a nice old lady. 
Gerald Cazenove loves her and marries her, 
and she is very happy, and frolics about 
the house like a kitten, though she has a 
hard time trying to learn the French verbs. 
When her own husband neglects her, the 
husband of the literary “ other’? woman 
offers her the consolation of his leve, but 
she is too true and pure even to get very 
angry with him. 

The first act is admirable, better in con- 
struction and literary skill than anything 
seen here this season, but the play is not 
kept up to that level, though the second act 
is all interesting, and the chief fault with 
the third is an excess of superfluous talk. 

The characterization is all excellent, but 
Mr. Lackaye’s personal manner does not 
fit the rdle of an intellectual man at all. 
His acting was generally discreet enough, 
but it was hard to think of him writing 
poetry and meaning it, even if it was bad 
poetry. 

Similarly Miss Harned, though she played 
with caution and with force, bore the man- 
ner of the ordinary stage adventuress 
throughout the play, though her rdéle vas 
supposed to represent a bird of different 
plumage. Mr. Holland was as good as 
ever as a mendacious veteran and Mrs. 
Bowers, as a sensible, high-handed old lady, 
executed her first scene with less of stagi- 
ness and more of nature than she has late- 
ly bestowed’ upon us. But Lady Macbeth 
returned anon. The management of the 
ball-room se?ne with its gossiping groups 
was excellent:

Brownies in Books Are Better, but 
They Will Do Very Well for All That. 


BROWNIES STAGE. 


If Mr. Palmer Cox had put his brownies 
on the stage as soon as he became acquaint- 
ed with the queer, puffy little creatures, 
instead of first making them race vehement- 
ly through the pages of picture books, to 
the vast amusement of all young beholders 
and a good many old ones, the people who 
went to the Fourteenth Street Theatre last 
evening would have been more likely to 
take Mr. Cox's word for it and accept the 
brownies that made their appearance there 
in large numbers as the genuine article. It 
is a pity that to do so was not quite possi- 
ble. One had only to look .at the frontis- 
plece of his programme, or, better still, 
look up at the galleries, where reAl and 
indubitable brownies of the true picture- 
book kind chased each other across long 
strips of canvas, to see the difference and to 
be perfectly sure that the stage picture was 
a good deal of a disappointment. 

It is a troublesome peculiarity of ideals 
that when one of them has been adequately 
realized in one way and through one medi- 
um, any attempt to copy that realization 
by other methods is apt to result disastrous- 
ly. Not only is acquiescence in the original 
presentation in a measure weakened, if the 
second proves to be something quite dif- 
ferent, but it becomes difficult to admit, or, 
at least, to be enthusiastically sure of, 
merits in the new embodiment that under 
other conditions could not have failed of 
recognition. Each interferes with the 
other, and the two impressions, instead of 
gaining emphasis and precision, simply get 
dim along the edges and have a tendency 
to fade away altogether. 

The brownies of the books were very ad- 
mirable creations, with distinctive char- 
acters, as weil as peculiar forms. Their 
big goggle eyes, their round heads, set 
directly on their round bodies, and their 
spindly legs, ending in leaf-like feet, were 
no more certainly the distinguishing marks 
of the brownie race than were the deadly- 
earnest expressions of their faces or the 
air they always had of running for dear 
Hfe after something enormously important. 
Somehow, the stage brownies proved to be 
different. In the first place, though not 
very large, they were too big; their apes 
w moderat goggly, suggested white 
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lower corners of their bodies; their feet- 
were longer in front of their ankles than 
behind, and, worst fault of all, they 
had necks. Now, as everybody knows, a 
brownie has no neck, never did, and never 
should, under penalty of not being a 
brownie at all. 

»None of this criticism should be taken 
a8 anything else than the protest of a pre- 
conceived notion that considers itself to 
have been dislocated, jostled out of its 
accustomed place, and generally maltreated. 
As a matter of unrelated fact, last night’s 
performance had many bright and lively 
features, and, from the frequent repetitions 
it is worthy to get and is certain to receive, 
a vast amount of thoroughly wholesome 
amusement will ensue. Judged simply as 
a spectacle, not many superior to it have 
been: seen of late, while several not so 
good have attained, and are enjoying, for 
that matter, a profitable popularity. The 
scenery in each of the three acts is gor- 
geously effective, and the water scene that 
closes the first of them and the earthquake 
that brings the second to a conclusive end 
are highly ingenious, and about as con- 
vincing as any mechanical devices can be 
in these incredulous days. The costumes 
worn by the numberless young women who 
dance and pose and wreathe themselves 
into all sorts of charming lines and cir- 
cles and clusters at gratifyingly frequent 
intervals, as the proceedings go on, are 
both beautiful and seemly, softly contrast- 
ing as to color, and apparently rich as to 
material. Not all of the young persons, 
to be sure, who wear these resplendent 
garments are visions of youth and loveli- 
ness, but not a few of them approach that 
lofty standard nearly enough to make the 
impression they give as a whole an emi- 
nently pleasing one. 

As for the brownies, or rather the more- 
or-less-suggestive of brownies, they took a 
rather unimportant part in the evening’s 
entertainment. One of them, who wore a 
fez and a deeply-grave expression of counte- 
nance, might have gained admission to the 
picture books, if nobody were looking, and 
little Ida Mulle was pretty enough to need 
no excuse to be anywhere, even ‘though she 
{is a bit weightier than in the old days, when 
she played with Cupid’s bow and arrows, 
but the others simply made a picturesque 
background, in front of which many amus- 
ing adventures took place. Just what those 
adventures were, or why they happened, it 
would be hardly worth while to tell. They 
were only excuses, anyway, for the scenery 
and the costumes, and were the imme- 
morial “‘ thread of story ” that has pretend- 
ed to run through every spectacle ever 
put on the stage. There was not much dia- 
logue, which was fortunate, as its merits 
were mostly negative. 

The piece was received with much ap- 
plause by an audience nearly large enough 
to fill the theatre, and which included, as 
it should, a large number of children. There 
is some interjected ‘‘ variety,” very good 
of its kind, and five men imitated a stroll- 
ing German band in an extremely laughable 
way. In response to a vigorous call, Mr. 
Cox came before the curtain and made a 
speech. He is a tall man, with a kindly 
face and a thorough belief in his work, but 
he isn’t much of a success as an orator. 
His remarks advertised his good, kind man- 
agers and vouched for the authenticity of 
the stage brownies, but otherwise didf’t 
accomplish much—unless it was to make at 
least a few of his hearers wonder how a 
man can be a manifest Philistine in public 
and a manifest poet in-his studio. Such 
mysteries, however, cannot be debated late 
at night.

“The Coming Woman” Has Arrived. 
Carrie Turner, in a rather winsome way, 
assisted by a good company of players, pre- 
sented at the Fifth Avenue Theatre last 
night a new-old play bearing the title ‘‘ The 
Coming Woman.” Although the author, 
Mervyn Dallas, claims for his piece the 
merit of novelty, and the management an- 
nounces it as a first production on any 
stage, it smacks strongiy of translation— 
possibly adaptation. With the exception of 
the horse feature, introduced throughout 
the three acts, there is scarcely one other 
which has not been seen, or at least read 
about, in romance by the greater number 
of habitual playgoers. 

The story, briefly related, is that Kate 
Melton, ‘the coming woman,” while yeta 


schoolgirl, has left her family, voluntarily 
or otherwise, and joined a circus, where she 
has been taught to ride and break horses. 
of course. she is beautiful, and when, hav- 
ing left the sawdust ring, she has settled 
down at St. Albans in a home provided by 
a mysterious, yet wealthy, old uncle and 
guardian named Screwdge, she receives at- 
tention from the members of the aristo- 
cratic old county families. Her frankness 
and straightforward character have gained 
for her the respect of the community. 

Among other admirers is young Lord 
Granville, who has become deeply in love 
with her, but hesitates to make an avowal 
from having met with heavy losses. Kate 
returns Granville’s love, but, through mut- 
ual misunderstanding, they are separated. 
Meanwhile, Charles Gordon, a needy ad- 
venturer, sues for her hand from mercenary 
motives and obtains a pledge of marriage 
by misrepresentations and threats of expos- 
ure, involving Kate’s younger sister as well 
as herself. Later qn the misunderstanding 
between Kate and Granville is removed, 
and she regrets her pledge to Gordon. 

The latter, seeking his opportunity, pbor- 
rows Kate’s favorite horse, Bulfinch, to . de 
to the County Clerk for a marriage license. 
Kate, knowing the restive, fiery temper of 
her steed, has a guilty thrill as she hears 
his furious gallop. She believes, and even 
hopes, that he will kill Gordon in the ride, 
so that she may be free from her hated 
obligation. But when the horse returns 
riderless, she falls in a swoon. Gordon is 
not killed, however, and, being a fairly 
good-humored fellow, after all, he remem- 
bers that Kate had formerly saved his life 
on an occasion, and withdrew his claims 
in favor of Granville, who now comes for- 
ward, marries the girl of his choice, and 
lives happily. Kate’s sister Dorothy also 
marries her young man, from whom she 
was in danger of being parted, and an up- 
to-date young lady from Boston, on a visit 
to England, Miss Georgina Blake, makes up 
the inevitable third wedding—the stage 
seems ever just wide enough for three cou- 
ples—by accepting the heart and hand’ of 
a brisk Irish wooer named O’Donnell, and 
all ends in joy. 

Miss Turner is justly liked in New-York 
and received the usu<l applause for an in- 
telligent performance of her part, while 
Mr. Davenport, Mr. Ormonde, and Mr. 
Padgett assisted her with success.

The party then walked 
into the yard and up an incline to a small 
platform which had been erected right un- 
der the keel. and railed off.

As the vessel began to move Mrs. Cleve- 
land swung the bottle of champagne by its 
parti-colored ribbons and smashed the glass 
against the side, at the same time calling

The St. Louis sped a quarter of a mile out 
upon the river from the stocks, and there 
waiting tugs caught her and an anchor was 
let go and the steamship brought to. 

As the vessel slid into the river Mrs. 
Cleveland was congratulated on the suc- 
cessful part she had played in the vessel’s 
christening by those around her. 

After the launch a luncheon was served 
in the office of the shipyard to the Presi- 
dential party, the officers of the Interna- 
tional Navigation Company, and some of 


the invited guests. 

After the guests had partaken of the 
luncheon, President Cramp of the ship- 
building company responded to the toast of 
“The Cramp Company.’ Then President 
Griscom of the International Navigation 
Company, who acted as toastmaster, pro- 

osed the health of President Cleveland. 
When the toast had been drunk and the ap- 

lause subsided the President spoke as fol- 

Ows: 

“T would not be entirely frank if I did 
not acknowledge the extreme personal sat-

DESCRIPTION OF THE VESSEL. 


Many New Departures in Her and 
Her Sister Ship. 


The steamship St. Louis, and her sister 
ship, the St. Paul, are the largest vessels 
that have ever been built in this country. 
The determination of the International 
Navigation Company to build the vessels 
was in pursuance of the company’s promise 
to construct two steamships in this country 
of equal tonnage to its steamships Paris 
and New-York if Congress would pass a 
bill admitting the two latter vessels to 
American registry. Congress passed the 
bill, and it became a law in 1892, 

A description of one vessel is a descrip- 
tion of both, as they are identical in every 
particular. The dimensions of the St. Louis 
are 554 feet 2 inches over all, 63 feet -ex- 
treme breadth, and 26 feet draught. The 
gross tonnage is 10,770 tons, and when 
loaded to the draught line the steamship’s 
displacement will be 16,000 tons, 

The St. Louis will be the first steamship 
to be supplied with quadruple-expansion en- 
gines, and the results obtained from such 
machinery wiil be watched with interest. 

It is calculated that the engines will de- 
velop about 20,000 collective horse power. 

Special attention has been directed to- 
ward the safety of the St. Louis. The sys- 
tem of bulkheads used makes her practical- 
ly unsinkable. 

The St, Louis has five decks, and, when 
finished, will be a floating palace. The 
cabins, saloon, smoking room, library, &c., 
will be of the most luxurious character, 
and everything that the most -exacting 
ocean traveler could desire will be at his 
command. 5 

The St. Louis will have accommodations 
for 3820 first cabin passengers, 220 second 
cabin passengers, and 900 steerage passen- 
gers. The crew, including stewards, &c., 


will number 400, making a total of 1,840 
persons that the ship can carry.

There should not have been the slightest 
surprise about the announcement. If the 
press had been in possession of the facts 
known to leading officers of the Treasury 
for several weeks, there is no newspaper in 
the country that would not have been jus- 
tified in concluding that the President was 
considering the necessity of restocking the 
Treasury with gold and the advisability of 
selling bonds to secure the gold. 

Immediately after his return to Washing- 
ton from Gray Gables, the President sent 
to the Treasury for a quantity of inferma- 
tion touching the condition of the finances, 
the gold reserve, the receipts and expen- 
ditures, the estimates of customs and in- 
ternal revenue receipts for the rest of the 
fiscal year, and for many other details, 
including the language of the eall of bids 
for bonds made in January last, It is not 
known that the President then discussed 
the bond issue with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, but it is assumed that he did, and 
that the Secretary disapproved of a bond 
issue, and sought to convince the Presi- 
dent that business men had ceased to be 
apprehensive because the gold reserve had 
been touched upon, and that he confidently 
expressed his belief that the customs and 
internal revenue receipts would soon prove 
more than sufficient to supply all Gov- 
ernment needs. 

Having denied the report of Saturday, as 
soon as it appeared, the Secretary of the 
Treasury spent two nights at Woodley, the 
home of the President, and to-day there 
was not a man about the Treasury Depart- 
ment who would deny anything. The bond 
issue was conceded to be imminent, and 
the Treasury Printing Office was only wait- 
ing for the word to print the ‘circular of 


_invitation for proposals for bids. 


An absurd suggestion has been made that 
the President will defer action in this bond 
business until the Céngress shall meet, and 
that he can depend upon that body to rec- 
ognize the necessity for authorizing the sale 
of bonds for a short term, and. at a low rate 
of interest. The temper of the Congress was 
tested last Spring, and it was bad. The 
members of that body are the same, but 
they have been vexed, doubtless, by the 
results of the primaries and the elecfion, 
and, while it is not to be expected that they 
have not learned something, there will pos- 
sibly be a loss of that nice sense of re- 
sponsibility that should control national leg- 
islators in passing upon financial problems. 

The legality of a bond issue being clear 
enough to the President, if he has become 


convinced of its necessity and the need of - 


instant action, the business can be speedily 
set in motion. When the Administration is 
ready to issue its proposals for bids for 
bonds, it will be a simple matter for the 
clerks of the Treasury Department, under 
the direction of the President, to frame the 
invitation to the investors of the United 
States and elsewhere, All that will be nec- 
essary will be the preparation of a circular 
which will set forth the authority contained 
in the Resumption act of January 14, 1875, 
and invite, through the Secretary of the 
Treasury, public subscriptions to an issue 
of bonds to the amount of $50,000,000 or 
$100,v00,000, as shall be deemed necessary, 
in either registered or coupon form, and in 
denominations of $50 and upward, redeem- 
able in coin at the pleasure of the Govern- 
ment, after a certain date, probably ten 
years from their issue, and bearing interest, 
payable in coin, at 5 per cent, per annum. 

The invitation for bids will be announced 
by the Treasury Department. Bids will be 
received until such date as may be fixed 
upon to limit proposals. Bidders will be re- 
quired to state the amount of bonds desired, 
to say whether they are to be registered or 
coupon bonds, and to state also the pre- 
mium which the bidder proposes to pay, the 
place where he desires the bonds shall be 
delivered, and whether it will be more 
convenient for him to deposit his subscrip- 
tion at the office of the Treasurer, or of 
an Assistant Treasurer, of the United States. 
The circular will also say that as soon as 
practicable after the date of limitation 
for the receipt of proposals there will be an 
allotment of bonds to the highest bidders 
for them. , 


As in the case of the last call for bids, 
there undoubtedly will be a stipulation that 


no lower price will be considered than one 
which is the equivalent of a 3 per cent. 

This was fixed at $117.223 on 
each $100 in the advertisement for bonds 
issued in January last, and, as in that case,

lotted pro rata. e circular will also make 
provision that the date of delivery will be 
announced to subscribers to whom allot- 
ments are made as soon ag practicable, and 
within ten days of the date of such notice 
subscriptions will have to bé paid in Unit- 
ed States gold coin to the Treasurer, or an 
Assitsant Treasurer, of the United States 
to be designated by the subscriber. 

The arguments put forth in opposition to 
the bonds have not commended themselves 
for their weight or soundness. The fact 
that no more’serious results than apprehen- 
sion in the business world have followed the 
constant shrinkage of the gold reserve has 
given rise in some quarters to the belief 
that the reserve might be scaled down, to 
$25,000,000 before ground was reached for 
fear, Those who have idly watched this 
shrinkage have not paid any attention to 
the effect it has produced abroad, and even 
now these careless observers do not realize 
that the recent shipment of gold abroad and 
the prospect of other shipments in the near 
future should cause any alarm, 

In casting about for reasons why bonds 
should not be issued to meet the present 
unsatisfactory financial condition of the 
Treasury, some of the friends of Secretary 
Carlisle have declared that it would not be 
long before the internal revenue receipts 
would be largely increased by means of the 
tax on whisky. There is nothing in the 
present situation to bear out this view. A 
vast amount of whisky was withdrawn 
from bond in July and August, in order to 
save the extra 20 cents per gallon im- 
posed by the new Tariff act. At one time in 
August the daily receipts at the office of 
the Commissfoner of Internal Revenue ex- 
ceeded $3,000,000.- This represented a vast 
amount of whisky. 

At present the daily receipts for whiskies 
released from bond do not much exceed 
$10,000. It was said to-day at the office of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue that 
most of the Hquor released last Summer 
would have to be consumed before the re- 
ceipts reached a point where they would 
cut much figure in the revenues of the Gov. 
ernment. 

A report was in circulation to-night that 
Secretary Carlisle had tendered his resig- 
nation to the President. Although the re- 
port wds not surprising, careful inquiry 
failed to verify it. One who is in a posi- 
tion to know what is going on in Adminis- 
tration circles said to-night that he did not 
expect to hear of Mr. Carlisle’s resignation, 
although there was no doubt that the Pres- 
ident and his chief financial officer differed 
in their views regarding the present state 
of the national finances. 


BYRNES MIGHT HAVE SAVED HIS LIFE. 


The Superintendent Learned Too Late 
of N. R. Reynolds’s Intended Suicide. 


N. R. Reynolds, twenty-two years old, 
committed suicide yesterday at 146 Hast 
Thirty-fourth Street by taking morphine. 
No cause for his act is known or suggested. 

Superintendent Byrnes received the fol- 
lowing telegram at Police Headquarters 
yesterday morning: 

See my son, N. R. Reynolds, at once at 146 
East Thirty-fourth Street. He writes me that he 
will commit suicide. I am coming by train. 

G. N. REYNOLDs, 
Lancaster, Penn. 

Superintendent Byrnes at once tele- 
graphed Sergt, Lindeman of the East Thir- 
ty-fifth Street Station, who sent a police- 
man to find young Reynolds. The police- 
man found the house where Reynolds lived 
to be a boarding house, and was shown 
to his room on the third floor. The door 
was not lovked, and upon opening it Rey- 
nolds was discovered lying upon the bed un- 
conscious and apparently dying. 

While the policeman was trying to arouse 
the dying man, he discovered on a table a 


vial that had contained morphine and hur- 
riedly sent a messenger for a physician and 
to summon an ambulance. 

While the messenger was absent the po- 
liceman learned that three physicians 
boarded in the house and that they were 
all at home. They were told of Reynolds’s 
condition and hurried to the room just as 
Dr, W. D. Sewell of 320 Lexington Avenue 
arrived. They applied the usual remedies 
for morphine poisoning, but could not save 
the man’s life. 

The room was searched, but nothing was 
found that might show a motive for sui- 
cide. The floor was strewn with small 
scraps of letters that were rendered utterly 
undecipherable. 

While the physicians were trying to re- 
vive the young man, a middle-aged man, 
who said he was Reynolds’s uncle, rushed 
into the room where Reynolds was lying, 
After Reynolds expired, this man engaged 
an undertaker to care for the body. He re- 
fused to say anything about Reynolds or 
advance any theory as to what might have 
prompted the suicide. 

It was learned that Reynolds had boarded 
at 146 East Thirty-fourth Street for about 
a week, but no information about his busi- 
ness, if he had any, could be obtained. 

Superintendent Byrnes stated, after be- 
ing informed of the death of Reynolds, that 
if he had received the telegram fifteen min- 
utes earlier he might have saved the man’s 
life. 


HARD LABOR FOR HERMAN OLARKE 


The Broker Sentenced to Imprison- 
ment for Two Years and Four Months. 


Herman Clark of the defunct brokerage 
firm of Hunter, Clarke & Jacobs, who 
was convicted of forgery, was sentenced by 
Recorder Smyth in Part II. of the Court of 
General Sessions yesterday morning to im- 
prisonment for two years and four months 
at hard labor in State prison. It was al- 
leged that Clarke had secured $22,000 of the 
firm’s money. 

Lawyers House and Gilroy stood beside 
the prisoner at the bar. Mr. House moved 
for a new trial and then for an arrest of 
judgment on technical grounds.

The crime that he committed, 
however, is @ serious one, and one that must 
be punished adequately, not only for the pur- 
pose of punishing him for what he has done, but 
also for the purpose of deterring others. 

The maximum penalty for Clarke’s of- 
fense is five years. Clarke said after sen- 
tence was passed that it was lighter than 
he had expected,

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COL. STRONG FOR PRESIDENT 
THE OHIO SOOIETY PROPOSES HIS 


Gen, Thomas Ewing, in Presenting a 
Portrait of the Mayor-Elect to the 
Cociety, Says that Men Who Do Not 
Care for Either Party May Unite 
and Elect Col. Strong to the High- 


est Office—O. ©. Shayne and Others 


Speak. \ 


The Ohio Society of New-York honored 
Col. William L. Strong, its President and 
the Mayor-elect, in a signal manner last 
night by proposing his selection for the 
Presidency of the United States two years 
hence. The society met at 236 Fifth Ave- 
nue to accept portraits of Col. Strong and 
of the late Col. Charles W. Moulton. There 
was a short business meeting, at which 
it was decided’ that the annual meeting 
should be held the night after Thanksgiv- 
ing. 

Col. Strong presided during the early pro- 
ceedings, but gave way to Warren Higley 
when the speeches began. 

In stating the object of the proceedings 
to follow, Mr. Higby said that it was 
evident from the applause which greeted 
Col. Strong’s name that something had 
happened within the circle of the Ohio 
Society. He referred to the portraits of 
distinguished Ohioans which hang from the 
walls, and gave a brief account of the way 
in which the society had come in possession 
of them. The portrait of Gen. Sherman 
had been presented by Col. Strong. He 
then introduced Gen. Thomas Ewing, who 
presented Col. Strong’s picture to the so- 
ciety. in so doing, Gen. Ewing said: 

“The gift of this picture comes at a pe- 
culiar epoch in the history of New-York— 
‘that of the overthrow of Tammany Hall in 
the person of Mr. Strong. 

“There has been in the thrilling political 
history of the country since the war no 
event comparable with the overthrow of 
Tammany by Col. Strong. That organiza- 
tion has steadily grown. Except once, in 
1876, no organization has ever stood up 
against it. No successful attack has ever 
been made on it except by Mr. Tilden. 

‘Its malignity had become so great that it 
sickened the hearts of all. Among all the 
thousands of brilliant men who inhabit this 
island only a few knew the rottenness of 
Tammany. We despaired of ever obtaining a 
pure Government so long as the malign’ in- 
fluence of this organization lasted. 

‘But two years ago Dr. Parkhurst, like 
another Patrick Henry, began a crusade 
against Tammany. The newspapers backed 
him up as a man was never backed up be- 


fore. Lexow exposed the terrible cauldron 
of iniquity. The United States, the whole 
world, looked on aghast. I, for one, never 
dreamed of such organized villiany. The 
man in the moon closed his eyes, 

“The people, God bless them, at last awoke 
and triumpned. They won by means of the 
secret ballot, the greatest reform of this or 
any other century. It gives the thought of 
the voter uniniluenced by anything. God 
bless the secret ballot. It can save us 
from anything. 

‘* Now this reyolution—it’s not reform, it’s 
revolution—is not going to stop here. It will 
exterminate bad government in other cities. 
The infection of reform will spread and re- 
lieve this government from one of its most 
threatening features, the destruction of the 
— in which one-half ‘of the population 

ves. 

* To have been the chosen instrument, to 
have been selected by 2,000,000 people to 
lead in this movment, will make Strong’s 
name forever famous. Parkhurst’s name 
will be handed down, and Goit’s, too. But 
Col. Strong’s future is before him. He has 
still to do what the people have elected him 
to do, without fear or favor. 

“I believe he will. He is of the sort of 
stuff to do it. He is of the right kind of 
breed—the Ohio breed. His success de- 

ends on the earnestness and self-abroga- 
ion of the friends who support him. If he 
is successful, there may be something high- 
er in store for him. One party was erushed 
in 1892 and the other in 1804. 

“Tf the desire for municipal reform grows, 
it may be that the men who do not care 
much for either party will get together un- 
der the banner of municipal reform, and 
elect him President. Why not? Col, Strong 
is young enough, strong enough, and level- 
headed enough. It may be that the end of 
this century will see a great political revo- 
lution, based on municipal reform.” 

C, C, Shayne said that the Ohio Society 
had often been honored, but never so highly 
as at the present time. A number of years 
ago, Mr. Shayne said, the rcoms now oc- 
cupied by the Ohio Society were used by 
a business men’s organization. Col. Strong 
was President. He was urged at that time 
to run for Mayor, but he wisely declined— 
he waited until a more favorable oppor- 
tunity. 

‘*T am glad,” said Mr. Shayne, ‘‘ that Gen. 
Ewing has already nominated Col. Strong 
for President. If he gives us a clean Gov- 
ernment there is nothing the people will 
not do for him. I am sure of one thing; he 
will give us an honest administration.” 

Chancellor MacCracken of the New-York 
University said that J. Q. A. Ward had 
 Percgey to give some statues of ancient 
1eroes to place around the campus of the 
college. If Col. Strong succeeded in clean- 
ing out the Augean stables of this munici- 
pality, he should ask Mr. Ward to give him 
a statue of Col. Strong in place of Hercules. 

8. S. Packard offered a series of resolu- 
tions, which were unanimously adopted, 
praising Dr. Parkhurst, the Committee of 
Seventy, and other anti-Tammany orga iza- 
tions for their determination to persevere 
in the work of municipal reform by continu- 
ing in existence and affording Mr. Strong 
assictance during his administration.

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THE ELECTION IN HAWAIL 


the Candidates of the American 
Union Party Chosen in Oahy. 


VICTORIA, B. C., Noy, 12,--The following 
Honolulu advices up to Nov. 8 have 
been received here by the steamship Mio- 
wera; 

The election was held Oct, 29 for Senators 
and Representatives for the Legislature on 
this island, and all the eandidates of the 
American Union Party were elected. The 
single opposition candidate failed of election. 
On the other islands the candidates elected 
are nearly all active supporters of the 
republic. It is believed that all the Sena- 
tors strongly support annexation, notwith- 
standing a disposition of some of the plant- 
ers to advocate the continued independence 
of the republic in order to be free to import 
Asiatic contract labor. 

Henry F. Baldwin of Maine stands at the 
head of the planters, and is a leader in 
legislation. He has come out strongly for 
annexation notwithstanding his desire as a 
planter for cheap labor. He believes that 
if annexation abolishes the contract labor 
system, it will more than compensate in 
other Ways. He thinks that there are too 
many Japanese in the country now, that 
Portuguese suould be introduced instead, 
that the plan of co-operative planting, or 
share system may succeed. 

An autograph letter of Queen Victoria, 
recognizing the republic, was received on 
the 26th of Octover, by Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Commissioner Hawes, but owing 
to the absence of President Dole in 
diawaii, it has not been presented. A letter 
of the Czar of Russia, recognizing the re- 
pubiic, was received to-day. 

The birthday of the Emperor of Japan

SECTARIAN TEACHING NOT PROVED, 


The Catholic School Board Sustained 
in the Famous Gallitzin Case. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 12.—In the case 
of John Hyson et.al. vs. the School District 
of Galiitzin borough et al., better known 
as the “ Gallitzin School case,’’ the Su- 
preme Court to-day afiirmed the decision 
of the lower court. Justice Dean, in deliv- 
ering the majority opinion, says, in part: 

This bill was filed to restrain the School Di- 
rectors of Gallitzin borough from permitting sec- 
tarian teaching in the common schools of the 
borough, and trom employing, as teachers, sis- 
ters or members of the Order of St, Joseph, a 
religious suciety of the Roman Catholic Church, 
As to the fact admitted, that of the eight 
teachers six of them were sisters of a religious 
order of the Catholic Church, and while teaching 
wore the habit of their order, the learned 
Judge of the court below says: ‘‘ We conclude, 
as to this branch of the case, that in the absence 
ot proof that religious sectarian instruction was 
imparted by them during school hours, or re- 
ligious sectaridn exercises engaged’ in, we cannot 
restrain by injunction members of the Order of 
Sisters of St. Joseph from teaching, in the pub- 
lic schools in the garb of their order, nor the 
school Directors from employing or permitting 
them to act in that capacity.”’ 

This legal conclusion is reached after a very 
able and impartial opinion in which the facts 
are reviewed, and the law bearing on the ques- 
tion very fully cited. The opinion is so con- 
vineing that is seems to us it must compel the 
assent of the unprejudiced mind, whether of lay- 
man or lawyer. In thus expressing our full ac- 
cord with the learned President Judge of the 
court below, we intimate no opinion as to the 
Wisdom or unwisdom of the action of the School 
Board in selecting six Catholic school teachers, 
members of an exclusively religious order. Un- 
questionably these women are Catholics, strict 
adherents of that faith, believing fully in its 
distinctive creed and doctrines. But this does 
not disqualify them. Our Constitution negatives 
any asserfton of incapacity or ineligibility to 
oftice because of religious belief. Article I. of 
the bill of rights declares: ‘' All men have a 
natural and indefeasible right to worship Al- 
mighty God according to the dictates of their 
own conscience. * * * No human authority 
ean in any case whatever control or 
with the rights of science.’’ 

In the sixty years of existence of our present 
school system, this is the first time this eourt 
has been asked to decide, as a matter of law 
that it is sectarian teaching for a devout woman 
to appear in a schoclroom in a new dress pe- 
cullar to a religious organization of a Christi 
Church, We decline to do so; the. rae 
not so say. After a most careful consideration 
we see nothing of merit in any of the assign- 
ments of error which have been so earnestly 
pressed in the argument. The decree is affirmed 
and appeal dismissed at costs of appellants, :

A Traveling Salesman 


Disappears 
from a Train on His Way Home. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 12.—Joseph S. 
Kerngood, who formerly resided in this 
city, and whose home is now in New-York, 
has disappeared. He is employed as a trav- 
eling salesman by Barnett L. Price, a cloth- 


ing manufacturer, doing business on Green 
Street, in New-York. 

He started Hast from Omaha last week 
after a Western trip. On Friday night last, 
he was seen on a sleeper on an east-bound 
Michigan Central train. He was preparing 
to retire to his berth just after the train 
left St. Thomas, Ontario, Since then he 
has not been seen. At Syracuse, N. 3 
was discovered that Mr. Kerngood was not 
On the train. His clothing, satchel, and 
shoes were in the sleeper.

Six of the Robert T. Patterson’s Crew 
Dead—Ten More Are Iil, 


PERTH AMBOY, N. J., Nov. 12.~John 
Forbes, another of the unfortunaté Na- 
vassa negroes who reached this port on 
the barkentine Robert F. Patterson yes- 
terday, died this morning. This makes six 
the number of those who have died since 
they left Navassa. Ten are very ill, and of 
this number half are likely to die. 

Beri-beri is the disease from which the 
men are suffering. Dr. Robert B. Ashmead 
of New-York, who lived a number of years 
in Japan, where the disease is prevalent, 
accompanied by M. M. Teuchiya, a Japa- 
nese who has suffered from it, together with 
Port Officer W. E. Ramsey, boarded the 
Vessel this morning and made an examina- 
tion of the cases. Dr. Ashmead pronounced 
it beri-beri, which is not a contagious dis- 
ease, and has its origin either in carbonic 
acid poison or insufficient nourishment. The 
latter is undoubtedly the case in the pres- 
ent instance. The sick will be removed to 
the Marine Hospital as soon as possible, 


and the rest will be sent to their homes in 
the South.

New-York Postal Employes Brought 
Under the Civil Service Rules. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The recent ac- 
ceptance by President Cleveland of the rec- 
ommendations of the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners to amend the civil service rules so 
as to bring about a reduction in the num- 
ber of employes in the classified Postal 
Service who are not subject to examination 
will exempt many clerks in the New-York 
City Post Office from anxiety about being 
disturbed for political reasons by Postmas- 
ters hereafter appointed. There. were 
eighty-two employes carried on the rolls ef 
the New-York Post Office who were desig“ 
nated as clerks holding positions on what 
is known as the “ excepted” list. In the 
list of excepted employes are included 
clerks, as well as higher officials, who ob- 
tain their official appointments without be- 
ing subjected to an examination, and when 
newly-appointed Postmasters take charge of 
the office the fact that the excepted clerks 
do not come within the jurisdiction of the 
civil service rules renders them liable to be 
discharged and te be replaced by men who 
are inexperienced, and, in some instances, 
incompetent. ; 

The frequency of these removals occur- 
ring in the New-York and other Post Offices 
led the Civil Service Commissioners to lay 
the matter before the President, stating that 
these constant changes were detrimental, 
and recommending that steps be taken which 
would preclude any possibility of radical 
change in the administration of the postal 


affairs. President Cleveland immediately ap- 
proved the reduction of the long Hst of ex- 
ceptions, and out of the eighty-two in New- 
York only a few remain. Those left un- 
touched axe the Assistant Postmaster, secre- 
tary to the Postmaster, cashier, and as- 
Sistant cashier when employed under those 
titles; Superintendents of stations, printers, 
7. presamen.

Another change made applies to the New-* 
York Custom House. It has been the law 
heretofore that al! clerks of the office re- 
ceiving compensation less than $900 per 
annum shouid not be considered as within 
the Classified service. It is said at the office 
of the Civil Service Commission that when 
new customs officers came in and desired to 
make changes. in the clerical force, they 
first reduced below the nine-hundred-dollar 
limit the clerks they wished to remove and 
then discharged them, putting new men in 
their places. This was li®ewise found to be 
injurious to the efficient discharge of the 
duties of the customs office, and when 
brought to the notice of the President, he 
promptly abolished the practice by insert- 
ing inthe rules an amendment making all 
employes, except messengers, laborers, and 
the like, subject to the civil service rules. 


VERDICT OF $1,000 FOR THE ASSAULT. 


Rippe Asked “Is It Hot Enough for 
You?” and Siegel Clubbed Him. 


A jury before Justice Barrett, in the 
Supreme Court, has decided that if a man 
asks another man in very warm weather, 
“Is it hot enough for you?” and the man 
questioned clubs and them cuts the ques- 
tioner with a big knife, the man cut and 
clubbed is entitled to $1,000 damages. 

Henry Rippe was the plaintiff, and Ed- 
ward Siegel was the defendant. Both men 
are employed in a large piano factory. On 
June 21, 1892, it was so hot that many of 
the workmen in the factory were almost 
prostrated. 

tippe,; however, insisted that he was cool, 
and, it is said, made jokes about the weath- 
er. He asked Siegel if it was hot enough 
for him, and Siegel hit Rippe with a club. 
The cool man defended himself with a chair. 
Other employes separated the men, but 
Siegel, it was charged, renewed the fight 
with a knife. Rippe received a cut in the 
left arm and a gash four inches long was 
made in,his cheek. He sued for $10,000 
damages. Siegel claimed that he acted in 
self-defense.

The Racing Board of the League of Amer- 
fean Wheelemn held a special meeting at 
Chairman Raymond’s office, in Flatbush 
Avenue, Brooklyn, yesterday, and trans- 
acted much business of importance to Cy- 
clists. There were present G. D. Gideon of 
Philadelphia, Henry Robinson of Boston, 
L. C. Jaquish of Chicago, E. C. Crowinger 
of Louisville, and the Chairman. Besides 
making suggestions of changes in the rules, 
the board transferred fifteen men to Class 
B, and formally accepted a batch of 1804 
records, which every student of cycle rac- 
ing will paste in his scrapbook. When the 
meeting ended, Chairman Raymond gave 
out the following bulletin of the work per- 
formed:

‘blacklisting clubs not fulfilling their agreements 
on, prize values. 

9, That private record trials be restricted to a 
certain period and governed during that time 
by duly-accredited League of American Wheel- 


men officials.

Arthur Zimmerman, the crack bicyclist, ar- 
rived from Genoa yesterday morning on the 
steamship Augusta Victoria. The Hamburg- 
American Line dock at Hoboken was crowded 
with the famous rider’s friends when the steamer 
arrived, and “* Zimmie’’ was given a royal wel- 
come. 

As soon as he could get away he started for 
his home at Manasquan, N. J. A reporter for 
The New-York Times accompanied him, and Zim- 
mérmen chatted about his ‘foreign experiences 
on the way. He said: ‘'I settled down to busi- 
ness May 1, and trained hard. I was in good 
shape for my first race, which was about the 
middle of June, in Florence, Italy. It was not 
an important affair, and I won easily. After

tions of a social character, The people were as 
‘hospitable as could be and seeméd always trying 
to make things agreeable to our party.” 

“‘ Did you find no indication of jealousy among 
the men you raced with? ’”’ 

‘Not ‘a bit. The only trouble was that their 
riders did not try toward the last to beat me. 
It was the same thing every time. No matter 
how much I was handicapped, all I had to do 
was to sprint &head of them until the last quar- 
ter, say, In a mile race, and then they would 


give up trying to beat me across the tape and 
not do any more than was necessary to come in 
second.”’ 

‘“* Which event in which you participated over 
there do you consider the most important as 
showing them what you could do?” 

“Well, I guess it was the one-mile handicap 
which wags got up after I-had defeated Ed- 
wards and Barden. You know, it was originally 
intended that I should meet separately any 
three men in France. After I had beaten these 
two it was found that hone of their men would 
meet me in a match, and so it was that the 
handicap was made. So far as the number of 
Starters goes, it was one of the prettiest that 
I ever saw. I am not sure, but there were be- 
tween thirty-five and forty starters. ‘The handi- 
caps were all the way from 15 to 150 yards.”’ 

‘* Yourself seratch, of course? ”’ 

** Oh, yes.’’ 

‘“* How was it ridden? ”’ 

‘‘ Well, they set a stiff pace from the first, and 
I had to do some lively hustling before I got to 
the front. It was just about the beginning of 
the last quarter that I had them all behind me. 
As I said before, it was easy for me after I 
caught the leader, and in this race I took things 
easy throughout the last quarter. The time was 
2:09 flat. Vhis race was in Paris.’’ 

‘““ Whom do you deem the best rider you met?’’ 

‘It’s pretty hard to say whe is the best, but 
Edwards, Farnam, and Medringer are, in my 
opinion, the best three men over there. These 
are, you know, all short-distance men, and they 
are right up in the first flight. Edwards is an 
Englishman. Farnam and Medringer are French- 
men. There are three good long-distance riders, 
too—Linton, an Bnglishman,and Du, Bois and Hu- 
ret, both French, These men will, in'a twenty-five, 
or even fifty, mile race, start out at a 2:12 pace 
If our people could 
see them in such a race they would be simply 
amazed at their sustained speed. This is the kind 
ot work at which they beat us.’’ 

‘*I] never have seen such splendid tracks as 
the Buffalo Velodrome, in Paris, and the track 
in Bordeaux. They are about perfect. The 
Velodrome is not quite oval, the stretch being 
straighter than the opposite side, and the ends 
are cut off somewhat, making the turns very 
sharp. But the banking is so well done that 
I was able to do a mile on it in 1:57 4-5. When 
1 first saw the banked ends I thought them too 
steep, but experience proved thé contrary. At 
the corners turning out of the backstretch and 
into the homestretch, the bank is fifteen feet 
high, and at such an angle that you can take 
the turns at top speed. in one of my spins my 
outside foot touched the track, which will give 
you an idea of what the angle of the bank is. It 
is entirely of cement, and is four and a half 
laps to the mile. The Bordeaux track is the 
same length, but built on an entirely different 
plan. This one is a circle, and has, therefore, 
no stretch, as we understand it. The sides are 
the same all the way around, and the banking 
is less than in the Velodrome. It is, for all the 
world, like an enormous saucer. On this plan 
of construction it was found that, if two men 
of about equal speed started together the out- 
sider could not pass the insider, and, to over- 
come this unfairness, a line was made around 
the entire track, three feet from the inside, and 
the leader must get outside the line, This 
works well, as I found, for if a man is going 
at his best clip, he is sure to run outside of the 
line sooner or later, and then the man behind 
can pass to the front, if he has the speed. It 
must be fast, for I have done the last quarter 
in a mile race in 0:25 2-5.”’ 

‘““How is the management of bicycle meets 
on the Continent? ’’ 

‘* First rate. They are good sportsmen, and 
want to see the best man win. There were 
about 12,000 persons at the Seine track, in Paris, 
one day when I was there. The French enjoy 
themselves at these races in great style. ‘The 
events are twenty minutes to half an hour 
apart, and during these intervals the people sit 
around the grounds, drinking, smoking, and dis- 
cussing the last race. In Paris the tracks, or, 
rather, the grounds about them, resembled a 
picnic. Everybody is in a good humor, and all 
talki at once. They do not have classes, as we 
de, All their racing men are professionals, and 
ride to advertise the firms whose wheels they 
use. Such clubs as we have are unknown, the 
men being unattached.’’ 

‘**In what other cities did you race?’”’ 

‘*In London, Leicester, Birmingham, New- 
castle, Geneva, and Brussels. Paris is the best 
place in the world for bicyeling. The streets 
are good and the roads in the vicinity are away 
ahead of anything we have. Nothing surprised 
me more gt first than the great number of 
wheels used in Paris. Not only are they met 
at every turn in the built-up city, but the parks 
are full of them every pleasant day. I have 
stood at the entrance to the Bois and counted 
wheels until I got tired, and still they came.”’ 

** Are American bicycles used on the Con- 
tinent to any extent?’”’ 

‘*T believe they are making their way steadily. 
There are several houses in Paris which handle 
them, and one house, I am not sure that there 
is not more, in Florence, deals in American 
wheels.’’ 

‘*Do you know all the men now on their way 
here who are entered in the Madison’ Square 
Garden events? ”’ 

‘““Yes, and they are all first-class men. I 
gained about twelve pounds on the way across, 
but was trained pretty fine when we sailed, and 
will not have much trouble getting into con- 
dition by Nov. 26, when the racing begins: The 
men who are coming are: Columbo, (lItaly;) 
Edwards, (England;) Verheyén, (Germany,) and 
one or two others whose names I can't recall at 
the moment.’’

SUIT FOR FOOTBALL PROGRAMME. 


Munn Says He Had No Right to Make 
an Agreement with Nicoll, 


In the Supreme Court yesterday, before Judge 
Truax, Charles+H, Nicoll, a publisher of this 
city, asked for an injunction restraining Ed- 
ward Munn, as President of the Princeton Foot- 
ball Associatiaon, from interfering with him in 
the publishing of the programme of the Yale- 
Princeton football game, to be played in this 
city, and to compel the defendant’s employes 
to allow the plaintiff and his employes to go into 
the grounds, collect necessary data for the pro- 
gramme, and also to sell the programmes on the 
grounds on the day of the game. 

From argument of the counsel, it appears that 
the defendant Munn entered into a contract with 
Nicoll that the latter was to be allowed the 
sole privilege of publishing the programme of the 


Yale-Princeton game on or about Thanksgiving 
Day of this year. <A copy of this contract was 
attached to the complaint, and showed that the 
defendant had entered into a contract to the 
effect that Nicoll was to pay $800 for the privi- 
lege, of which $400 was to go to each associa- 
tion. Nicoll also gave Munn $100 to bind the 
bargain. 

Now the plaintiff says he has found out that 
one Jehn B. Gibson is canvassing for the pro- 
gramme, and is representing that he has the 
only right to publish it, and that Munn and 
** Ben "’ Cable of Yale’s team have really entered 
into a contract to this effect with Gibson, who 
has given $1,200 for the same privilege. 

Duncan Edwards, for Munn, claimed for his 
client that the contract was made subject to the 
same consent to the arrangement by Yale, that 
the contract was not made in good faith by 
Nicoll, and also that the defendant is a minor, 
and has, therefore, no right to enter into an 
agreement. Munn also makes an affidavit that 
he had no right to sign for his club, and- that 
he signed the contract that was sent to him with- 
out knowing its contents, or that, hout Yale’s 
acquiescence in the terms of the contract, he 
was bound in any way. Judge Truax reserved 
decision. The defense of being a minor on the 
part of Munn is a matter that is being eagerly 
watched by other holders of contracts.

REPORT ON CHICAGO STRIKE 


DONOLUSIONS OF .THE INVESTI- 
GATING COMMISSION. 


~_— 


The Establishn tat of a Permanent 
Strike Commisssion Recommended 


—Little Comfort for the Pullman 


Company or the General Managers’ 
Association—Losses of Over $7,000’- 
000 in Wages, Business, Prospect- 
ive Earnings, &c, 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 12.—The Post 
‘to-day publishes the report of the Labor 
Commission appointed to investigate the 
strike of last Summer. It says in part: 

“The troubles of the Illinois Central and 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Com- 
panies were the ones investigated. Accord- 
ing to the testimony the railroads lost 
in property destroyed, hire of United States 
Deputy Marshals, and other incidental ex- 
Ppenses at least $685,308. 

“The loss of earnings of these roads is 
estimated at $4,672,916. Some 3,100 em- 
ployes at Pullman lost in wages as esti- 
mated at least $350,000. 

“ About 100,000 employes upon the twen- 
ty-four roads centring at Chicago, all of 
which were more or less involved in the 
strike, lost in wages, as estimated, at 
least $1,389,143. Many of these employes 
are still adrift and losing wages.” 

The Commission says of the Pullman Pal- 
ace Car company: 

“For the year ending July 1, 1893, the 
dividends were $2,520,000, and the wages 
$7,223.719.51. For the year endnig July 1, 
1894, the dividends were $2,880,000 and the 
wages $4,471,701.89. 

“As the result of the Pullman system and 
its growth when the depression of 1893 
came, morally calling for mutual concessions 
as'‘to wages, rents, &c., we find on the one 
side a very wealthy and unyielding corpora- 
tion, and upon the other a multitude of 
‘employes of comparatively excellent char- 
acter and skill, but without local attach- 
ments or any intereSted responsibility in 
the town, its business, tenements, or sur- 
roundings. ’ 

“The conditions created at Pullman en- 
abled theemanagement at all times to as- 
sert with great vigor its assumed right to 
fix wages and rents absolutely and to re- 
press the sort ef independence which leads 
to labor organizations and their attempts 
at mediation, arbitration, strikes, &c.”’ 

In speaking of the General Managers’ As- 
sociation cf Railway Companies, the Com- 
missioner says: 

“The association is an illustration of the 
persistent and shrewdly-devised plans of 
corporations to overreach their limitations 
and to usurp indirectly powers and rights 
not contemplated in their charters, and not 
obtainable from the people or their Legis- 
latures.”’ 

It further says that the legalizing of this 
*pooling”’ would result in an aggregation 
of poWer and capital dangerous to the peo- 
ple and their liberties, as well as to the 
employes and their rights. 

The guestion would then certainly arise 
as to which should control, the Govern- 
ment or the railroads, and the end would 
inevitably be Government ownership. 

Unless ready for that result and all that 
it implies, the Government must restrain 
corporations within the law and prevent 
them from forming unlawful and dangerous 
combinations. 

“At least, so long as railroads are thus 
permitted to combine to fix wages and for 
their joint protectiong it would be rank in- 
justice to deny the eht of all labor upon 
railroads to unite for similar purposes.” 

In conclusion the committee recommends: 
. & That there be a permanent United 
Siates Strike Commission of three members 
with duties and powers of investigation 
and recommendation as to disputes be- 
tween railways and their employes similar 
to those vested in the inter-State Com- 
merce Commission as to rates, &c. 

“(A.) That as in the Inter-State Com- 
merce act, power be given to the United 
States courts to compel railroads to obey 
the decisions of the commission after sum- 
mary hearing, unattended by technicalities, 
and that no delays in obeying the decisions 
of the commission be allowed pending ap- 
peals. 

“*(B.) That whenever the parties to a con- 
troversy in a matter within the jurisdiction 
of the commission are one or more rail- 
roads upon one side, and one or more na- 
tional trades unions incorporated under 
Chapter 567 of the United States statutes 
of 1885-86, or under State statutes, upon the 
other, each side shail have the right to 
select a representative, who shall be ap- 
pointed .by the President to serve as a 
temporary member of the commission in 
hearing, adjusting, and determining that 
particular controversy. 

‘“(C. That during the pendency of a pro- 
ceeding before the commission inaugurated 
by, national trades unions or by an incorpor- 
ation of employes, it shall not be lawful for 
thee railroads to discharge employes be- 
longing thereto except for inefficiency, vio- 
lation of law, or neglect of duty; nor for 
such unions or incorporations during such 
pendency to order, unite in aid of, or abet 
strikes or boycotts against the railroads 
complained of; nor for a period of six 
months after a decision for such railroads 
to discharge any such employes in whose 
Places others shall be employed, except for 
the causes aforesaid, nor for any suchem- 
ployes during a like period to quit the serv- 
ice without giving thirty days’ written no- 
tice of intention to do so; nor for any such 
union or corporation to order, counsel, or 
advise otherwise. 

* 2. That Chapter 567 of the United States 
Statutes of 1885-6 be amended so as to re- 
quire national trades unions to provide 
in their articles of incorporation and in 
their constitutions rules and by-laws that 
@ member shall cease to be sucao, and io 
forfeit all rights and privileges conferred 
on him by. law as such by participating in 
or by instigating force or violence against 
persons or property during strikes or boy- 
eotts, or by seeking to prevent others from 
working through violence, threats, or in- 
timidations; also, that members shall be no 
Mure personally liable for corporate acts 
than are stockholders in corporations. 
The commission further recommends that 
Congress consider the establishment of a 
license system by which all the higher em- 
ployes or others of railroads engaged in in- 
ter-State commerce should be licensed after 
due and proper examination. 

The commission suggests the considera- 
tion by the States of the adoption of some 
system of conciliation and arbitration like 
that in use in the Commonwealth of Mass. 
achusetts. That system might be enforced 
4 additional provisions giving the Board 
of- Arbitration more power to investigate 
all strikes, whether requested so to do or 
not, amd the question might be considered 
as to giving labor organizations a standing 
before the law as heretofore suggested for 
Nationa] Trades’ Unions, 

Contracts requiring men to agree not to 
join labor organizations or to leave them 
as conditions of employment, should be

CONFERRED ABOUT CONSOLIDATION. 


Mayor Schieren of Brooklyn Gives His 
Views 10 Commissioner Stranahan. 


The Greater New-York was the subject 
discussed for over an hour between James 
S. T. Stranahan and Mayor Schieren in the 
Brooklyn City Hall yesterday. The Mayor 
has been a consolidationist for over thirty 
years, and Mr. Stranahan is a member of 
the Consolidation Commission. Speaking of 
the interview, Mayor Schieren said: 

“I told Mr. Stranahan that I firmly be- 
lieved that it was only a question of time 
when consolidation would céme about. In 
the position I now occupy it becomes my 
duty to see that the citizens of Brooklyn 
receive justice at the hands of the Legis- 
lature in preparing any measure looking 
to the consolidation of the two cities. I 
said that I thought it would be wise to 
draft a form of charter to submit to the 
Legislature, with a provision requiring its 
submission to a commission of five or 
seven prominent citizens, the Mayor of each 


city being a member ex-officio. I thoughth 
it would take several years to bring about 
complete consolidation. 

“There was a great question of equity to 
be settled between the two cities, and I 
shall insist upon Brooklyn’s equality with 
New-York. Mr. Stranahan said his com- 
mission would make an effort at the com- 
ing session of the Legislature to secure con- 
solidation. He thought that this coming 
year, perhaps, the Police, Health, and 
Building Departments might be consoli- 
dated, and later on, in other years, the va- 
rious other departments would be taken 
into the new city, until the whole was 
effected. 

“Mr. Stranahan was also of the opinion 
that there should be two counties created, 
one on the east side, and the other on 
the west side of the river, forming the one 
city. This, he thought, was necessary on 
account of the courts and on account of 
assessed valuations of property, which 
should be. adjusted separately in each 
county. 

“He favored the idea of waiting until 
1898 for the election of the first Mayor of 
the consolidated city. In that way the 
judgment and the co-operation of the 
Mayors of Brooklyn and New-York could 
be secured.”’ 


TWO MEN FOUND DEAD IN HOTELS. 


J. L. Sheffield Was Dependent on Char- 
ity—M. E. Barnett Well-to-Do. 


Joseph L. Sheffield, about fifty years old, 
died suddenly shortly after 9 P. M. Sunday 
in the Mount Morris Hotel, 2,370 Third Ave- 
nue. His body was found in the small 
dark room on the third floor of the hotel 
that he was permitted to occupy from a 
charitable feeling toward him. 

Coroner Schultze notified the police of the 
man’s death yesterday morning, and stated 
that death was due to the use of opium. 
Whether it was a case of suicide could 
not be determined, as the man was an opium 
smoker. 

At the hotel all information was refused 
except that Sheffield was permitted to live 
there, and eceasionally did odd jobs atout 
the house. Where he came from or wnat 
his former circumstances were the hotel 
people would not divulge, if they knew. 

An old and prosperous-looking man gave 
orders to an undertaker yesterday that Shef- 
field be given a decent burial. He said he 


would be responsible for the bill. He re: 
fused to give his own name or speak of 
Sheffield’s past. 

M. E. Barnett, a retired merchant of “os 
Angeles, Cal., was found dead in his bed in 
the Vanderbilt Hotel, Forty-second Strect 
and Lexington Avenue, yesterday morning, 

He registered at che hotel Nov. 1, and 
lived there from tnar time until his Geath. 

His son-in-law, Isaac Straus of 1,942 Lex- 
ington Avenue, called to see him yesterday 
morning.\ His door was found to be locked, 
and, as he could not be aroused, ihe door 
was broken in, and se wis discovered lying 
upon the bed dead, with his clothes on. 

There was nothing about the room to indi- 
eate suicide, and Mr, Straus said death had 
undoubtedly been caused by heart failure, 
as Barnett had frequently suffered with 
heart trouble. 

He was well-to-do, and spent most of his 
time in travel. 


Sale of Telegraph Property Ordered, 

The Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 
as Trustee of a mortgage made in 1885 to 
secure the payment of an issue of bonds to 
the amount of $900,000 by the United Lines 
Telegraph Company, has obtained a judg- 
ment of foreclosure and sale from Justice 
Beach of the Supreme Court. The bonds are 
outstanding, and the amount now due with 
interest aggregates $1,538,574. 

The judgment of the court directs the sale 
of what is left of the United Lines Tele- 
graph Company’s property in this and other 
States, which was covered by the mort- 
gage, and appoints Francis P. Lowrey ref- 
eree to sell. 

The purchaser of the property will be re- 
quired to pay at least $15,000 in cash, but 
the balance may be paid in the bonds which 
were secured by the mortgage.

THEIR TRADE IN DANGER 


GROOERS THREATENED WITH RUIN 
BY SOME DRY GOODS STORES, 


Brobdklyn Retailers to Discuss the 
Situation To-night—Their Associa- 
tion Says Certain Dry Goods Estab- 
lishments Are Taking the Cream of 
the Trade, Leaving to the Retailers 
the Dirty and Unprofitable Work— 


Must Strive to Protect Themselves. 


Retail grocers of Brooklyn will meet to- 
night in the Johnston Building, in Flatbush 
Avenue, Brooklyn, to take action on the 
sale of groceries in dry goods stores, and 
members of the New-York Retail Grocers’ 
Union will be present to make addresses 
and give advice. 

The call for the meeting is as follows: 

Brooklyn, Nov. 7, 1894. 
To all Grocers, Greeting: 

Gentlemen: You are cordially invited to be 
present next Tuesday, Nov. 18, at 8 P. M., at the 
Johnston Building, Flatbush Avenue, corner Nev- 
ins Street, to take action on the dry goods 
stores selling groceries. 

The time has come when it is apparent that 
the grocery business is about to undergo a 
change, and the question arises, Is the regular 
retail grocer to be confined to selling oll, coal, 
and soup greens, while the dry goods dealer sells 
the goods on which there is a profit, or, in other 
words, are you going to do the dirty work while 
the dry goods store takes the cream? 

Good speakers will be present to address the 
meeting, and we don’t want you to think that 
it is for the members alone. We want all the 
grocers to take part in a movement for the well- 
fare of the trade 

On the following. page you will find a copy 
of the resolution adopted by us at our last regu- 
lar meeting. You will be asked to sign it and 
live-up to it. There is nothing unjust about it, 
and is for your protection; hence we hope you 
will not be backward in joining us in a move- 
ment which will decide whether you are to 
continue in business or let the dry good stores 
close you up. 

It has taken many years to build up your 
business, and if you do not take action, you 
will be ruined. It now becomes your duty to 
defend yourself, and by united action we hope 
to be able:to show that we are not going to be 
humbugged, and that we will demand our ri hts. 
Will you come? Don’t delay! Time is precious. 
Protection is the watchword. 

Remember, next Tuesday, Nov. 13, in the John- 
ston Building. Take elevator to sixth floor.

The resolution referred to in the call is as 
follows: 


Resolved, That we, the grocers of Brooklyn, do 
hereby condemn such unbusinesslike methods and 
agree to discourage the sale of all brands of 
groceries and such other articles as are usually 
sold by grocers as are found on sale at these 
dry goods stores, and condemn the manufacturers 
and jobbers of the articles in question for allow- 
ing their goods tc be bought by these dealers; 
and be it further 

Resqlved, That we hereby agree to withdraw 
our patronage from all dry goods stores where 
groceries or other articles usually sold by retail 
grocers are offered for sale, and instruct our 
families, &c., to purchase their dry goods at 
such stores as do a strictly dry goods business. 


Accompanying the circular and resolution 
was this statement: 


To the Manufacturing and Wholesale Grocery 
Trade Supplying Goods to the Retail Grocery 
Trade of Brooklyn and Vicinity: 

Gentlemen: For the past four or five years 
the retail grocery trade of Brooklyn has seen 
part of its Business gradually absorbed by the so- 
called dry goods stores, and we have refrained 
from taking any decisive steps until its recent 
aggressiveness has brought it more prominently 
to our notice, 

That the venture has been a success we all 
know, and the manufacturing and wholesale 
trade know, because our orders have diminished 
for those goods which they handle, 

Up to a few weeks ago these dry goods deal- 
ers were content with selling soaps, starch, 
washing compounds, &c., but, encouraged by the 
success with the sale of these goods, they have 
now put in a full line of canned and package 
goods, embracing a very large portion of the 
goods that are relied upon for. profit, with the 
least expense of handling, (see copy of circular 
they distribute,) and which have always been 
= by the regular, legitimate retail grocery 
trade. 

According to the present outlook, it seems that 
the retail grocery trade is about to be revolution- 
ized, and instead of selling a regular line of 
groceries, the grocer is to be confined to selling 
such goods as involve much labor and little 
profit, while the dry goods stores sell the goods 
on which there is a profit, and take the cream, 
as it were. 

We don’t wish to be understood as dictating 
as to what goods any one shall sell, or how 
they shall conduct their business, but, when these 
dry goods stores select goods that are regularly 
sold by retail- grocers, and, by misrepresentation, 
(see circular,) offer them for sale in a few in- 
stances at prices below that at which we can 
buy, while in others at prices considerably in ad- 
vance of that which we ask, in order that they 
may attract trade to other departments, where 
the loss is more than balanced by charging ex- 
we claim that this is not 
honest competition, and unbusinesslike. To sell 
groceries at ‘‘cut rates’’ as a bait to catch 
trade with is not an’ advantage to the retail 
grocer, 

There is over $1,000,000 invested in the retail 
grocery business in this city, involving a business 
of more than $10,000,000 annually, and the 
greater portion of it is represented by the mem- 
bers of this association; ere long, we hope to 
have it all; hence our claim that we represent 
the retail grocery trade of Brooklyn. We do 
not intend letting this large investment, and 
other.interests in connection therewith, be de- 
molished without a struggle, and, as we have 
taken decisive steps, we think it proper that 
you should know just what we are going to do. 
The inclosed circular will give you a copy of 
resolutions we adopted, and is now being signed 
by every grocer in Brooklyn. ° 

You will notice that it is sweeping and general; 
we do not aim at any particular firms. We know 
some of the parties who are the cause of these 
dry goods dealers getting groceries, and in due 
time each of our members will receive a list 
of all the brands and goods sold there, and any 
firms seliing them, either directly or indirectly. 

We make this appeal to you to stand by us 
in what we consider a battle for our rights, and

The offenders in New-York and Brooklyn, 
the grocers say, are many, but the’ firms 
that are pointed out by them as being con- 
spicuous as dealing in dry goods and having 
a grocery annex are R. H. Macy & Co.. in 
this city, and Abraham & Straus, 422 Ful- 
ton Street, Brooklyn. In each case, say 
these critics, the firm has, by encroachment 
on other lines of shopkeeping, approached 
the “universal store system” and lessened 
the profits of many tradesmen, while those 
who have suffered the most have been gro- 
cers, and especially those who dea! in bot- 
tled wines and liquors and canned goods. 

Of those who will, as representatives of 

the New-York retail grocers,, attend the 
Johnston Building meeting to-night will be 
L. J. Callanan, who is identified with the 
New-York Retail Grocers’ Union, and who 
sa member of the Committee of Seventy. 
* Mr. Callanan was active last month when 
Tammany Hall nominated Nathan Straus 
for Mayor of New-York City in getting the 
Retail Grocers’ Union to unanimously in- 
dorse the nomination of Col. W. L. Strong 
and at a meeting of the Central Organiza- 
tion of New-York and Vicinity, an organi- 
zation of retail grocers, Mr. Callanan made 
an address on ‘“‘ What is the Best Method of 
Meeting Coinpetition of ‘Cheap John’ and 
*99-cent’ competitors? ”’ 

Department stores are opening in every 
the United Siates, where goods of tant an 
scription are sold—where groceries are advertised 
as dry goods are—singling out a special article 
and selling it at cost gr below in order to at- 
tract people, who at once jump to the conclusion 
that, because this article is sold so cheap every 
article in the store is sold on the same basis 
This is where the mistake is made; and in 
nearly every case the customer is induced to 
buy some article or articles on which the grocer’s 
legitimate profit is more than made up. 

When the customers get home and examine 
their purchases, they find that they have really 
paid more for their goods, besides wasting their 
time, and getting goods they did not want and 
cannot use, and in many instances that the 
goods advertised at a special sale had been al] 
sold before they got there. It is a decided fact 
that these stores are here; and, as long as they 
find customers to believe that the teas they seil 
at 45 cents per pound are equal to teas sold 
elsewhere at 80 cents per pound, so long will 
they prosper and no longer. 

Just imagine any man or woman of common 
sense believing Macy & Co. when they assert 
that the teas they offer at 45 cents are bet- 
ter than the teas sold by Park & Tilford, 
Acker, Merrall & Condit, and a Most of other 
reputable stores in this city at 80 cents. That 
so palpable an untruth can be believed by any 
person of common sense only brings to my mind 
more forcibly P. T. Barnum’s celebrated saying 
that ‘‘the American people like to be hum- 
bugged.”’ 

‘There is no reason why a grocer of any stand- 
ing in this city cannot sell a general order for 
groceries in competition with the department 
stores. It is a well-known fact that the profit 
on all dry groceries is very light, on sugar 
nothing, on flour not much more; consequently 
the department stores cannot cut much, only 
on one or two special articles, unless they cut 
on quality, which will be found out very soon. 
Do not let any inducement, however great, 
tempt you to lower the quality of your goods; 
if you do you will have trouble to retain your 
customers and may never get them back. 

To sum up this whole matter of competition 
by ‘‘Cheap Johns’’ and ‘‘ 99-cent competitors,”’ 
see that you treat your customers honestly, never 
misrepresenting your goods as to quality or 
weight; treat all customers, rich ands poor, 
alike; do not make any promises unless you 
mean to and can perform them; see that the 
child coming to your store is treated if possible 
with more consideration than a grown person; 
do not think that you know your business so 
well that you cannot learn more, 

A New-York retail grocer, who will be at 
the Brooklyn meeting to-night, said that he 
did not thing there would be any boycott or 
any New-York meeting of the same charac- 
ter, because, taking acy. & Co.’s adver- 
tisement of last Sunday, it was plain that 
any retail grocer could “sell around”’ their 
prices. 

Abraham & Straus, who have a complete 
grocery department attached to their dry 
goods store, claim that they are public ben- 
efactors, as by buying wholesale they could 
sell 25 per cent. cheaper than a retail gro- 
cer. Besides it was a convenience to cus- 
tomers to buy groceries and dry goods un- 
der one roof. In London, at hiteley’s 
dry goods store, customers could not only 
buy groceries but meat. The establishment 
of department stores was regarded by 
Abraham & Straus as a public boon, and 
their necessity was evinced by their success,

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READING'S MANAGEMENT BAD 


HOW THE RECEIVERS HAVE AD- 
MINISTERED THEIR TRUST. 


‘An Open Letter from Isanc L. Rice in 
Which Their Shortcomings Are 
Pointed Out—What Their Course 
Toward McLeod Meant—Official Re- 
turns Which Concealed the Truth— 
President Harris’s Business Man- 


agement Criticised. 


Aa open letter on the affairs of the Phila- 
@elphia and Reading Railroad Company has 
been addressed to the Hartshorne commit- 
tee of security holders by Mr. Isaac L. 
Rice. It has been prepared in anticipation 
of the annua! election of the company, and 
its main purpose is to place before the 
security holgers a résumé of the occur- 
rences since the last annual meeting. Since 
then the affairs of the company have been 
wnder searching scrutiny, both in and out 
of the courts. 

Tne facts presented are contained in a 
pamphlet of more than forty pages. They 
are based on the sworn testimony taken be- 
tore Master Crawford or on proceedings in 
the courts, on records of the company, and 
on documentary evidence furnished by offi- 
cers of the company. There is little or no 
argument in the presentation, but it is a 
calm and dispassionate compilation of evi- 
dence of record accessible to any one who 
may care to investigate for himself. The 
pamphlet should be in the hands of every 
security holder of the company. 

The letter begins with a recital of how 
Mr. McLeod, in order to secure the Presi- 
dency of the Boston and Maine Railroad, 
appropriated first $30,000 general mortgage 
bonds from the treasury of the Reading 
Company, and how ultimately his appropri- 
ations from this beginning ran up to the 
enormous total of $3,450,000 in securities. 
The late Anthony J. Drexel, on the presen- 
tation to him by Mr. Rice of the facts rela- 
tive to these transactions, obtained Mr. 
McLeod’s resignation, but hardly had Mr. 
Harris entered upon his duties as Mr. Mc- 
Leod’s successor before he ratified and 
adopted the entire transactions for the 
Reading Company, assuming for it the en- 
tire loss and an additional liability of 
$186,000 to a firm of brokers, a claim con- 
tended to be unwarranted by Mr. McLeod 
himself. By his course in this proceeding, 
Mr. Harris took the ground that a Presi- 
dent of a company was justified in taking 
securities from its treasury and using them 
as margin in private speculations; that the 
company hod no recourse after the Man- 
agers had approved the use of a fraction of 
the amount of the securities so used, and 
that such approval authorized a continu- 
ance of withdrawals, notwithstanding that 
it was obtained by misrepresentations. 

Mr. Harris is arraigned for assenting to 
the propriety of the use of $300,000 bonds 
taken from the treasury, sold to Mr. Mc- 
Leod, and the proceeds accounted for as an 
expenditure for contingent expenses. The 
illegal issue of $9,000,000 third preference 
income bonds against the provisions of the 
mortgage and in violation of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania is Another indictment 
against Mr. Harris, who approved the view 
of the late Mr. McMurtrie, counsel for the 
trustee of the income mortgages, that the 
bonds could be passed ad infinitum and ad 
libitum, the only limitation being that the 
company could not give them away. These 
bonds were issued secretly, and were used 
for the most part as security for rentals ac- 
eruing under the Lehigh Valley lease and 
for margin on stock speculations. Mr. Har- 
ris strenuously opposed the_ surrender and 
cancellation of the bonds after Mr. Rice 
had exposed the wrongful manner in which 
they had been issued. 

Notwithstanding the very clear definition 
of the term ‘‘ net earnings,” in Article IV. 
of the mortgages, and the explicit prohibi- 
tion against placing additional fixed or 
other charges created subsequently to the 
reorganization in 1888 ahead of the income 
mortgages, the Lehigh Valley~lease was 
made, and, proving unprofitable, the rental 
was paid out of Reading’s funds, which 
should have been used to pay interest on 
prior bonds, and thus prevented default. On 
July 1, 1893, Mr. Harris refused to pay the 
interest on the general mortgage bonds, 
using the money he had on hand to pay the 
unearned Lehigh Valley dividend. By so 
doing he Geliberately brought the property 
confided to his care in imminent danger of 
foreclosure and imperiled the very exist- 
ence of the income bonds and stock. He went 


even further in the case of the Reading ter- 
minal bonds—a debenture obligation of 1591, 
secured only by the stock of the terminal 
company. ‘The interest on these bonds was 
not only paid, but the obligation was pro- 
moted by Mr. Harris from one ranking be- 
hind the third mortgage incomes into an 
operating expense having priority over the 
first issues of the company. Furthermore, 
the capital reserve by the reorganization 
plan for betterments, equipments, &c., 
amounting to $10,095,080 general mortgage 
bonds, has been squandered in defiance of 
the terms of the mortgage. Mr. Rice adds 
that without full access to the company’s 
books it is impossible to trace the disposi- 
tion of these bonds, but he adds that $1,900,- 
600 of them were used as an advance to the 
terminal company, that $300,000 was taken 
out of the treasury with no explanation, 
and with no accounting, and that $280,000 
was lost in stock speculations. It is quite 
certain that a sum equivalent to the pro- 
ceeds of the remainder was swallowed up by 
losses in stock speculations and on the Le- 
high Valley lease. The company having 


been brought to the verge of destruction by | 


the violation of the terms of the mortgages, 
a plan of reorganization has been proposed, 
and it has secured tne strong advocacy of 
Mr. Harris. The plan has two alternatives— 
either disfranchisement of the stock and the 
payment of assessments on the part of the 
stockholders and income bond holders, or the 
extinguishment of the stock and income 
bonds by foreclosure. Mr. Harris favors 
the plan on the supposed theory that the 
stockholders are responsible for his acts 
and should be punished for them, and that 
the income bond holders should rightfully 
bear the consequences of their own apathy 
and neglect. 

Mr. Rice devotes considerable space to Mr. 
Harris’s statements and reports. In the re- 

ort of 1893 Mr. Harris impeached Mr. Mc- 

eod’s statement of the previous year that 
the company had earned a surplus of $3,181,- 
486 above fixed charges, on the ground that 
the result was reached by an overvaluation 
of the coal on hand of $337,200. Somemonths 
later Mr. Little’s balance sheets showed 
that the McLeod surplus was produced not 
only by means of that overvaluation, but 
also by the omission of $1,412,419 loss on the 
Lehigh Valley lease. There were other pay- 
ments in the shape of advances to leased 
lines made, probably to enable them to pay 
interest which they had not earned, which 
Should be deducted also. These facts were 
known to Mr. Harris on May 27, 1893, when 
he promulgated a plan for the rehabilitation 
of the company, yet not only did he refrain 
from making them public, but he went so 
far in the opposite direction as to make pos- 
itive statements, the effect of which was 
not only to maintain the security holders 
in this delusion, but to further mislead and 
deceive them. Had the plan become effect- 
ive, Mr. Harris would have been one of five 
voting Trustees with absolute and irre- 
sponsible control for seven years; the per- 
manent obligations of the company would 
have been increased by $39,000,000; the Le- 
high Valley and the Reading would have 
been permanently united, and the Reading 
would have been further burdened with the 
hag ee of the entire output of the -Le- 

igh Valley Coal Company and of the pri- 
vate operators on the lines of the Lehigh 
Valiey Railroad. But on June 10, 1893, Mr. 
Rice published the figures showing the losses 
on the Lehigh Valley lease in 1892, and con- 
tributed thereby in preventing the catas- 
trophe which would inevitably have fol- 
lowed the adoption of the plan. 

Mr. Harris testified on the application for 
the issue of receivers’ certificates that the 
coal purchases were desirable and profita- 
ble, yet in the annual report for 1893 he 
Says that the purchases, as a whole, were 
entirely unremunerative. Mr. Little’s re- 
port shows that this coal cost $2.02 per ton, 
while the company produced its own coal 
for $1.58 per ton. About six weeks after 
Mr. Harris’s examination under oath, in 
which he testified not only to the profitable 
Bature of the coal purchases, but also to 


the great value of the Lehigh Valley lease 
to the ay an application was made 
by the Lehigh Valley for the abrogation of 
the lease, which carried with it the discon- 
tinuance of the coal purchases. The peti- 
tion alleged a claim fo $968,768 prior tu the 
receivership against the Reading Coal and 
Iron Company, and the receivers admitted 
its correctness and their inability to pay it, 
But, notwithstanding this, the receivers did 
pay on the Very day the averment was 
made, not only tne entire claim in full, but 
a large amount in excess, for which credit 
was received by transferring to the Lehigh 
Valley Coal Company all the coal belong- 
ing to the Reading in Lehigh Valley yards, 
to the value of about $2,000,000. The con- 
fession of their inability to pay was part 
of a scheme on the part of the receivers to 
cause the court and the security holders to 
believe that the lease was terminated at the 
instance of the Lehigh Valley and not of 
the Reading, so that the large losses in- 
curred on the lease in July, 1893, should not 
be disclosed. Mr. Dickson admitted before 
the Master that the lease was surrendered 
by the receivers and that the announce- 
ment of the fact was made to appear as if 
it had been initiated by the Lehigh Val- 
ley, because if it had been presented in its 
true light there might have been a decline 
in the market value of the Lehigh Valley 
shares. He also admitted that the -appli- 
cation had been made upon a default, which 
had been waived. On this point Mr. Rice 
Says: 

“And thus it appeared by an admission 
in open court that the receivers of the Read- 
ing considered it their duty to make aver- 
ments in solemn petitions to the court, not 
according to truth, but as the interests of 
the stock market required. And, strange 
to say, it was not the market price of the 
securities of the company confided to their 
care which imposed upon the receivers such 
a duty, but the market price of shares of a 
competing company. Nay, more, the re- 
ceivers of the Reading, in the interest of 
that competing company, actually consid- 
ered it a part of their duty to inflict a dam- 
aging blow on thé credit of the Reading by 
falsely confessing to an inability to pay a 
pressing claim, entailing the compulsory 
cancéllation of a lease of such extraordi- 
nary value that, to prenerve it, these very 
receivers, only a few weeks previously, 
made default on the general mortgage bonds 
of the company, and brought it into immi- 
nent peril of destruction by foreclosure.” 

The proceedings in the State courts to 
compel the Directors of the company to 
grant an inspection of the stock lists by 
Mr. Rice, previous to the last election, are 
next dealt with in the pamphlet, and then 
the question of income for 1893 as shown in 
the annual report is taken up. The deficit 
for the year was given as 802,342, while 
Mr. Little’s report, published three months 
later, gave it as $6,171,238. Mr. Little in- 
cluded in his deficit the $1,472,004 lost on 
stock speculations, the $186,000 lability to 
stockholders, and the $1,374,252 lost on the 
Lehigh Valley lease, all of which the re- 
ceivers had omitted. There were further 
oun of ee made by the Coal and 
ron Company, which were dragged in 
light of day by Mr. Little. — 

Mr. Harris’s business management next 
receives attention, His retention of the 
Lehigh Valley, after the Jersey Central had 
withdrawn from the combination, at the 
cost of default on Reading’s interest, is 
characterized as an act of folly; the con- 
tinuing of the coal purchases as preposter- 
ous. The Welsh plan of rehabilitation was 
based on both these things, and, had it suc- 
ceeded, Reading would be a hopeless wreck, 
fit only for disintegration and destruction. 
It was advocated by Mr, Harris, with a 
zeal that did not stop at misleading state 
ments, but was promoted by him and his 
co-receivers with the trust funds confided 
to them. z 

A letter written by Mr. Harris is quoted 
to show that, in his opinion, Reading has 
lived, and does now live, only by the char- 
ity of its competitors, and that, when it is 
exhausted, they can easily and rapidly crush 
it out of existence. Mr, Rice shows, how- 
ever, that Mr. Harris, in his letter, does 
not state actual results. If he had done 
so, it would not havg been possible for 
him to give even a semblance of justifica- 
tion to his plea that the cause of Read- 
ing’s downfall lies purely in its own weak- 
ness, against which the able and conserva-, 
tive management, which he contends it has 
always had, could not avail. 


DEMURRERS FOR THE POLICE CAPTAINS. 


The Cases of Stephenson, 


Doherty, 
and Sechmittberger in Court. 


The cases of the People against ex-Police 
Captains John T. Stephenson, formerly of the 
Leonard Street Station; Michael Doherty, 
formerly of the Fifth Street Station, and 
Max F. Schmittberger, formerly of the 
staemboat squad, now of the Nineteenth 
Precinct, were called for trial yesterday 
before , Justice Ingraham, sitting in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, in the new 
Criminal Courts Buildirg. 

It will be recalled that these police- 
men were indicted for bribery some time 
ago, and when first arraigned, all pleaded 
not guilty, as already told in The New- 
York Times. 

District Attorney Fellows evidently in- 
tended to try the cases, as he attended court 
early yesterday, and had with him his 
assistants, Messrs. Wellman, Lindsay, and 
Battle. 

Defendant ex-Capt. John T. Stephenson 
was in attendance with his attorney, John 
Vincent, and Ira Shafer as counsel. Capt. 
Schmittberger was present with William F. 
Howe, his counsel, and Herman Fromme, of 


Fromme Brothers, appeared for ex-Capt. 
Doherty, who was absent. 

Lawyer Vincent responded for his client 
and said that the defendant wished to 
withdraw his former plea of not guilty 
and interpose a demurrer to the indictment. 

Justice Ingraham granted the request, 
and the argument will be made to-morrow. 

In the case of ex-Capt. Doherty, Mr. 
Fromme, his counsel, stated that the police- 
man was absent, because, as the lawyer 
understood, the last indictments that had 
been found suspended the former ones, and 
of the last indictments the defendant had 
received no notice. 

“Proper notice was given,” said Col. 
Fellows. 

‘Nothing was received until this morn- 
ing,’’ replied Mr. Fromme. 

Justice Ingraham _ then * Well, 
you’re notified now.” 

Mr. Fromme asked for a week within 
which to submit a demurrer and prepare 
for argument. 

Justice Ingraham compelled him to put in 
his demurrer yesterday, and said he must 
be ready to argue it to-day. 

Col. Fellows announced that he was ready 
to proceed with the case against Capt. 
Schmittberger. Mr. Howe called the Cap- 
joe's forward, and addressing the court, 
said: 

“The defendant, by my advice, declines 
to plead, and I now file a demurrer against 
the indictment as found.” 

Because of Mr. Howe’s engagement in a 
case for which a jury was then being 
selected, the argument of the demurrer 
was set down for Friday. If Mr. Howe be 
still engaged in the trial on Friday, the 
argument will be heard next Monday. 

As soon as the demurrers are disposed 
of, the cases will be set down for trial on 
days to be agreed upon. 

The demurrers are in the usuaf’ form, and 
state that the indictments do not furnish 
facts sufficient to constitute a crime.

AN AERONAUT IN THE ARMY. 


Ivy Baldwin to Teach the Soldiers 
About Ascents in Balloons. 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 12.—Ivy Baldwin, 
the aeronaut, has joined the army, under 
the direction of Capt. Glassford of the War 
Balloon and Signal Corps. He was admit- 
ted yesterday, and will be placed at Fort 
“Logan, where he will have charge of the 
balloon equipment and the construction of 
a plant for gas generation. As soon as the 
plant is completed and in operation, captive 
ascents and practice will be had. 

Baldwin is twenty-eight years of age and 
one of the most perfect specimens of physi- 
cal manhood ever examined for admission 
to the army. He has had thirteen years’ 
experience as an aeronaut and has never 
met with an accident. It is proposed to 
familiarize the army with practical bal- 
looning by sending’ the balloon and steel 
storage tubes, filled with compressed gas, 
to the different army posts when the plant 
is in operation at Fort Logan.

JUSTICE DIVVER TS IN RIDING 


LEXOW OFFIOERS HAVE BEEN 
SEEKING HIM FOR A MONTH. 


He Can Give the Senate Investigation 
It Is Alleged, 
Startling Facts Affecting Men High 


Committee, Some 


in Office—According to Report He 
Was Closely Associated with the 
Police in Wrongdoing—The * Green 


Goods” Entanglement. 


Patrick Divver is in hiding to escape the 
subpoena servers of the Lexow committee. 
This fact came out yesterday in the dis- 
trict where the eminent Tammany Police 
Justice was formerly the king. 

It was learned that the Lexow officers 
have been trying to get at Divver for more 
than a month. 

Divver probably fears the officers, for no 
man, it is alleged, could .tell as much about 
police blackmail and protection to “‘ crooks ”’ 
and other evildoers as he. Mr. Goff and 
his associates have been informed of facts 
relating to Divver that will,.the charge is 
made, strike higher than anything yet 
reached by the Senate investigation. 

Not alone has information been secured 
that will affect Divver more than anything 
revealed so far, but it will also carry down 
men who have so far escaped notice. 

Divver’s great power in Tammany Hall 
was largely due, not to the fact that he had 
the “banner” district, but that he was un- 
til late ysars the closest man in the city to 
the Mulberry Street ‘‘ Headquarters.” When 
the Police Justice of to-day first started in 
to make fame and money in the Second 
District he cultivated the friendship of the 
Captain then in charge of the Oak Street 
Station. This friendship grew at such a 
rate that, according to reports, Divver be- 
came the collecting agent for his police 
friend of the blackmail levied on the disor- 
derly houses in the precinct, on the ** green- 
goods’ men, and the other violators of the 
law who had to pay tribute to secure im- 
munity from arrest. 

This would give him a great power in the 
district, as he could control absolutely the 
vicious elements with the aid of his police 
friends. On Blection Day the district was 
practically in his hands. He and his heel- 
ers might do as they pleased .at the polis 
without any fear of interference by the po- 
lice—iu fact, they could rely on the police- 
men as their most active aids. It was this 
state of things that probably begot the 
recklessness in ballot-box stuffing on the 
part of Divver’s heelers, which, when the 
police protection was withdrawn, landed 
them in the penitentiary. 

The Justice’s followers had become so ac- 
customed .to doing as they pleased in the 
way of doctoring returns in election that 
they simply fell into old ways in 1893, with- 
out realizing that the influence once so po- 
tent no longer existed at the Mulberry 
Street ‘‘ Headquarters.”’ Supt. Byrnes: did 
not recoghize any “ pull.’”’ 

At all former times when-trouble threat- 
ened, Divver was able to get behind his 
backer in Mulberry Street. The connnec- 
tion established in the Fourth Precinct had 
been cemented higher up later on. It proved 
so efficient, according to report, that it 
served to keep him from being turned out 
of the Tammany leadership in 1889. 

The powers in Tammany had for some 
time looked upon him as a.dangerous man, 


and feared that his methods being made 
public as they have since been been, would 
injure the entire organization. So it was 
decided he must get out, the story goes. 
As a last resort Divver brought in his in- 
fluence with the police. He was permitted 
to keep his place, and afterward, in spite 
of the pronounced opposition of some of the 
men in Tammany, he was given the Police 
Justiceship, which he now holds to the 
shame and disgrace of New-York City. 

One thing that the Lexow committee is 
expected to bring out, and because of which 
Mr, Goff and his associates are particularly 
anxious to lay hold of the Police Justice, is 
that Divver’s relations with the ‘“ green- 
goods”’ men. can be brought down much 
closer than the periods heretofore estab- 
lished, when he was the alleged custodian of 
the ** bank roll.’’ 

It is asserted that his connection with 
the thieves lasted almost -up to the very 
time of his appointment to the police bench. 
When the operations of the gang became 
so notorious that it was not prudent to let 
them continue to make their home at the 
Park Row place, their headquarters were 
transferred to a saloon on Oak Street, al- 
most in the shadow of the Oak Street Police 
Station. In this saloon Divyver, it is al- 
leged, always had a controlling interest un- 
w after his appointment as a Police Jus- 
tice. 

The man in charge of the saloon under 
Divver, and who ran it during all the time 
when the “* green-goods’’ men worked from 
that point, is now employed in one of the 
departments... He is a poor man, none of the 
profits having been permitted to go into his 
pockets, apparently. The saloon was after- 
ward transferred to his bartender, and is 
now owned by an Italian. 

As further evidence of Divver’s friendship 
with the ‘ green-goods’’ men up to. the 
very time almost when he was made a 
Justice by Mayor Grant this story is told: 

In the Summer of 1889 Divver had as a 
guest during the entire season at his coun- 
try place, in Cedarhurst, a man who was 
introduced to all callers as “Mr. Jones.’”’ 
This man lived in the Cedarhurst place al- 
most the entire Summer, having with him 
a boy of four or five years who, he said, 
was his son. 

Among those who called on Justice Div- 
ver, then plain Mr., there were some who 
had met the stranger before, under the 
name of ‘‘ Mr. Parmly.” 

It is now asserted that this stranger was 
both ‘Mr. Parmly” and “ Mr. Jones,’’ be- 
ing no other than Edward Parmly Jones, 
the chief of the ‘‘ green-goods ”’ gang. Jones 
had lost his wife by death during the Win- 
ter preceding his appearance as a guest in 
the Divver Summer establishment. 

All these facts, and many that are still 
more interesting, it is said will be brought 
out when the Lexow committee meets 
again. If, in the meantime, Divver has not 
been found, other witnesses to prove them 
will probably be called. 

Where Divver is keeping himself is still a 
mystery. It is pretty certain that he has 
kept most carefully away from his house, 
at 7 Madison Street. All inquirers there 
yesterday were told that he was “in the 
city,”’ but that he was ‘‘ not at home.” 

In the meantime the talk concerning pro- 
ceedings for Divver’s removal by the Court 
of Common Pleas is growing stronger. As 
soon as the necessary five signatures of citi- 
zen taxpayers to the petition to Chief Judge 
Daly are secured, the machinery to vacate 
Divver’s office will be started. 


To Consider the 1895 Budget. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment will take up the final consideration of 
the city budget for 1895 in about two weeks. 

This is the budget with which Mayor 
Strong will have to defray the expenses 
of the Municipal Government in the first 
year of his administration. It will be made 
by the Tammany officials. 

The suggestion has been made that the 


Mayor-elect should be invited to sit with the 
Board of Estimate during its sessions, and 
to make such recommendations as he may 
see fit. Last year, after Ashbel P. Fitch 
was elected Controller, to succeed Theodore 
W. Myers, he was invited to sit with the 
board, and ascertain its methods of doing 
business. 

Mayor Gilroy will probably go away for a 
short vacation trip Friday and remain un- 
til. Monday or Tuesday. 


No Greater Privileges for Hackmen. 


Mayor Gilroy gave a public hearing yester- 
day on the ordinance giving all hackmen 
the privilege of keeping their hacks on 
street corners from 4 P. M. unt#l 6 A. M., 
instead of from 10 P. M. until 6 A. M., as at 
present. 

George J. McDermott, counsel for the 
Hack Owners’ Association,-asked the Mayor 
to approve the ordinance.” S. W. Mason and 
W. H. Seaich, cab owners, objected to the 
approval. Mr. Seaich said he had paid hotel 
sone about $14,000 a year for the privilege 
of keeping his cabs in front of the hotels 
and on the corners near the hotels. If 
signed, the ordinance would rob him of the 
rights he had paid for. 

he Mayor announced that unless the or- 
dinance was withdrawn he would veto it. 
Mr. McDermott consented t® its withdrawal.

ammary Men in a Quandary and 
Casting About for a Lender. 


ALL AT SEA 


Some of the older men in Tammany Hall 
are indignant because no effort has yet 
been made to call the General Committee 
of the organization together, to ascertain 
what can be done in aid of the defeated | 
braves. 

It is argued that no one who can raise a 
hand will do so; that a spirit of lethargy 
has hold of all who have a voice that might 
influence matters in the slightest degree; 
that the old Wigwam is leaderless and pur- 
poseless at present, and that there are no 
signs of returning activity. 

It is true that within the past few days 
certain of the young men with good reputa- 
tions in the organization have had it sug- 
gested to them that it would be a good 
plan to take some action, but they are 
modest, besides being of the opinion that 
the older heads should take some of the 
responsibilities of reorganization upon their 
shoulders. 

On the other side of the question, the 
claim is made that it would be utterly 
useless to attempt a reorganization at this 
time, that nothing could be accomplished 
by it, that there is scarcely anything to be 
fought for except Register and County 
Clerk for the next three years, and that, 
moreover, any reorganization to be at- 
tempted before the Board of Aldermen 


coming into office after Jan. 1 reapportions 
the city Assembly districts would be a 
waste of time and useless. 

At present there are thirty Assembly 
districts in the city. Under the Assem- 
bly reapportionment that is provided for 
by the new Constitution there will be thir- 
ty-five city Assembly districts. The Execu- 
tive Committee of Tammany Hall is made 
up of representatives of the various As- 
sembly districts, and, as the reorganization 
must necessarily affect that committee’s 
make-up —. materially, it is easy to see 
that there is good reason for the view 
that it is just as well for Tammany to post- 
pone any effort at reorganization until the 
reapportionment of the Republican Board 
of Aldermen gives those who want to re- 
construct the old machine* something to 
work upon. 

A reporter for The New-York Times called 
upon Richard Croker, at his real estate 
office, 111 Broadway, yesterday. and asked 
him for his views on reorganization. He 
absolutely refused to talk, saying that he 
was out of politics, and would not be drawn 
into it again. 

Ex-Mayor Grant is the man to whom most 
of the Tammany followers have been look- 
ing for suggestions of reorganization since 
the election. A reporter for The New-York 
Times tried to get his views yesterday, but 
he also declined to talk upon the subject. 

No one appears to be ready to undertake 
the task of rehabilitating the Tiger. Mayor 
Gilroy declares that he proposes to go out 
of politics. Henry D. Purroy, while admit- 
ting that reorganization is a great neces- 
sity, declares that nothing could induce him 
to become the leader of the organization. 


BISHOPS ZLDOPT A POLICY. 


Five Rules for Home and Foreign 
Missions—Money for Home Missions. 


The Methodist Missionary Committee con- 
tinued its sessions yesterday in the Han- 
son Place Methodist Church, Brooklyn, 
with Bishop Foss of Philadelphia in the 
chair. Consideration of appropriations for 
foreign missions was continued during the 
morning, India taking up a large share of 
the time. Bishop Thoburn, who has spent 
thirty-six years in India, spoke at length 
of his missionary labors. 

The afternoon session began with a spir- 
ited discussion on the place of meeting for 
next year. Denver had been decided upon, 
but the friends of Detroit tried to have the 
question reconsidered in their favor. When 
finally a vote was taken it was a tie, and 
the Chairman decided to leave the matter 
as it was, and meet next year in Denver. 

Secretary Carroll read the report of his 
committee to determine a policy for the 
purpose of making. appropriations for do- 
mestic missions, The committee made six 
suggestions, of which the following five 
were accepted: 

That the largest possible appropriation be made 
for work among the foreign population of our 
cities consistent with the general interest of the 
society. 

That the mission work among the English- 
speaking people of city and county districts in 
the older conferences be left to the care’ of city 
mission and conference societies. 

That in appeals for support of city mission 
work and conference missionary societies care 
be taken not to diminish the collections for the 
missionary society. 

That no appropriations be made to the strong- 
er cenferences for missions to English-speaking 
people, except in extraordinary cases. 

That the General Conference be memorialized 
to make such change in the constitution of the 
missionary society and in the Discipline as will 
allow appropriations for work in cities to-be 
Sees by local societies for city mission 
work, 

The sixth suggestion was referred to the 
representatives of the General Conference 


districts, to be reported back next year. It 
was: 

That appropriations by the General Missionary 
Committee for English-speaking work would be 
conditioned on the relation which the amount 
raised by the comferences concerned bears to 
their equitable apportionment. 

Appropriations for the various confer- 
ences in the United States were then con- 
sidered. Colorado is to receive $9,500; Cali- 
fornia, $7,112, of which $500 is for Van Ness 
Avenue Church, at the disposal of the 
resident Bishop, and $1,000 for new work: 
Columbia River, $6,500; Oregon, $3,000, and 
wuget ca $6,000, 

r. Storrs, President of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, made a short 
address, as did also Bishop Thoburn. 


THE SEVENTY sTILL AFTER SHEEHAN. 


Indictments Against Him and Others 
for Eleetion Frauds Expected Soon. 


Joseph Larocque, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Seventy, and W. Travers Jerome, 
who has been retained by the committee to 
prosecute persons charged with. election 
frauds, called on District Attorney Fellows 
yesterday. 

The interview between Mr, Larocque and 
Col. Fellows lasted nearly an hour, but 
that with Mr. Jerome was brief. 

The appearance of both these gentlemen 
at the office of the District Attorney gave 
rise to the report that the case of Police 
Commissioner John C. Sheehan, who, it is 
charged, improperly and illegally interfered 
with election officers at the polls in the 
Thirteenth Assembly District, of which he 
is the Tammany Hall leader, by ordering 
them not to give out the official ballots for 
the constitutional amendments unless voters 
asked for them, would be immediately 
brought to the notice of the Grand Jury, 
and that an indictment would speedily fol- 
low. 

According to the information given out 
at the District Attorney’s office, the case 


of Commissioner Sheehan was not laid be- 
fore the Grand Jury ey: The vis- 
its of Mr, Larocque and Mr. Jerome, it was 
said, had reference to the prosecution for 
election frauds generally, and not to the 
case of Commissioner Sheehan. 

Mr. Jerome was politely reticent when 
asked about his visit to the District At- 
torney. He said to a reporter for The New- 
York Times that he would not talk about 
the election cases at this time, but he de- 
nied that his call on Col. Fellows had par- 
ticular reference to the prosecution of com- 
missioner Sheehan. 

There is no doubt, however, that Mr. Je- 
rome is engaged in collecting testimony 
bearing on the case gf Sheehan, as weil 
as those of all others who are charged with 
violations of the election law, and when 
the testimony is in proper shape the wit- 
nesses will be summoned before the Grand 
Jury, and indictments will doubtless fol- 
low in quick order. 


Two Large Contracts with Japan. 

TACOMA, Washington, Noy. 12,—An 
agent for a syndicate of Chicago firms has 
secured two large contracts in Japan. One 
goes to Armour & Co., and is for canned 
corned beef for the Japanese Army. The 
other is for cast-iron pipe, worth $370,000, 
to be used in extending the Tokio water 


works. The pipe will be made in Alabama 
and sent here for shipment. The American 
firm met the compenean of English, 
French, and Belgian bidders, The Chicago 
syndicate was. organized just after the 
orld’s Fair, as a result of the expressed 
desire of the Ji®panese Commissioner 
RGmiuiate trade with America.

BARLY SEEKERS APTER OFFICE | 


MR. STRONG FINDS MANY APPLI- 
CATIONS AWAITING HIM. 


The Mayor-Elect from a 


Brief Rest in Good Condition—Con- 
fidential Positions Within His Gift 
Most Talk 


Tammany 


Returns 


Sought After — More 


About Resignations by 
Office Holders—Republicans Forget- 
ting the Non-Partisan Platform. 


Mayor-elect William L. Strong returned to 
this city from Philadelphia yesterday morn- 
ing. He said he had enjoyed his brief rest 
and was feeling in good condition. 

When Mr. Strong reached the Central Na- 
tional Bank, of which he is President, he 
found a large pile of letters awaiting him. 

Many of these letters were applications 
for positions and indorseménts of men who 
would be glad to serve the city in public 
Office, by grace of the Mayor’s appointment. 

There are many applications for those 
positions within. the gift of the Mayor 
which are of a confidential nature. The 
other places, which may or may not be va- 
cant, according as the Legislature gives the 
Mayor power of removal, are not so much 
sought after. 

Stories are current that many of the Tam- 
many officials now in important places in 
the Municipal Government will resign 
soon after Mr. Strong assumes the duties 
of his office, and thus prevent any embar- 
rassment to the new administration, even if 
the Legislature does not pass a ‘“ power of 
removal” bill. Just how widespread is this 
sudden willingness on the part of ‘Tam- 
many officials to give up a job before they 
are compelled to do so is not apparent, and 
some persons who are fairly well acquainted 
with Tammany and its men are disposed 
to look at all this talk as “‘ wind” pure and 
simple. 

The Tammany man has not been in the 
habit of giving up anything in the shape 
of office until he has been compelled to do 
so, and it is said by experts to be as easily 
for a leopard to change his spots as for 
the Tiger to change his stripes. 

Some officials, who talk as if it were set- 
tled that there will be a flood of resigna- 
tions as.soon as Mr. Strong takes the May- 
or’s chair, speak in condescending terms of 


a willingness to remain long enough to help 
the new Mayor get all the departments into 
full running order before they sever their 
connection with the offices in which they 
have been thriving. 

No very general alarm has yet been ex- 
pressed by those who supported Mr. Strong 
lest there might be such a Clearing out as 
would cause a cessation of business in any 
single branch of the Municipal Govern- 
ment while new men were becoming famil- 
iar with the duties. 

It is conceded by those who favor a 
“power of removal” bill that some time 
must necessarily elapse before Mayor 
Strong avails himself of its provisions in 
some of the departments. It is this that 
has led some who have discussed the 
“clean sweep”? to commend that provision 
of the bill which was before the Legislat- 
ure last Winter giving the Mayor ninety 
days in which to remove the heads of de- 
partments. 

One thing will strike the average observer, 
namely, that some of the Republicans are 
beginning to forget the Committee of Sev- 
enty’s platform, which called for a non- 
partisan administration. Republican appli- 
cants and aspirants are as thick as they 
possibly could be if Mr. Strong had behind 
him only the backing of a Republican plu- 
rality. 

Job E. Hedges, who was Gen. Anson G. 
McCook’s assistant during the Strong cam- 
paign, is named by his Republican friends 
for some position in the District Attorney’s 
office. 

William Leary’s friends are looking after 
a place for him, while he is in the South 
resting from the strain of managing Con- 
gressman Lemuel Ely Quigg’s campaign. 

Jacob Hess,.one of the Subway Commis- 
sioners, is after a reappointment. All these 
are Republ{cans. 

There is a great deal of guessing as to 
whose recommendations will be given 
weight by the new Mayor. The old-time 
Republican machine does not yet know 
whether it will have influence or not, but 
the old leaders are in the field to find out 
for themselves. Some of them are a little 
displeased because the Committee of Sev- 
enty is to eontinue its existence for an in- 
definite period. 

Mr. Strong expects to go to Boston this 
week to remain until about Thanksgiving. 

Mr. Strong said yesterday that he had 
not determined whom he would appoint to 
any of the positions which he has to fill, 
nor had he yet" given serious consideration 
to the subject. 


GEN.McCOOK AND SECRETARYSHIPS. 


He Can Serve Mayor Strong a Year 
Refore the Federal Senate Calls Him. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Mayor-elect 
Strong of New-York has no reason to fear 
that if he should select Gen. Anson G. Me- 
Cook to be his private secretary he would 
be deprived of the General’s services inside 
of a year. 

The United States Senate will not be re- 
organized by the Republicans for a year at 
least, and it will not be necessary for Gen. 
McCook to remove to Washington prior 
to December, 1895. 

It is taken for granted here that the 
General will be selected by the Republicans 
to fill his old position of Secretary of the 
Senate. In his ten years’ connection with 
that honorable and responsible place, Gen. 
McCook became extremely popular, not 


only with the members of the Senate, but 
with the newspapér correspondents, to 
whom he was ever willing to render asgjst- 
ance. No other name has been mentioned 
in connection with the post since the late 
Republican victory, and it is not likely 
that any other will be mentioned. 

Gen. McCook will find upon his return to 
the Capitol that his successor, Gen. Cox of 
North Carolina, bas made many improve- 
ments in the Secretary’s Office. The private 
room has been freshened and refurnished, 
and the position of the desks and cases 
changed; and it is the general opinion that 
in the work of renovation, Gen. Cox has 
displayed excelleyt taste. 

In the old days, Gen. McCook was almost 
sure to direct the attention of his guests to 
the magnificent view of the Capitol dome 
obtainable from the north windows of his 
private room. To enjoy the view one was 
obliged to go behind the General’s desk. 
Gen. Cox’s rearrangement of the office fur- 
niture makes it far easier to study the 
graceful lines of the dome, and Gen. Mc- 
Cook will doubtless wonder why he did not 
make the change himself when he sees 
what a great improvement. has. been 
wrought. 

In the meantime he may stand for a year 
or so as a buffer between Col. Strong and 
anxious place hunters in. New-York, secure 
in the knowledge that his old place here is 
about as desirable as any that is available, 
and that his chances of occupying it again 
are exccedingly gcod. 


Verdict Against Jacob Finelite. 


The sealed verdict returned late Friday 
night, inthe City Court, in the suit of Ham- 
merslough Brothers against Jacob Finelite, 
to recover upon a-note for $567, was opened 
in Part I. of the City Court yesterday by 
Justice Conlan. 

The jury awards the plaintiffs judgment 
for $615.78; which includes interest and 
costs. Justice Conlan granted a delay of 
execution for thirty days, and allowed sixty 
oeee for counsel to prepare a case for ap- 
peal. 

The suit was a test one, being brought 
upon one-of a series of notes aggregating 
$130,000. The note was given, with others, 
to the plaintiffs by the firm of A. H. King 
& Co., which was, until its failure in June, 
1893, the retail branch ef Cohen, Ball & Co. 
Finelite is the son-in-law of Mr. Ball. After 
the failure of King & Co. it is claimed that 
Finelite indorsed his father-in-law’s notes 
for $130,000. Finilite said that if he had 
signed them it was when he was of unsound 
mind, as the result of a carriage accident. 


Started in Her Second Century. 
KINGSTON, N. Y., Nov. 12.—Mary Ann 
Westrip, aged 102 years, died here to- 
night. she walked to St. Joseph’s Church 


and back, a distance of two miles, a week 
ago. She was born in County Tipperary, 
brekanes Two of her fourteen children sur- 
vive her.

AVERY COLLECTION OF HADEN’S WORKS. 


Remarkably Fine States of Etchings 
‘at the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 


In the new wing of the Metropolitan Mu- 

seum of Art is a gallery wherein are to be 
exhibited, from time to time, examples of 
the best work of etchers and engravers of 
all periods. In this room may be seen the 
entire collection of Sir Francis Seymour 
Haden’s works formed by Mr. Samuel P. 
Avery. 
_ When Mr. Haden came to this country 
several years ago he was elected an hon- 
orary Fellow of the museum. This collec- 
tion of his works contains 192 different sub- 
jects, as described in the catalogues made 
by Burty and Drake, but it contains, also, 
various trials and states of these subjects, 
carrying the number up to 281. Then there 
are impressions of eight other plates, which 
are unique. Then there are various por- 
traits of Mr. Haden, etched by Flameng, 
Legros, Herkomer, Strang, Sherborn, and 
others, and an original water-color drawing 
which was formerly in the Burty collection, 
making the total number of items 296. 

Mr. Avery, while he was an engraver and 
before his first visit to Europe in 1867, pos- 
sessed a copy of the 180 completed sets of 
25 etchings in ‘‘ Etudes a l’Eau-Forte,” ed- 
ited in 1865-6 by Burty. Since then he has 
never lost an opportunity, to acquire the 
choicest impressions of Mr. Haden’s works. 
He obtained them from Mr. Burty and from 
other French collectors and artists to 
whom Mr. Haden had presented them. He 
bought them, also, at the auction sales of 
the Burty, Jacquemart, Gaucherel, and Sir 
William Drake collections. 

Mr. Haden himself, for twenty years a 
friend of Mr. Avery, gave his care and in- 
terest to the formation of this collection. 
There are missing only the following Drake 
numbers: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, “‘only one im- 
pression and plates lost’’; 31, ‘‘not bit- 
ten’’; 32, ‘* sketched on the plate, not bit- 
ten in’; 41, ‘“‘ plate was destroyed after 
two or three proofs taken’’; 69, ‘ unique 
impression, plate destroyed’’; 77, (2); 93, 
‘**a single impression only”; 98, ‘‘one im- 
pression only”; 106, ‘‘two impressions 
only’; 173, (?7.) As described by Drake, 
they are unimportant. 

After the issue of the Drake catalogue, 
in 1880, Mr. Haden printed other subjects, 
bearing earlier or later dates. These, num- 
bered from 185 to 199, have been added to 
the list of Mr. Haden’s works described 
by M. Henri Beraldi in ‘‘ Les Graveurs du 
XIXe Siécle,’’ Paris, 1889. These examples 
are in this collection. In addition are Lots 
A, B, C, D, E, and F, and variations of 
Nos. 28 and 53 are proofs from plates not 
otherwise known to exist. 

In the same room are impressions of the 
twelve progressive states of the fine large 
etching by Bracquemond, from the famous 
painting ‘‘ La Rixe,’”’ by Meissonier, which 
is the property of the Queen of England. 
Some of these impressions have been re- 
touched by the painter, either to correct 
the drawing or to make it more effective. 
The finished state, on parchment, has its 
“remarque’’ etched by Meissonier. The 
etcher has added a proof of the crown and 
monogram of Queen Victoria, which was 
printed only for her special copy. No stu- 
dent or lover of etching should fail to pay 
a long visit to this collection.

She alleges that she was 
masried Feb. 2 last, and that her husband 
deserted her in April.

Delaney said he would not marry her, and 
Stringer replied, it is alleged: ‘‘ No, you 
are already engaged to be married to an- 
other girl, and if we let you go now, what 
is to prevent your going off and marrying 
her? You must settle this thing right here, 
and it must be done to-night. ha’e2 spent 
the whole day on this matter, dnd I have 
come here fully prepared to carry out my 
plans. You can take one of two courses— 
marry this girl to-night, or take the conse- 
quences.”” 

Delaney asserts that through fear he 
consented, but declared that, as long as he 
lived, he would never live with the wo- 
man or support her, or recognize her as 
his wife. 

The party then went to the Astor House, 
where, Delaney alleges, he was made to get 
into a coach, and the party was driven to 
a place where there was a sign: “ Free 
Reading Room.’ A ceremony was there 
performed. 


A MeKane Juror Dead. 

Robert C. Thomas, who was one of the 
jury that convicted John Y. McKane, died 
at kis home, 202 South First Street, Brook- 
lyn, last week.

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BROOKLYN'S SUNDAY BRAWLS 


FROM ALL PARTS OF THE CITY 
CAME STORIES OF DISORDER. 


Two Dozen Men Engaged in a Fight— 
A Skull Broken and a Man Stabbed 
—Brewers Got Partial Revenge, De- 
spite the Police—Many Stabbings— 
Mr. Welles Wonders Whether Open 
Side Doors Had Anything to Do 
with It, 


The authorities of Brooklyn were very 
much disturbed yesterday by the reports of 
Sunday fracases, street brawls, and stab- 
bing affrays which poured into Police 
Headquarters. 

The Sabbath day was anything but @ 
peaceful day of rest and religious medita- 
tion in the City of Churches. The Com- 
missioner of Police, Leonard W. Welles, aft- 
er reading over the accounts sent in by 
the Captains from the various precincts, 
was concerned over the question whether 
the sanguinary Sunday was due to Mayor 
Schieren’s “ side-door” solution of the Sun- 
day-closing problem. 

Two dozen men were engaged in a gen- 
eral scrimmage, which lasted for twenty 
minutes, Sunday afternoon, in front of P. 
H. Butler’s saloon, at Hicks and Butler 
Streets. During the mélée, one of the com- 
batants had his skull fractured by a soda- 
water bottle, and another was stabbed. But- 
ler claimed that his saloon was not open, 
and that the fight was an attack by mem- 
bers of the Beer Brewers’ Association on 
his own men, who were guarding his saloon, 
The soda-water bottles that figured in the 
fight may have grown on the lamp posts. 

If Butler’s place was not open, there were 
hundreds of other saloons in Brooklyn that 
were doing business uninterrupted, and 
Butler was an exception to the rule. 

There were three other stabbing affrays 
in Brooklyn on Sunday. 

Butler is in disrepute with the brewery 
employes of New-York and Brooklyn, be- 
cause, as is alleged, he buys ale from @ 
Brooklyn brewery which is under boycott. 

He asked the police of the Fifteenth Pre- 
cinct Sunday to guard his saloon, claime- 
ing that he had heard it was to be ate 
tacked. Policemen Kelly and Murphy and 
Detectives Stoddard and Rodden were de- 
tailed to watch the place. The police and 
detectives were around Butler’s saloon all 
day, and were just about to leave, late in 
the afternoon, when a dozen strange men 
put in an appearance. Butler was on watch 
with the police, and pointed out the stran- 
gers. The latter walked past and separated 
into two parties of six men each, one party 
crossing the street and the other going on 
to the next corner. 

While the police were watching one of 
the parties, the other party got into a sham 
fight to draw off the police. The ruse suc- 
ceeded. While the police and detectives 
were dashing down Hicks Street, the other 
party became engaged in a real and desper- 
ate fight with Butler and his friends. Rac- 
ing back, the police, and also the other 
party, pitched into the scrimmage, and for 
a few minutes there was a lively time, 
Soda-water bottles flew every way, and 
knives were drawn. For a time it looked as 
though the brewery_men would whip the 
combined forces of Butler and the police, 
but finally the allied forces triumphed. 

James McVeigh of 426 Hicks Street was 
stabbed in the arm. He accused Patrick 
Mannix, Butler’s bartender, of being his 
assailant. John Minniham of 28 Clinton 
Street received a blow on the head with a 
soda-water bottle, and his skull was said 
to be fractured. The police arrested five of 
the fighters. ; 

In the Butler Street Police Court, yes- 
terday, Bartender Mannix was heid by 
Justice Tighe for further examination, on @ 
charge of assault. The other fighters were 
fined $1 each. 

Henry Eiche, twenty-three years old, of 
176 Middleton Street, Brooklyn, reported to 
the police early yesterday morning that he 
had been stabbed under the right arm by 
an unknown man at Bushwick Avenue and 
Cook Street. Eiche was accompanied by a 
girl whom he cailed Mary when he notified 
the police. She could give no description 
of WBiche’s assailant. Biche was taken 
home by an ambulance surgeon. 

Joseph Julian, forty years old, of 107 
Navy Street, Brooklyn, stabbed Antonio 
Pasanel, fifty years old, 282 Tillary Street, 
Sunday night. The two men niet near Pa- 
sanel’s house, and quarreled. Pasanel was 
cut in the neck, near the jugular vein. He 
was attended by an ambulance surgeon. 


Julian was arrested. 

Frank Masser, thirty-seven years old, 114 
Spencer Street, Brooklyn, was cut in the 
forehead with a razor. Sunday night, by 
John Casterila, twenty-seven years oid, $ 
Spencer Street. Masser’s cut was sewed by 
an ambulance surgeon. He said he was at- 
tacked without provocation. Casterila es- 
caped.

Spent 75 Cents and Mr. Pollock Took 
Charge of a Fund of $900. 


The statement of election expenses filed 
in the County Clerk’s office yesterday by 
John W. Goff, the successful anti-Tammany

Western Union Telegraph Company to transmit 
a message to The New-York Tribune.

Each of the above items was so expended to 
send telegrams to the above-named parties to 
inform them that a fraudulent blanket paster 
ballot was to be used on the following day. 

Prior to the 6th day of November, 1894, I re- 
ceived, unsolicited, the sum of $900, and this 
sum I contributed in aid of my election. The 
person who received such sum is Francis W. 
Pollock. The purpose for which it was con- 
tributed was that it was to be used by him in 
aiding and furthering my election by printing 
and circulating handbills and other papers pre- 
vious to the election held Nov. 6, 1894. 

With the exception of the above specified pay- 
ments, I have not contributed or expended dil- 
rectly or indirectly, by «myself or through any 
other person, any money or moneys in aid of my 
election.

EARLY sTRENGTH “FOLLOWED BY A 
DECLINE IN STOOKS. 


The London Market Lower on Manip- 
ulations from This Side—Sharp De- 
cline in Sugar on Enormous Trans- 
cations Induces Weakness Else-~- 
where—Some Activity in the Grang- 
ers, but General List Dull—Suspici- 
ous Strength in Atchison Issues. 


Irregularity was the feature of yester- 
day’s stock market. In the early trading 
prices were higher, but London was a free 
selier and before noon the advance was 
checked. Sugar, which sold at 96% in the 
first hour, declined to 92% in the late trad- 
ing, on sales of more than 110,000 shares. 
The weakness influenced the remainder of 
the market. 

The tone of the Londen market was at- 
tributed to manipulation from this side, 
which inchided an “ official’’ announce- 
ment sent by cable to the effect that the 
reported intention of the Government to 
make a bond issue was without foundation. 
The selling which resulted found an ab- 
sence of buyers here, except at conces- 
gions, and, as the short interest has been 
pretty well covered up within recent days, 
support was lacking. The trading, except 
in a few specialties, was not active, and at 
the close of business the general list was 
only fractionally lower than on Saturday. 

The moyement in Sugar attracted most 
attention. The insiders certainly did not 
oppose the decline, and it is questionable if 
they did not essist it. The outlook for 
favors from Congress is not as good as it 
was before election, inasmuch as it is 
pretty well understood that the Republic- 
ans will be given an opportunity at the 
coming session to vote as they have talked 
dn the recent campaign. If they do so it 
is quite certain that the Sugar Trust’s enor- 
mous profits will be cut down to reason- 
able returns on its investment. In the 
meantime outsiders will not be overanx- 
ious to continue to hold the stock. Al- 
though the stock broke nearly 4 points, its 
met loss was only 1. There was not much 
done in the other industrials, but they were 
@s a rule lower. Cordage lost 1% points. 

Among the railway stocks the Grangers 
showed the greatest activity, and their final 
prices were from % to % lower than on 
Saturday. There was very little done 
in the coal stocks. Jersey Central was 
etrong in the morning, but subsequently 
dropped a couple of points, and closed only 
% higher. Atchison was strong in the aft- 
ernoon, after abstracts of Mr. Little’s re- 
port on the property had been published. 
The Atchison bonds were also particularly 
gtrong, so much so that the suspicion arose 
fmhat certain insiders who had sold them 
hort last Summer when the irregularities 
in the accounts of the company were first 
announced were covering.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.—The local 
market to-day was dull and showed a pretty 
firm tone, but in most cases the close shows 
fractional losses.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKET. 


CHICAGO, MNl., Nov: 12.—The bulls had the 
best of the ment in wheat to-day, and quit 
with three-fourths of a cent tacked on the price. 
Foreign and domestic news favored buyers, in 
connection with which the particularly confident 
sentiment which was prominent rendered weak- 
ness almost impossible. One of the best cards of 
the day was the decréase of 700,000 bushels in 
Liverpool stocks during the first twelve days of 
November, and of about 2,000,000 bushels since 
Oct. 1. The English visible supply decreased 
1,300,000 bushels for the week. 

Cables were strong and higher both from _ the 
United Kingdom and Continent, and New-York 
had buying orders from abroad. The amount on 
ocean passage decreased 112,000 bushels. The 
visible supply staternent about met the expecta- 
tions, and was considered ¢ couraging that it 
did not show a greater incr.use than 1,193,000 
bushels. The trade gave evidence of broadening 
the buying by commission houses, with H. V. Les- 
ter & Co., Lamson Brothers & Co., and Brosseau 
leading, indicating that the outsiders were taking 
an interest and that orders were coming from the 
East and West and from local operators. Other 
firms were likewise active, and in some instances 
prominent, The bad weather, with the probable 
resultant curtailment of receipts and moderate 
arrivals in the Northwest, (878 cars,) were ad- 
juncts to the other firming influences. 

The Prairie Farmer will to-day issue a report 
on wheat feeding, which will estimate the amount 
already so used at 60,000,000 bushels, with a fur- 
ther probable consumption of 40,000,000 bushels 
in this manner, Chicago receipts were 188 cars. 
Export clearances were 270,235 bushels, and 128,- 

bushels were taken from store. May wheat 
was strong and 4c higher. Receipts at principal 
Western points, 864,827 bushels; shipments, 630,- 
910 bushels. Receipts at Eastern points, 302,- 
678 bushels; shipments, 178,919 bushels. 

Corn—The wheat market attracted too much 
attention to allow of anything like interest being 
taken in corn. Local operators were the traders 
in the ain, and they did but little. The dif- 
ference between the current month and the far- 
off deliveries widened some, the prospects of an 
improvement in receipts during the last half of 
the month inducing selling of November, while 
the strength of wheat produced a firmer feeling 
in May. The amount on ocean passage increased 
18,000 bushels, and a decrease of 20,000 bushels 
in the visible supply was shown. Cables were 
about steady. Receipts at Chicago, (219 cars,) 
overran the estimate 59 cars. Withdrawals from 
store were 51,864 bushels, and 51,536 bushels 
cleared at the seabvsard. The Government. report 
of Saturday, which showed an increase of 78,000, - 
000 bushels in the estimated yield, was not men- 
tioned. May corn opened at 50c, sold between 
49% and 50%, closing at 50%@50%c, Ye over 
Saturday. Cash corn was firm, and about 4c per 
bushel higher. Receipts at principal Western 
points, 259,163 bushels; shipments, 186,109 
bushels. Receipts at Eastern points, 114,228 
bushels. 

Oats—A gain over Saturday of %c was made in 
oats to-day; the strength in wheat and a de- 
creasé of 808,000 bushels In the visible supply 
stimulating the market. There was no. outside 
news, and nothing of feature to the trade. 
Receipts were 118 cars, and 142,604 bushels were 
taken from store. Cash oats were strong, sales 
being made at an advance of %c per bushel over 
Saturday. 

Rye was firm. ‘The trade was at a standstill, 
owing to a lack of offerings. No. 2 on the reg- 
ular market was 47%4c bid; a small quantity of 
choice sold by samples at 50c. Recelpts were 3 
cars. December was 47%4c, nominal, and 51%c 
was bid for May. 

Barley—There was a good demand for barley, 
and prices were strong. Screenings sold from 
$12.75 to 16 per ton; No. 5 at 46c, No. 4 at 
48@52c, No. 3 from 52c to 55c, No. 2 from 54c 
to 56c.. There was no trading in futures. 

Provisions had quite a boom on nothing in 
particular. The packers, led by Armour and 
Cudahy, were doing the buying early, after which 
the shorts deemed it prudent to cover, one or 
two of the local professionals helping them to 
advance prices by bidding freely. The full ad- 
varice was not held, owing to the willingness of 
the early buyers to realize. At the close Janu- 
ary pork had declined 224%@25c from the outside, 
but still had a gain of 42%c to its credit. Janu- 
ary lard closed 20c over Saturday, and January 
ribs 22%4c higher than that day. Liverpool was 
firm and domestic markets stronger. Receipts 
were fair and the shipments large. The cash 
market was inactive, buyers being averse to 
accepting the advances.

‘An Escaping Manager Foiled by the 
Com fa ity He Was Deserting. 


RONDOUT, N. Y., Nov, 12.—After two 
weeks on the road, a theatrical company 
which has been playing ‘“ Foiled,” a mili- 
tary drama, to empty houses, went to 
pieces in this city to-day. Saturday night 
it played to a very small house in Lis- 
comb’s Opera House.
